Thirty -sev en peace demo nstrato rs were ar­ 
rested y esterday fo r unlawful assembly after 
they refused to disperse fro m a sit-in at the San 
Rafael o ffice o f the U.S. Selectiv e Serv ice. 
Acco rding to San Rafael po lice, the pro testers 
— including fo ur juv eniles — were arrested at 
abo ut 2 :4 5 p.m. after ig no ring warning s they 
disband their bo dy blo ckag e o f a co rrido r at the 
federal building at 910 D Street. 
As the gro u p cho ru sed “Giv e 
Peace a Chan ce,” a do zen hel- 
meted p o lice o fficers mo v ed in 
to arrest the demo n strato rs o n e 
by o n e. 
“Will y o u disp erse?” the o ffi­ 
cers calmly asked each p ro tes­ 
ter. “Disp erse o r y o u will be 
arrested.” 
The demo n strato rs, mo st o f 
who m ap p eared to be co llege 
stu den ts, merely sho o k their 
heads an d co n tin u ed sin gin g. 
As each p ro tester was p laced 
u n der arrest, he ro se to his feet 
an d mo v ed q u ietly with han ds 
behin d head POW fashio n to an 
awaitin g bu s. 
Amo n g tho se arrested were 
two San Rafael men who ran 
u n su ccessfu lly last mo n th fo r 
p u blic o ffice. They are James 
Kimo Camp bell, 2 0, o f 5 0 Fre­ 
mo n t Ro ad, who ran fo r the 
Marin Ju n io r Co llege District 
bo ard an d Richard Allan Razn i- 
ko v , 2 4, o f 12 Chateau Place, 
who lo st in his bid to beco me 
may o r o f San Rafael. 
The sit-in , the first majo r 


p ro test actio n at the Marin 
draft bo ard, acco rdin g to p o lice 
chief Jo sep h J. Bru sato ri, was 
the cu lmin atio n o f a mo rn in g- 
lo n g demo n stratio n which be­ 
gan at the Co llege o f Marin . 
Earlier abo u t 300 p erso n s 
gathered at the co llege to lo wer 
the scho o l’s American flag to 
half staff in tribu te to Marin ’s 
war dead an d fo u r stu den ts 
slain last y ear by Ohio Natio n al 
Gu ardsmen at Ken t State Un i­ 
v ersity . 
At abo u t 10 a.m., a sp lin ter 
gro u p o f abo u t 100 marched 
fro m 
the 
Ken tfield 
camp u s 
alo n g Sir Fran cis Drake Bo u le­ 
v ard, o v er Wo lf Grade an d in to 
San Rafael. 
S w a r m i n g in to the draft 
bo ard o ffice, they p resen ted 
emp lo y ees there a letter claim­ 
in g: “Ou r go v ern men t wo u ld 
rather risk so cial decay an d 
rev o lu tio n at ho me than admit 
a co lo ssal mistake (the war).” 
The letter, sign ed by mo st o f 
the demo n strato rs, asked draft 


bo ard emp lo y ees to resign their 
p o sitio n s an d “help resto re the 
co n scien ce o f America.” 
The demo n strato rs — so me o f 
who m wo re military fatigu es 
an d said they were fo rmer GIs 
— then mo v ed o u t o f the o ffice 
an d began the co rrido r sit-in .

At o n e p o in t abo u t 5 0 p erso n s 
p articip ated in the han d-ho ldin g 
blo ckade as an o ther 30 o r so 
sto o d by v o icin g su p p o rt. 
San Rafael p o lice, who an ­ 
n o u n ced they wo u ld n o t take 
actio n u n til a co mp lain t was 
receiv ed, statio n ed two o fficers 
in side the bu ildin g to co n tro l 
the cro wd. 
As the 11:30 a.m. 
s i t - i n 
len gthen ed p ast n o o n , the o ffi­ 
cers talked an d jo ked go o dn a- 
tu redly with the p ro testers. 
At o n e p o in t, a co n serv ativ e­ 
ly -dressed y o u th attemp ted to 
p ick his way t h r o u g h the 
sp rawled bo dies to the selectiv e 
serv ice o ffice. 
“Sto p him,” so meo n e said as 
the 
demo n strato rs 
clu stered 
tightly at the o ffice en tran ce. 
The y o u th, so mewhat awed 
by the p ro test, merely sho o k his 
head at o n e o fficer, did an 
abo u t-face an d left the bu ildin g. 
“Let’s hear it fo r the p eo p le,” 
o n e y o u th 
s h o u t e d an d the 
gro u p ap p lau ded.

District glo win gly cited a 17 p er 
cen t redu ctio n in to tal emis­ 
sio n s fro m all so u rces in the 
six -co u n ty district fro m 19 69 to 
19 70. (An o ther p o llu tio n co n tro l 
district sto ry , p age 16.) 
Bu t a majo rity o f district di­ 
recto rs, in an u n p receden ted 
challen ge to the an n u al rep o rt, 
declared they did n o t believ e 
the claim. 
The an n u al in v en to ry o f all 
sign ifican t air co n tamin atio n 
so u rces in the p ast has been 
u sed by the staff an d bo ard to 
p ro mo te their claims that dis­ 
trict regu latio n s were wo rkin g 
well. Bu t the co mp o sitio n o f the 
12 -member bo ard has chan ged 
radically with the additio n o f 
n ew members who hav e sho wn 
a ten den cy to q u estio n the staff 
o n v irtu ally ev ery thin g. 
The stro n gest criticism was 
by directo r Nev in K. Hiester, 
Po rto la Valley city co u n cilman 
an d an ex p ert o n air p o llu tio n .

Hicks

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San Rafael Office Is 
Disrupted By Sit-In 


Thirty-seven peace demonstrators were ar­ 
rested yesterday for unlawful assembly after 
they refused to disperse from a sit-in at the San 
Rafael office of the U.S. Selective Service. 
According to San Rafael police, the protesters 
— including four juveniles — were arrested at 
about 2:45 p.m. after ignoring warnings 
disband their body blockage of a corridor at 
federal building at 910 D Street. 
As the group chorused ‘Give 
Peace a Chance,” a dozen hel- 
meted police officers moved in 
to arrest the demonstrators one 
by one. 
“Will you disperse?” the offi­ 
cers calmly asked each protes­ 
ter. “Disperse or you will be 
arrested.” 
The demonstrators, most of 
whom appeared to be college 
students, merely shook their 
heads and continued singing. 
As each protester was placed 
under arrest, he rose to his feet 
and moved quietly with hands 
behind head PQW fashion to an 
awaiting bus. 
Among those arrested were 
two San Rafael men who ran 
unsuccessfully last month for 
public office. They are James 
Kimo Campbell, 20, of 50 Fre­ 
mont Road, who ran for the 
Marin Junior College District 
board and Richard Allan Razni- 
kov, 24, of 12 Chateau Place, 
who lost in his bid to become 
mayor of San Rafael. 
The sit-in, the first major 


protest action at the Marin 
draft board, according to police 
chief Joseph J. Brusatori, was 
the culmination of a morning- 
long demonstration which be­ 
gan at the College of Marin. 
Earlier about 300 persons 
gathered at the college to lower 
the school’s American flag to 
half staff in tribute to Marin’s 
war dead and four students 
slain last year by Ohio National 
Guardsmen at Kent State Uni­ 
versity. 
At about 10 a.m., a splinter 
group of about 100 marched 
from 
the 
Kentfield campus 
along Sir Francis Drake Boule­ 
vard, over Wolf Grade and into 
San Rafael. 
S w a. r m i n g into the draft 
board office, they presented 
employees there a letter claim­ 
ing: “Our government would 
rather risk social decay and 
revolution at home than admit 
a colossal mistake (the war).” 
The letter, signed by most of 
the demonstrators, asked draft 


board employees to resign their 
positions and “help restore the 
conscience of America.” 
The demonstrators — some of 
whom wore military fatigues 
and said they were former GIs 
— then moved out of the office 
and began the corridor sit-in. 
. 
At one point about 50 persons 
participated in the hand-holding 
blockade as another 30 or so 
stood by voicing support.

Pollution Control 
Statistics Hit 


By PAUL E. PETERZELL 


SAN FRANCISCO — An an­ 
nual report, again claiming air 
pollution controls in the Bay 
Area are doing a great job, was 
shot down yesterday. 


The report by the staff of the 
Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
District glowingly cited a 17 per 
cent reduction in total emis­ 
sions from all sources in the 
six-county district from 1969 to 
1970. (Another pollution control 
district story, page 16.) 
But a majority of 'district di­ 
rectors,. in an. unprecedented 
challenge to1 the annual report,, 
declared they did not believe 
the claim. 
The annual inventory of all 
significant air contamination 
sources in the past has been 
used by the staff and board to 
promote their claims that dis­ 
trict regulations were working 
well. But the composition of the 
12-member board has changed 
radically with the addition of 
new members who have shown 
a tendency to question the staff 
on virtually everything. 
The strongest criticism was 
by director Nevin K. Hiester, 
Portola Valley city councilman 
and an expert on air pollution. 
“I don’t really believe the 1970 
results — I don’t really believe 
things in 1970 were 'better than 
in 1969,” he said. 
Any measurable drop in air 
pollution, Dr. Hiester suggest­ 
ed, “must have been due to 


some other fortunate set of cir­ 
cumstances,” and not to the 
effectiveness of district regula­ 
tions or air pollution control 
equipment. 
“I guess you’d have to say 
that I am an unbeliever,” he 
said. “I know that air pollution 
equipment just doesn’t work 
that well.” 
Dr. Hiester, a member of the 
board for the past year, is a 
chemical engineer and head of 
air and water pollution work at 
the Stanford Research Institute. 
His. first work 'with the institute 
22 years ago was on the smog: 
problem in Los Angeles. 
Director Wyman. Hicks, a 
Sausalito city councilman, not­ 
ed that the annual report dealt 
only in tons of five major pollu­ 
tants but ignored the relative 
health effects of some of the 
more poisonous ones. 
He urged that an independent 
expert judge the district’s per­ 
formance and evaluate the data 
in the report. Since the dis­ 
trict’s staff both enforces the 
regulations and evaluates their 
effectivesness, 
Hicks 
said, 
"there’s a tendency to say how 
well we’re doing.” 
Chief Administrative Officer 
D. 
J. 
Callaghan 
reluctantly 
agreed to consider Hicks’s pro­ 
posal, but said he 'did not. know 
“who else has the capability” 
to evaluate the data.

LONDON (UPI) -N o t long 
ago, all an American tourist in 
Europe needed to buy a meal or 
a hotel room was a big enough 
roll of greenbacks. Today, he 
was lucky if his traveler’s 
check was accepted— at up to 
16 per cent less than its official 
dollar value. 
The dollar always has been 
“as good as gold,” in theory, 
because for every doUar the 
U n i t e d States issued it put 
aside a quantity of gold to back 
it up. Technically, any country 
could cash in its dollars for 
their value in gold at $35 an. 
ounce. 
But, for the past 20 years, the 
United States has been spend­ 
ing more money abroad for its 
imports and tourism than it has 
been getting back for its own 
exports—an unfavorable bal­ 
ance of trade. It also has not 
been putting aside enough gold 
to back up its currency. 
Financial experts have esti­ 
mated the amount of dollars 
circulating abroad—called “Eu­ 
rodollars” and beyond the U.S. 
Government’s direct control— 
at between $35 billion and $50 
billion. The U.S. monetary gold 
stock, however, is less than $11 
billion. 
As the American balance of 
payments deficit continued and 
the Eurodollars pied, up, for­ 
eign countries found themselves 
stuck with a currency they 
were unable to convert or at> 
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There had been strong ru­ 
mors for the past six months 
that the mark and possibly sev­

In effect, this would 
mean devaluing the dollar in 
terms of those currencies. So, 
the bankers, businessmen and 
speculators have sought to cash 
in by selling dollars and buying 
marks.

Dollar Crisis Spreads To Japan 


BONN (UPI) -T h e West Ger­ 
man government said today it 
was postponing its decision on 
the monetary crisis involving 
marks and dollars until it could 
seek joint action with France 
and the other four members of 
the European Common Market. 
The money crisis spread to 
Japan where banks suspended 
trading in the German mark 
because of its strength against 
the dolar. Between $300 and 
$350' million flooded in to buy 
Japanese yen. and the Bank of 
Japan intervened with massive 
purchases to keep the dollar 
within one per cent of the offi­ 


cial exchange of 360 yen to the 
d o l l a r . Tokyo’s foreign ex­ 
change banks awaited govern­ 
ment guidance on whether to 
resume dolar exchanges Fri­ 
day. 
Government 
sources 
ex­ 
pressed pessimism on chances 
of Paris joining in a common 
move to stem the flood of dol­ 
lars inundating Germany and 
other West European nations. 
France under Charles de Gaulle 
attacked the dolar but in re­ 
cent months has tried to sup­ 
port it. 
Official money markets in 
Germany remained, dosed for 


the second day. Unofficial trad­ 
ing in dollars was sparse and 
nervous, commercial banks re­ 
ported. At noon a dollar was 
bringing only 3.57 marks com­ 
pared with the o f f i c i a l ex­ 
change rate of 3.66 marks. This 
meant a mark was worth 28.2 
cents instead of 27.3 cents.

Ron­ 
ald Reagan for the fact he paid 
no state income tax despite 
being a millionaire with a $44,- 
100 salary. 


New cries were heard for tax 


reform —from Los Angeles 
Mayor Sam Yorty, U.S. Sen. 
Alan Cranston and California 
legislators of both parties. 


“ It’s not the governor’s fault 


he doesn’t have any tax liabili­ 
ty,” said Sen. Nicholas C. Pé­ 
tris, D-Oakland. The governor 
is doing what is perfectly legal 
and proper under the law. Our 
problem is that the law is bad.“ 


But the liberal Democrat did 


observe that Reagan was like 
the welfare recipients he de­ 
plores who take advantage of 
legal loopholes to gain higher 
relief checks. 
“ It’s e x a c t l y the same 


thing,” Petris said, “except the 
governor’s situation applies to 
people at the top of the income 
level and welfare applies to 
those at the bottom.” 


The 
California 
Welfare 


Rights Organization designated 
Reagan “ the highest paid wel­ 
fare recipient in the state” and 
facetiously termed him “one of 
the ‘truly needy. ’ ” Meanwhile, 
Reagan—who disclosed Tues­ 
day he paid no state income tax 
for 1970 because of investment 
losses —refused to say whether 
he also paid no federal tax. A 


state tax official said he “ prob­ 
ably” didn’t. 
The governor scolded inquir­ 
ing newsmen for an “ invasion 
of privacy” and admonished 
one persistent reporter, “ aren’t 
you ashamed enough?” 


Cranston joined many of his 


Democratic colleagues in blam­ 
ing the system and not the gov­ 
ernor. 
“ I do not suggest he evaded 


the law,” the Senator told a 
Sacramento news conference at 
which he called for closing both 
state and federal tax loopholes. 
The franchise tax board re­ 
ported that in 1969 there were 
71,500 taxpayers in the $40,000 
to $50,000 income bracket who 
paid some tax. Only 176 did not. 
Reagan’s salary recently rose 


to $49,100 and under normal cir­ 
cumstances his state income 
tax for the current year would 
be $2,794. 
Assembly Democratic leader 


Walter A. Karabian of Monte­ 
rey Park recalled that Reagan 
in 1969 told the legislature, “ the 
burden of taxation should fall 
equally on all taxpayers in pro­ 
portion to their income.” 
Reagan was first asked about 


his tax status during his weekly 
news conference after a student 
radio station at Sacramento 
State College broadcast a ru­ 
mor he had paid no income tax. 
“ I was confident of the infor­ 
mation because it came from a 
personal observation,” said the 
student broadcaster, journalism 
major Rosemarie King. She 
would not elaborate.

The $7 million St. Mary’s of 
the Assumption—which church 
leaders now call “The People’s 
Cathedral’’-has been controver­ 
sial throughout its construction. 
It was criticized by some for 
its striking untraditional archi­ 
tecture and by others on the 
basis that cathedral building it­ 
self is an outdated enterprise. 
The prayers of papal delegate 
Archibishop Luigi Ramondi at 
the doors of the cathedral were 
drowned out by shouts of “pow­ 
er to the people" from a band 
of about 100 demonstrators. 
Rut once i n s i d e the huge 
domed church, 
hundreds 
of 
priests, nuns and lay people of 
all faiths peacefully attended 
the simple mass of dedication. 
The picketing demonstrators 
included barefooted friars, hip­ 
pies, a group of Spanish-Ameri­ 
can activists, and one man car­ 
rying a large cross draped with 
black cloth. 


Most of them were objecting 
that the money spent on the 
cathedral should have gone to 
the poor. 


The assembled hierarchy ig­ 
nored the demonstrators de­ 
spite the shouting. When 24 
hel meted members of the police 
tactical squad arrived most of 
the demonstrators left but a 
few picketed throughout the 
ceremony. 


San Francisco Archbishop Jo­ 
seph McGucken has frequently 
defended building 'the cathedral 
on grounds that he had “a man­ 
date” from the people who con­ 
tributed the money for it. He 
said the same people contribute 
more than $2 'million a year for 
charity in the archdiocese.

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Tax Reform Cry 
In Reagan Flap 


SACRAMENTO

Democrats 
and 
Republicans 
alike today blamed California’s 
tax structure and not Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan for the fact he paid 
no state income tax despite 
being a millionaire with a £44,- 
100 salary. 


New cries were heard for tax 
reform —from 
Los 
Angeles 
Mayor Sam Yorty, U.S. Sen. 
Alan Cranston and California 
legislators of both parties. 


“It’s not the governor’s fault 
he doesn't have any tax liabili­ 
ty," said Sen. Nicholas C. Pe- 
tris, D-Oakland. The governor 
is doing what is perfectly legal 
and proper under the law. Our 
problem is that the law is bad." 


But the liberal Democrat did 
observe that Reagan was like 
the welfare recipients he de­ 
plores who take advantage of 
legal loopholes to gain higher 
relief checks. 
“It’s e x a c t l y the same 
thing," Petes said, "except the 
governor’s situation applies to 
people at the top of the income 
level and welfare applies to 
those at the bottom." 


The 
California 
Welfare 
Rights Organization designated 
Reagan “the highest paid wel­ 
fare recipient in the state” and 
facetiously termed him “one of 
the ‘truly needy. * ” Meanwhile, 
Reagan—who disclosed Tues­ 
day he paid no state income tax 
for 1970 because of investment 
losses —refused to say whether 
he also paid no federal tax. A 


state tax official said he “prob­ 
ably" didn’t. 
The governor scolded inquir­ 
ing newsmen for an "invasion 
of privacy” and admonished 
one persistent reporter, “ aren’t 
you ashamed enough?" 


Cranston joined many of his 
Democratic colleagues in blam­ 
ing the system and not the gov­ 
ernor. 
“I do not suggest he evaded 
the law," the Senator told a 
Sacramento news conference at 
which he called for closing both 
state and federal tax loopholes. 
The franchise tax board re­ 
ported that in 1969 there were 
71,500 taxpayers in the $40,000 
to $50,000 income bracket who 
paid some tax. Only 176 did not. 
Reagan’s salary recently rose 
to $49,100 and under normal cir­ 
cumstances his state income 
tax for the current year would 
be $2,794. 
Assembly Democratic leader 
Walter A. Karabian of Monte­ 
rey Park recalled that Reagan 
in 1969 told the legislature, “the 
burden of taxation should fall 
equally on all taxpayers in pro­ 
portion to their income." 
Reagan was first asked about 
his tax status during his weekly 
news conference after a student 
radio station at Sacramento 
State College broadcast a ru­ 
mor he had paid no income tax. 
“I Was confident of the infor­ 
mation because it came from a 
personal observation,” said the 
student broadcaster, journalism 
major Rosemarie King. She 
would not elaborate.

Postmaster At San Gerónimo 
Bids Goodbye After 23 Years

The signboard over the San 
Gerónimo Post Office is weath­ 
ered, the letters shades lighter 
than when Dorothy Giambasti­ 
ani took over as postmaster 23 
years ago. 
The weathered look wears 
well in the rustic setting. A 
llama grazes with the mares 
just across an 'unnamed creek 
on Creamery Road, and a bulle­ 
tin board in front of the shingle 
covered one-room post office 
advertises a young Alpine milk­ 
ing goat for $70 and a “reasona­ 
bly p r i c e d ’ ’ used western 
saddle. 
Inside the post office are the 
familiar FBI posters, but they 
are mostly old “shoot-em-up” 
stuff with few recent additions. 
The b a c k door of the post 
office was just a 10-second walk 
from 
Mrs. 
Giambastiani’s 
kitchen, but last weekend she 
left the post office and home 
behind to retire to a new home 
near a daughter and son-in-law 
in Aumsvflle, Ore. 
The post office remains open, 
served 
by 
officer-in-charge 
Joan Falk of 25 Tamarack 
Drive, San Gerónimo. 
“I feel sad about leaving,” 
she said last week while sorting 
letters. “The post office has 
become a part of my life. I’m 
going to miss my friends.” 
She isn’t planning on sitting 
home. “I have five acres up 
there so I’ll have plenty to keep 
me busy. I’ll do a little garden­ 
ing and sewing. I .also plan to 


visit a sister in Boston, a son in 
Alaska and a brother in Tex­ 
as.” 
When she moved to San Ger­ 
ónimo from San Francisco with 
her husband and six children in 
1948, Mrs. Giambastiani hoped 
to work some day in the little 
post o f f i c e next door. A few 
months later she got her chance 
when Postmaster Elaine Stock- 
dale moved with her family to 
Sebastapol. 
There wasn’t as much work 
then. The post office was classi­ 
fied as fourth class service, but 
stamp sales increased and sev­ 
eral years ago the office was 
reclassified for third class serv­ 
ice. 
Still, the 64-year-old postmas­ 
ter said, “it was a peaceful job 
except at Christmas time when 
I got rushed a bit."

building — only nine feet wide 
and. about 20 feet deep — is 
heated by the old wood burning 
stove that was there in 1948 and 
packages are still weighed on a 
big steel Fairbanks scale.

A cro wd estimated by p o lice 
at 70 p erso ns ap p eared at the 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Av iv with 
signs read ing ‘ ‘ R o g e r s Go 
Ho me?” The d emo nstrato rs o p ­ 
p o se the Ro gers p lan calling fo r 
withd rawal fro m Arab territo ­ 
ry .

Ro gers, cheered by American 
to u rists at the King Dav id Ho tel 
in Jeru salem, began his Israeli

Dr. Hiester added that de­ 
spite the tonnage figures, “ I 
don’t really know what’s hap­ 
pening.” He also objected to the 
failure to round off the figures, 
citing a claim that automobiles 
generated 6,130 tons of contami­ 
nants a day. 
“We’re fooling ourselves and 
fooling the people who read 
them,” he said of such precise 
figures. 
Callaghan acknowledged that 
the figures were engineering es­ 
timates, but good estimates, ac- 
c u r a t e within 15 per cent of 
actual tonnages. 
His claim of accuracy was 
challenged by Dr. David Mage, 
a chemical engineer and profes­ 
sor at San Jose State College. 
Mage said his measurements 
last month of Carbon monoxide 
in San Jose were 120' per cent 
higher than those at the same 
time by the district elsewhere 
in the same city. 
Director Dianne Feinstein, a 
San Francisco supervisor, and 
board chairman Victor Calvo, a 
Santa Clara supervisor, stated 
their disbelief of the staff's 
claim of a 17 per cent cut in 
emissions. So did director Wil­ 
liam R. Jelavich, a Mountain 
View city councilman, who pro­ 
posed that major industries 
monitor their emissions contin- 
ously instead of having district 
inspectors check them periodi­ 
cally.

M r s .. Will Siri of the West 
Contra Costa County Conserva­ 
tion League observed from the 
audience that the claimed re­ 
duction was “not evident to us

The only director to defend 
the staff report was Robert W. 
Hoyer, Clayton city council­ 
man. He objected that criticism 
of the report was “somewhat 
unscientific.” 
Eleven of the 12 board mem­ 
bers were present. 
Dr. Milton Feldstein, district 
director of technical, services, 
cited figures he said showed 
generally improved air quality 
over the past year. 
The annual staff report said 
that toal emissions were cut 
last year by 1,570 tons a day to 
a new low of 7,611. It said this 
was the largest one-year reduc­ 
tion since estimates first were 
made for 1955. 
“For the first time, estimated 
daily emissions have fallen be­ 
low the 1955 rate, which was 
8,260 tons a day,” it declared. 
This was despite a 49 per cent 
growth of population and a 96 
per cent increase in the number 
of automobiles since 1955, it 
said. 
If no air pollution controls 
had been imposed, the total 
would have grown to 16,700 tons 
a day last year, according to 
the report. 
It attributed the 1970 drop in 
emissions to the closing of two 
major industrials plants, the 
prohibition of backyard burn­ 
ing, the continuing shift by oil 
refineries 
and power plants 
from oil to gas fuel, and im­ 
proved 
controls 
on 
vehicle 
emissions. 
The report detailed contami­ 
nants by the 90 sources emit­ 
ting over one-tenth of a ton a 
day, all but nine of them emit­ 
ting under 10 tons a. day. 
Of these nine, the top five 
accounted for almost one third 
of the 1,479 tons from all sta­ 
tionary sources. They were: 
American Semlting and Refin­ 
ing Co. of Crockett, 93.7 tons; 
Pacific Gas and Electric Com­ 
pany’s nine plants combined,

Rogers In 
Israel With 
Cairo Plan 


TALKS

JERUSALEM 
(UPD-Secre- 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
arrived in the Israeli capital 
today 'with a. new peace plan, 
from Cairo. He told the Israelis 
they had met the agonies of 
war and now must meet the 
agony of making peace. 
Rogers’ arrival statement in 
Tel Aviv where he landed on a 
flight from Cairo via Cyprus 
served to bring out the differ­ 
ences of opinion between Wash­ 
ington 
and 
Jerusalem 
over 
what has been termed in Wash­ 
ington as Israel’s intransig­ 
ence. 
Cairo dispatches also indicat­ 
ed sharp differences between 
the United States and Egypt 
over a Middle East settlement. 
“This is an unusual time in 
our history ,” Rogers said in Tel 
Aviv. “The nations in this area 
have the opportunity to take 
wise and, decisive action. There 
are risks in agreeing to peace— 
-there are greater risks in fail­ 
ing to do so.” 
A crowd estimated by police 
at 70 persons appeared at the 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv with 
signs reading “ R o g e r s Go 
Home?” The demonstrators op­ 
pose the Rogers plan calling for 
withdrawal from Arab territo­ 
ry. But bigger demonstrations 
in Jerusalem were canceled by- 
police request. 
Rogers, cheered by American 
tourists at the King David Hotel 
in Jerusalem, began his Israeli 
mission by talking first with 
David Ben-Gurion, one of the 
founders of the Israeli republic 
and a man who has joined Rog­ 
ers in asking for Israeli with­ 
drawals in favor of a lasting 
peace. 
Rogers, who conferred earlier 
today in Cairo with President 
Anwar Sadat, quoted President 
Nixon as saying Israel’s securi­ 
ty can come finally only from 
peace with the Arabs. 
Rogers, 
carrying a 
letter 
from Nixon to Prime Minister 
Golda Meir, said he wascon- 
vinced there may not be a “bet­ 
ter opportunity for a long time 
to come” to settle the Arab- 
Israeli conflict.

guilders. 
Trading in marks was suspend­ 
ed in Japan to bolster the dol­ 
lar’s value. 
Britain, France, Italy and the 
Scandinavian countries contin­ 
ued to support the dollar by 
buying it at the lowest rate they 
could. 
The dollar is in a unique posi­ 
tion in international economic 
affairs because all other cur­ 
rencies in non-Communist coun­ 
tries are valued officially in 
terms of dollars. The United 
States, therefore, could not de­ 
value the dollar, as other coun­ 
tries have their currencies, be­ 
cause any revaluation automat- 
i c a 11 y 
w o u 1 d. 
b r i n g 
corresponding changes in the 
worth of other currencies. 
If the mark revalued upward, 
however, the dollar would buy 
fewer marks and the e f f e c I 
would be one of a dollar deval­ 
uation. 
It was inconceivable to many 
Americans flooding European 
c a p i t a l s at the start of the 
heavy tourist season that Euro­ 
peans were rolling in the wel­ 
come mat for the almighty dol­ 
lar. Some reacted with open 
resentment and anger,, 
“We may cut our trip short 
and may even be prepared to 
say to hell with Europe and 
God bless America,” Ted Mar- 
kovic, a film editor from Glen 
Rock, N.J., said in Paris. 
Mrs. Sally Senator of Pitts­ 
burgh, also in Paris, summed 
up her group’s feelings this 
way: “The (Europeans) love 
the almighty dollar as we see 
it. They grab every penny out 
of it. They’ve forgotten the 
Marshall plan.” 
W h i l e banks in Paris and 
London continued to accept dol­ 
lars, their counterparts in West 
Germany, 
Switzerland,

German Shipowners both ad­ 
vised the government against 
either an upward revaluation or 
a floating mark. They said ei­ 
ther move would reduce the 
competitiveness of German ex­ 
porters and shipowners, without 
striking at the cause of infla­ 
tion, which they consider to be 
unjustified wage demands. 
During the last monetary cri­ 
sis in September, 1969, 'the Bonn 
government decided on a tem­ 
porarily floating mark as a sol­ 
ution. After allowing it to float 
for just under four weeks, it 
was given a. new fixed parity 
near the price at which it had 
levelled off in free trade. 
The American dollar was the 
object of the heavy currency 
speculation that swept Europe 
this week, and it took so bad a 
buffeting that 'the West Ger­ 
man government dosed 
all 
money and gold markets until 
Monday. Switzerland, Belgium, 
Holland and Austria also re­ 
fused to buy U.S. dollars. 
The money crisis moved on to 
Asia 
today 
when 
Japanese 
banks and markets opened fol­ 
lowing a o n e - d a y holiday 
Wednesday. 'The Japanese cen­ 
tral bank bought more than 
$200 million in the morning ses­ 
sion of the foreign exchange 
market. 
Japanese Finance Minister 
Takeo F u k u d a said the yen 
would not be revalued upward 
a 11 h o u g h it was one of the 
“strong” currencies being ex­ 
changed for dollars. 
The reason the dollar is under 
attack is that people want to 
sell dollars to buy other curren­ 
cies —German marks, Swiss 
francs or Japanese yen. Bank­ 
ers, businessmen and specula­ 
tors in E u r o p e have been 
betting either the mark would 
be revalued upward or the dol­ 
lar would be devalued. 
While Germany’s economy is. 
booming, 'the United States has 
made deep outlays on the war 
in Indochina and its balance of 
payments deficit has been wor­ 
sening.

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Secretary Of State To Challenge Campaign Ruling 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Se- 
cretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. said today he would 
appeal directly to the state 
supreme court a lower court 
ruling that permits secret 
contributions to campaigns for 
or against measures on election’ 
ballots. 
“If the lower court decision is 


allowed to stand, California 
voters will soon witness the 
most dishonest campaigns in 
America,” Brown told a news 
conference at the Ambassador 
Hotel. 
“The decision invites every' 
special interest group in the 
country to rush into California 
and trick 
the voters 
with 


fraudulent advertising.’* 
Brown had brought suit to 
force disclosure of campaign 
funds used to defeat Proposition 
18 in the Nov. 3 election. It 
would have permitted use of a 
portion of gasoline tax funds for 
smog control and for develop­ 
ment of a rapid transit system 
in the metropolitan areas of the 


state. 
Oil companies had bitterly 
fought the proposition. Among 
the defendants was a group 
called “Californians Against the 
Street and Road Tax Trap.” 
Superior Court Judge Arthur 
K. Marshall ruled Tuesday that 
the 
Elections 
Code 
section 
under which the 
suit 
was 


brought was unconstitutional. 
He said the section discriminat­ 
ed against contributors to 
campaigns involving initiative 
measures and favored donors to 
individual candidates. 
Brown said he was taking the 
“extraordinary step” of bypass­ 
ing the lower appelate courts 
because the matter was of such 


extreme urgency. 
“Big corporations that pollute 
our air and water now have 
official court authority to run 
ballot campaigns behind a cloak 
of secrecy and I believe the 
Supreme Court must immedi­ 
ately correct this by upholding 
the public’s right to know 
exactly who is supporting and 


opposing ballot measures,” he 
said. 
The lawsuit had been filed 
against three oil companies 
charging they gave a total of 
195,000 in anonymous contribu­ 
tions in the campaign against 
Proposition 18. 
Marshall dismissed the suit 
after defense attorneys, includ­ 


ing those for Gulf, Mobil and 
Standard of California, chal­ 
lenged the constitutionality of 
the law. 
Brown said his appeal will be 
filed early this week. 


Prohibition went into effect 
Jan. 17, 1920 and was repealed 
Dec. 5,1933.

Hunting Dogs 
Are Interes ting 


By SHERMAN WALICER 


The Hunting Dogs make up a 
constellation that is also dim 
and rather difficult to trace out, 
but t h e r e are a great many 
objects of telescopic interest 
within its borders. 
The dogs belong to Bootes 
(the Herdsman or Bear Driver) 
and are restrained by a leash 
as they chase the Great Bear 
around the pole star. The north­ 
ern dog is named Asterion and 
the other is Chara. 
To locate the Hunting Dogs, 
face southward at 9 p.m. and 
look at the region of sky that is 
almost exactly overhead. 
The constellation does have 
one fairly bright second-magni­ 
tude star, Cor Caroli (the Heart 
of Charles. It was named for 
Charles II of England at a time 
when it was the fashion to cur­ 
ry favor with royalty by nam­ 
ing a star or planet for them. 
Herschel, you may remember, 
tried to name the p 1 a n e t he 
discovered, Uranus, for George 


III of England, without success. 
There is a star cluster (M-3) 
in this constellation which you 
might see as a faint hazy spot, 
but only if conditions are ideal 
and you have good eyesight. It 
is made up of thousands of suns 
and is known as the Whirlpool 
Nebula. It is more than 60 light- 
years across.

STARS ABOVE 
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Hunting Dogs 
Are Interesting 


By SHERMAN WALICER 
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The Hunting Dogs make up a 
constellation that is also dim 
and rather difficult to trace out, 
but t h e r e are a great many 
objects of telescopic interest 
within its borders. 
The dogs belong to Bootes 
(the Herdsman or Bear Driver) 
and are restrained by a leash 
as they chase the Great Bear 
around the pole star. The north­ 
ern dog is named Asterion and 
the other is Chart. 
To locate the Hunting Dogs, 
face southward at 9 p.m. and 
look at the region of sky that is 
almost exactly overhead. 
The constellation does have 
one fairly bright second-magni­ 
tude star, Cor Caroli (the Heart 
of Charles. It was named for 
Charles II of England at a time 
when it was the fashion to cur­ 
ry favor with royalty by nam­ 
ing a star or planet for them. 
Herschel, you may remember, 
tried to name the p l a n e t he 
discovered, Uranus, for George 


III of England, without success. 
There is a star cluster (M-3) 
in this constellation which you 
might see as a faint hazy spot, 
but only if conditions are ideal 
and you have good eyesight. It 
is made up of thousands of suns 
and is known as the Whirlpool 
Nebula. It is more than 60 light- 
years across.

“The legislature has looked 
into the operations of this board 
on at least three occasions and 
has found it to be moving along 
acceptable lines in its determin­ 
ation of assessments,” Reilly 
said. 
At a meeting Monday, the 
four-member board voted to set 
the assessment at 29 per cent 
of full value. The level in 1970 
was 31 per cent.

ernments. 
In other business Tuesday, 
supervisors rezoned a 309-acre 
parcel near Lichau Road in Co- 
tati from unclassified to rural 
residential for a subdivision of 
1.25-acre lots. County Planning 
Director George Kovatch un­ 
successfully urged, that the ap­ 
proval. be accompanied by a 
requirement for a development 
plan. 


Councilmen generally agreed, 
but took no step last night ei­ 
ther to set a figure or embark 
on a study to determine what 
that figure might 'be.

But the i m p a c t on the 
community is affected by other 
factors: access to the property, 
slope of the land, amount of 
open space in the development 
and, most important, the size of 
units and number of bedrooms. 
“I have a lot of reservations 
about this proposal,” Rosenthal 
admitted. “It needs some work, 
but the planning commission 
wanted approval in principle 
before it puts the idea into an 
ordinance.” 
The basic appeal of the new 
system, Rosenthal said, is that 
it spells out variables — access, 
open space and such — and 
thus eliminates ‘ ‘horsetrading, * * 
wherein the city and developers 
trade density increases for open 
space and other amenities. 
Councilmen told the planners 
to submit more data on how the 
new system would work — in­ 
cluding specific figures on the 
relative weight of different­ 
sized units — and return to the 
council. 
Mayor George E. Wickham 
said the council 'will take anoth­ 
er look at 'the matter when it 
has the additional data, in 
about a month.

City Engineer Roy H. Hoff­ 
man was ordered to call for 
bids on a major remodeling of 
the Magnolia Avenue-Doherty 
Drive intersection,, estimated to 
cost $140,000 and give the city 
its first traffic light. 


City Mgr. Kent B. Bathurst 
explained that the work must 
be contracted 'before July 1 or 
the state and federal urban 
thoroughfare funds would be 
lost. He told the council that 
accumulated 
city and 
state 
highway funds plus “a couple 
of months of next year’s gas 
tax funds” should, suffice. He 
admitted 
having 
misgivings 
about cash flow during the con­ 
tract period. 


The council voted a series of 
related actions for the project. 
It approved .$56,000' out-of-court 
condemnation suit settlement 
with C. T. H. Wright for ap­ 
proximately 7,000 square feet of 
property on both sides of Doh­ 
erty Drive at the intersection, 
ordered, the road, work bids to 
include alternates for extending 
new sewer lines from the cor­ 
ner to Henry Hall School, and 
approved hiring a traffic con- 
sidtant for up to $3,500 to design 
the $35,000 set of computerized 
traffic signals for the busy in­ 
tersection. The traffic signals 
on Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
are in county territy, Bathurst 
explained,

Ronald Reagan provided 
no funds for cost-of-living 
salary increases in his 1971-72 
budget proposal submitted to 
the legislature. 
Earl E. Sullaway, secretary- 
treasurer of the union, told 
Coke in a letter that more than 
30,000 state employes are 
“incapable of supporting their 
families at the most minimal 
level, based on Federal Bureau 
of Labor statistics.” 
“If the governor cannot see 
his way clear to recommending 
a cost-of-living increase.,” he 
said, “ then we request that 
some allowance be made for 
survival.” 
Sullaway said such a raise 
“would provide a guarantee 
that thousands of state em­ 
ployes and their families could 
continue to exist.”

U.S. Budget Deficit

George P. Shultz, director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget for the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, predicts the federal def­ 
icit for the business year ending 
June 30 will be more than $19 
billion—a figure that would be 
the second largest since World 
War II. 
In January the administra­ 
tion had projected a $18.6 bil­ 
lion deficit for the current fiscal 
year. The largest red ink year 
since World War II was 1968, 
when the deficit was $25.2 bil­ 
lion.

Wednesday he is disturbed by a 
“very effective coalition of lob­ 
bies against the very idea of 
economic growth.” 


Speaking to a meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute’s 
Division of Production, AUott 
said most of the lobbies are 
composed of private citizens 
with a sincere concern for the 
environment. 


However, he said some of

exhibitionists or pastoral ro­ 
mantics” and that together the 
lobbies “are 
in danger 
of 
turning the fight for a better 
environment into a war against 
the American economy.” 


The senator warned that the 
“enemies of economic growth” . 
have concentrated on energy 
sources because they are basic 
to the American economy. 


He said 
the demand for 
energy is growing constantly, 
“but today you cannot turn a

earth 
for 
the 
construction of a power plant 
without generating five years of 
litigation from various environ­ 
mental groups. 
“In fact, we are so much 
more proficient at generating 
litigation

generating electricity, that in 
five years we will have clogged_ 
courts and brown-outs in every 
section of the nation.”

Women 
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Gap Still Remains 
In The News Field

Progress of women toward 
equality with men in radio and 
television is disappointing ac­ 
cording to Jeanne Toncre of 
Mill Valley, who returned Fri­ 
day from the 20th annual con­ 
vention in Washington, D.C., of 
American Women in Radio and 
Television. 
Mrs. Toncre, who is director 
of women’s community affairs 
for KRON-TV, is the newly 
elected president of the Golden 
Gate Chapter of the organiza­ 
tion. 
■ “ A panel program, ‘Focus on 
Women,’ was the highlight of 
the convention, which attracted 
650 women broadcasters from 
all sections of the Uited States' 
and several foreign countries,” 
Mrs. Toncre said. 


“MODERATOR WAS Betty 
Groebli, broadcaster for NBC in 
Washington, 
D.C. 
Panelists 
were Jo Foxworth, president of 
her own advertising agency and 
past national advertising wom­ 
an of the year; Xandra Kay- 
den, director of development 
for the women’s action pro­ 
gram of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare; 
and 
Marguerite’ Rawalt 
(a 
member of the National Organ­ 
ization for Women), attorney 
and member of the President’s 
Commission on the Status of 
Women, 1961-63 and Citizens 
Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women, 1963-68. 
“ The consensus was that dis­ 
crimination against women is 
widespread in broadcasting. It 
was noted that in the entire 
United States there are less 
than 300 women broadcasters 
on radio and television, with 
Nancy 
Dickerson, 
Barbara 
Walters and Pauline Frederick 
about the only women broad­ 
casters on network TV, in com­ 
parison with men who are all 


over the tubes,” Mrs. Toncre 
said. 
The women said the same 
discrimination was evident be­ 
hind the scenes too, Mrs. Ton­ 
cre said. 
All agreed that there should 
be equal pay for equal work,” 
she said. “ Some felt that wom­ 
en should do more about im­ 
proving their situation, but the 
q u e s t i o n was how. Many 
thought too aggressive methods 
only arouse antagonism.” 
ESPECIALLY 
FRUSTRAT­ 
ING, Jeanne said, was the lack 
of sympathy for women’s posi­ 
tion, revealed in a panel com­ 
posed of prominent men in the 
broadcasting field. 
“ Typical of the way they 
skirted the issues,” she said, 
“ was the attitude of Vincent 
Wasilewski, president of the 
National Association of Broad­ 
casters, who said, ‘I am fond of 
women — I have a wife and 
four daughters — and a woman 
attorney on my staff.’ 
“ The men said little more 
than that ‘the ladies have come 
a long w a y . ’ They acted as 
though they were r u n n i n g 
scared,” she commented. 
Jeanne said the only sympa­ 
thy for the women’s position 
came from a man from another 
country, John Akar, who until 
last week was the ambassador 
from Sierra Leone to the United 
States. He was moderator and 
keynote speaker for the men’s 
panel on “ Future Trends in 
Communications.” 
Mrs. Toncre said the general 
feeling at the end of the conven­ 
tion was that, though women in 
broadcasting 
have 
accom­ 
plished much, they are still 
way down at the bottom of the 
list in making progress toward 
equal rights and opportunities. 
The women were received by 
Mrs. Richard M. Nixon. 


Kitchen 
Safety Rules 
For Children 


How can you make the kitch­ 
en safer for your children? 
Your children probably know 
a lot about kitchen safety — but 
don’t take their knowledge for 
granted. 
Children forget easily, and 
they like to experiment and 
play. If by chance they haven’t 
completely understood about 
kitchen safety, you may not 
know it until it’s too late. 
So, help your children re­ 
member these safety rules and 
help them practice. 


TEACH THEM that a range 
and oven aren’t playthings — 
that top burners get very hot 
and can burn fingers. 
Tell them that the range and 
oven control knobs are not to be 
played with. 
Keep m a t c h e s out of the 
reach of children. 
Remember that kids today 
see knives used in movies and 
on tv — so be sure that your 
kitchen knives are safely out of 
the reach of playful youngsters. 
It might be wise to let the kids 
feel the edge and point of a 
knife while you hold their hands 
— so they can understand that 
it is sharp and you can hurt 
someone. 


IF YOU have any large kitch­ 
en appliances (such as an emp­ 
ty refrigerator, or a freezer or 
even a large oven) don’t ever 
let your children play inside 
them. All too often children ac­ 
cidently lock themselves inside 
their “ special hideout.”

The Test 
Learning

To g i v e a home to a boy 
whose parents temporarily can­ 
not provide one for him and to 
fill-in her own family, Mrs. 
Warren Pollock of Mill Valley 
applied six years ago for her 
“ License to Conduct a Boarding 
Home for Children.” 
“ Doesn’t that sound like Oliv­ 
er Twist?” laughs Shirley as 
she takes a moment’s rest in 
her Scott Valley home, which 
has an organ, a guitar, two cats 
with kittens, a dog bought for 
her foster sons and a gentle 
horse visiting in the backyard. 
The 
Pollocks 
made 
their 
house a foster home to provide 
their daughter, Betsy, with a 
brother and because, “ God 
knows there is a need for it.” 
When it looked like Betsy would 
be an only child, the Pollocks 
went to the Departemnt of Pub­ 
lic Social Services for a foster 
son. It was not a shortcut to 
adoption, since foster children 
are temporary. The agency’s 
aim is to reunite families, she 
says, adding that age and cir­ 
cumstances prevented the Pol­ 
locks from c o n s i d e r i n g 
adoption. 
“ THERE ARE all sorts of 
reasons you get these kids. A 
parent might be institutional­ 
ized. The mother might be in 
the hosDital. Or the child might 
have parents who delight in 
beating kids. Then the courts 
get involved until the trouble is 
ironed out,” says Shirley. 
For the first month with a 
new foster son, Shirley is very 
careful and tries to be profes­ 
sional. After that, “It’s fami- 
1 y . ’ ’ When she has some 
problem she can’t cope with, 
Shirley consults the child’s case 
worker. 
“ They’re professionals. There 
is help. You are not left floun­ 
dering,” she says. 
Shirley has experienced noth­ 
ing but friendliness and cooper­ 
ation from her f o s t e r son’s 
parents. The boys would often 
visit their parents on weekends. 
If his mother were in the hospi­ 
tal, Shirley would think it was 
quite natural for his father to 
come to her home to put the 
boy to bed every night. But she 
wouldn’t want a parent sitting 
at her kitchen table all day, 
says Shirley, adding that “from 
what I ’ve heard, sometimes it 
is the parents who are the prob­ 
lems.” 
“ IT MAKES YOU feel good 
to hear from the boy later,” 
says the foster mother. She has 
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BETSY (left) and her mother, Mrs. Warren 
Pollock, gives pointers on riding to the boy 
who has filled-in their family to become 
Betsy’s foster brother.

received phone calls and cards 
from her first foster son who 
lived with the Pollocks for 14 
months: 
“ Hi! Remember me? How 
are things?” 
The voice of that boy, who is 
“ doing fine now,” brought back 
to Shirley the scene six years 
ago when a resentful, argumen­ 
tative and rude eight-year-old 
arrived with his few things in a 
box. He was upset because his 
homelife was upset, explains 
the foster mother. He adjusted 
after a tough summer. It took 
him awhile to get used to Shir­ 
ley and her discipline, which 
was not what he was used to 
before. 
“ He would slam every door 
in the house when I sent him to 
his room,” she remembers. 


SINCE THEN Shirley feels 
she has 1 e a r n e d a lot more 
about children and mentally 
apologizes to him for cutting his 
Beatle haircut and putting him 
to bed at 7:30 p.m. 


Her husband Warren, an ar­ 
chitect, adds, 


“After a month and a half he 
settled in then he was part of 
the family. At first he called us 
‘Mr. and Mrs.,’ but soon it was 
‘Mom and Dad.’ He knew he 
belonged and was part of the 
scheme. We treated him exact­ 
ly the same as we treat Betsy.” 
Betsy, five years old when 
her first foster brother arrived, 
inquired why his own parents 
didn’t take care of him. Her 
mother explained that, for the 
time being, his parents could 


not take care of him so they 
were. 
The t i n y girl told this at 
school until the boy pleaded 
with his foster mother. 
“ Can’t you make her be qui­ 
et!” 
Shirley heartily agreed and 
said that family problems are 
nobody’s business. 
HER PARENTS feel that, ex­ 
cept for normal sibling rival­ 
ries, Betsy has accepted her 
foster brothers very well, possi­ 
bly because the first foster 
brother arrived when she was 
so young. It isn’t always easy 
for Betsy and sometimes she 
complains : 
“ Why do I have to have such 
a dumb brother?” (But she has 
always said “ brother.”) 
A foster child receives a mod­ 


est food and clothing allowance 
and his medical and dental bills 
are paid by Medi-Cal. 
“ But if you think people get 
into it for the money, forget it,” 
says Warren Pollock. 
The Foster Parents Associa­ 
tion exchanges clothing for 
growing foster children. It was 
organized so foster parents 
could help one another and 
could act as a lobbying group 
about their problems. 
ONE GRIEVANCE, Shirley 
says, is that it is unreasonable 
to expect a private home to 
have the same fire prevention 
facilities as a large institution. 
After their first foster son left 
them, Shirley and Warren rest­ 
ed for three mont hs before

Safety Rules 
For Children 
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Gap Still Remains 
In The News Field

Progress of women., toward 
equality with men in radio and 
television is disappointing ac­ 
cording to Jeanne Toncre of 
Mill Valley, who returned Fri­ 
day from the 20th annual con­ 
vention in Washington, D.C., of 
American Women in Radio and 
Television. 
Mrs. Toncre, who is director 
of women’s community affairs 
for KRON-TV, is the newly 
elected president of the Golden 
Gate Chapter of the organiza­ 
tion. 
’ “-A panel program, ‘Focus on 
Women/ was the highlight of 
the convention, which attracted 
650 women broadcasters from 
all sections of the Uited States 
and several foreign countries,” 
Mrs. Toncre said. 


“MODERATOR WAS Betty 
Groebli, broadcaster for NBC in 
Washington, 
D.C. 
Panelists 
were Jo Fox worth, president of 
her own advertising agency and 
past national advertising wom­ 
an of the year; Xandra Kay- 
deo, director of development 
for the women’s action pro­ 
gram of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare; 
and 
Marguerite 
Rawalt 
(a 
member of the National Organ­ 
ization for Women), attorney 
and member of the President’s 
Commission on the Status of 
Women, 1961-63 and Citizens 
Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women, 1963-68. 
“The consensus was that dis­ 
crimination against women is 
widespread in broadcasting. It 
was noted that in the entire 
United States there are less 
than 300 women broadcasters 
on radio and television, with 
Nancy 
Dickerson, 
Barbara 
Walters and Pauline Frederick 
about the only women broad­ 
casters on network TV, in com­ 
parison with men who are all 


over the tubes,” Mrs. Toncre 
said. 
The w o m e n said the same 
discrimination was evident be­ 
hind the scenes too, Mrs. Ton­ 
cre said. 
All agreed that there should 
be equal pay for equal work,” 
she said. “Some felt that wom­ 
en should do more about im­ 
proving their situation, but the 
q u e s t i o n was how. Many 
thought too aggressive methods 
only arouse antagonism.” 
ESPECIALLY 
FRUSTRAT­ 
ING, Jeanne said, was the lack 
of sympathy for women’s posi­ 
tion, revealed in a panel com­ 
posed of prominent men in the 
broadcasting field. 
“Typical of the way they 
skirted the issues,” she said, 
“was the attitude of Vincent 
Wasilewski, president of the 
National Association of Broad­ 
casters, who said, ‘I am fond of 
women — I have a wife and 
four daughters — and a woman 
attorney on my staff/ 
“The men said little more 
than that ‘the ladies have come 
a long w a y . ’ They acted as 
though they were r u n n i n g 
scared,” she commented. 
Jeanne said the only sympa­ 
thy for the women’s position 
came from a man from another 
country, John Akar, who until 
last week was the ambassador 
from Sierra Leone to the United 
States. He was moderator and 
keynote speaker for the men’s 
panel on “Future Trends in 
Communications.” 
Mrs, Toncre said the general 
feeling at the end of the conven­ 
tion was that, though women in 
broadcasting 
have 
accom­ 
plished much, they are still 
way down at the bottom of the 
list in making progress toward 
equal rights and opportunities. 
The women were received by 
Mrs. Richard M. Nixon. 


How can you make the kitch­ 
en safer for your children? 
Your children probably know 
a lot about kitchen safety — but 
don’t take their knowledge for 
granted. 
Children forget easily, and 
they like to experiment and 
play. If by chance they haven’t 
completely understood 
about 
kitchen safety, you may not 
know it until it’s too late. 
So, help your children re­ 
member these safety rules and 
help them practice. 
TEACH THEM that a range 
and oven aren’t playthings — 
that top burners get very hot 
and can bum fingers. 
Tell them that the range and 
oven control knobs are not to be 
played with. 
Keep m a t c h e s out of the 
reach of children. 
Remember that kids today 
see knives used in movies and 
on TV — so be sure that your 
kitchen knives are safely out of 
the reach of playful youngsters. 
It might be wise to let the kids 
feel the edge and point of a 
knife while you hold their hands 
— so they can understand that 
it is sharp and you can hurt 
someone. 


IF YOU have any large kitch­ 
en appliances (such as an emp­ 
ty refrigerator, or a freezer or 
even a large oven) don’t ever 
let your children play inside 
them. All too often children ac­ 
cidently lock themselves inside 
their “special hideout.”

To g i v e a home to a boy 
whose parents temporarily can­ 
not provide one for him and to 
fill-in her own family, Mrs. 
Warren Pollock of Mill Valley 
applied six years ago for her 
“License to Conduct a Boarding 
Home for Children.” 
“Doesn’t that sound like Oliv­ 
er Twist?” laughs Shirley as 
she takes a moment’s rest in 
her Scott Valley home, which 
has an organ, a guitar, two cats 
with kittens, a dog bought for 
her foster sons and a gentle 
horse visiting in the backyard. 
The 
Pollocks made 
their 
house a foster home to provide 
their daughter, Betsy, with a 
brother and because, 
“God 
knows 'there is a need for it.” 
When it looked like Betsy would 
be an only child, the Pollocks 
went to the Departemnt of Pub­ 
lic Social Services for a foster 
son. It was not a shortcut to 
adoption, since foster children 
are temporary. 'The agency’s 
aim is to reunite families, she 
says, adding that age and cir­ 
cumstances prevented the Pol­ 
locks from c o n s i d e r i n g 
adoption. 
“THERE ARE all sorts of 
reasons you get these kids. A 
parent might be institutional­ 
ized. The mother might be in 
the hospital. Or the child might 
have parents who delight in 
beating kids. Then the courts 
get involved until the trouble is 
ironed out,” says Shirley. 
For the first month with a 
new foster son, Shirley is very 
careful and tries to be profes­ 
sional. After that, “It’s fami- 
1 y . ’ ’ When she has some 
problem she can’t cope with, 
Shirley consults the child’s case 
worker. 
“They’re professionals. There 
is help. You are not left floun­ 
dering,” she says. 
Shirley has experienced noth­ 
ing but friendliness and cooper­ 
ation from her f o s t e r son’s 
parents. The boys would often 
visit their parents on weekends. 
If his mother were in the hospi­ 
tal, Shirley would think it was 
quite natural for his father to 
come to her home to put the 
boy to bed every night. But she 
wouldn’t want a parent sitting 
at her kitchen table all day, 
says Shirley, adding that “from 
what I’ve heard, sometimes it 
is the parents who are the prob­ 
lems.” 
“IT MAKES YOU feel good 
to hear from the boy later,” 
says the foster mother. She has

“If you can love them 
while they’re with you 
and then let them go, 
that’s a good attitude,” 
says foster mother Shir­ 
ley Pollock, who has 
welcomed three home­ 
less boys into her fami­ 
ly, knowing that they 
would leave her. 


received phone calls and cards 
from her first foster son who 
lived with the Pollocks for 14 
months: 
“Hi! Remember me? How 
are things?” 
The voice of that boy, who is 
“doing fine now,” brought back 
to Shirley the scene six years 
ago when a resentful, argumen­ 
tative and rude eight-year-old 
arrived with his few things in a 
box. He was upset because his 
homelife was upset, explains 
the foster mother. He adjusted 
after a tough summer. It took 
him awhile to get used to Shir­ 
ley and her discipline, which 
was not what he was used to 
before. 
“He would slam every door 
in the house when I sent him to 
his room,” she remembers. 


SINCE THEN Shirley feels 
she has I e a r n e d a lot more 
about children and mentally 
apologizes to him for cutting his 
Beatle haircut and putting him 
to bed at 7:30 p.m. 


Her husband Warren, an ar­ 
chitect, adds, 


“After a month and a half he 
settled in then he was part of 
the family. At first he called us 
‘Mr. and Mrs./ but soon it was 
‘Mom and Dad.’ He knew he 
belonged and was part of the 
scheme. We treated him exact­ 
ly the same as we treat Betsy.” 
Betsy, five years old when 
her first foster brother arrived, 
inquired why his own parents 
didn’t take care of him. Her 
mother explained that, for the 
time being, his parents could 


not take care of him so they 
were. 
The t i n y girl told this at 
school until the boy pleaded 
with his foster mother. 
“Can’t you make her be qui­ 
et!” 
Shirley heartily agreed and 
said that family problems are 
nobody’s business. 
HER PARENTS feel that, ex­ 
cept for normal sibling rival­ 
ries, Betsy has accepted her 
foster brothers very well, possi­ 
bly because the first foster 
brother arrived when she was 
so young. It isn’t always easy 
for Betsy and sometimes she 
complains: 
“Why do I have to have such 
a dumb brother?” (But she has 
always said “brother.”) 
A foster child receives a mod­ 


est food and clothing allowance 
and his medical and dental bills 
are paid by Medi-Cal. 
“But if you think people get 
into it for the money, forget it,” 
says Warren Pollock. 
The Foster Parents Associa­ 
tion exchanges clothing for 
growing foster children. It was 
organized so foster parents 
could help one another and 
could act as a lobbying group 
about their problems. 
ONE GRIEVANCE, Shirley 
says, is that it is unreasonable 
to expect a private home to 
have the same fire prevention 
facilities as a large institution. 
After their first foster son left 
them, Shirley and Warren rest­ 
ed for three m o n t h s before

“breaking in a new colt.” 
are listed with the agency as 
wanting a boy younger than 
Betsy because, as Shirley says, 
she is not expert, only a harried 
mother who is not ready to cope 
with a teen-ager’s problems. 
When the agency suggested 
they take in a first grade boy 
the same age as Betsy, Wanren 
wanted to meet the boy first. A 
“freckled, blue-eyed doll” came 
with his father for the introduc­ 
tion, carrying his Halloween 
costume. The boy asked if he 
could stay and the Pollocks told 
him they would let him know on 
Monday. As the car turned 
around in front of their house, 
the Pollocks said to each other: 
"Why wait until Monday?” 
Betsy took her new twin by 
the hand to school to show him 
off. Her mother says that this 
second foster son was not re­ 
sentful. He was from a large, 
close family and he knew they 
would be reunited soon. Also, 
his father, a widower, would 
gather all his children from 
their foster homes and take 
them out on Sundays. 
“A man gets in a bind and 
goes looking for help,” says 
Shirley sympathetically. 
He was their foster son for 16 
months. The Pollocks have re­ 
cently received a letter from 
him and Betsy urges her moth­ 
er to hurry up and write back. 
SHIRLEY FEELS more re­ 
laxed with her third foster son 
who has lived with them for 
two years, since he was four 
years old. Coming home from 
kindergarten, he stops briefly 
in the house to lisp, 
“Mommie, will you go to the 
open house at school tonight?” 
And then he is off to climb a 
tree. 
This one will be hard to let 
go, Shirley says. 
These foster sons have filled- 
in her family and re-created the 
atmosphere Shirley knew as 
one of three children in Glen­ 
coe, HI. 
"One Christmas we had all 
ages of relatives-who-were-not- 
strangers, from a great-great 
grandmother of 93 to a year-old 
baby. Later I came out here 
where I didn’t know anybody,” 
says Shirley. 
She attended New Trier High 
School in Winnetka, 111. She re­ 
ceived her bachelor’s degree in 
modern languages at Grinnell 
College in Iowa. On a tour of 
Europe, Shirley visited Luxem- 
bourgers who had billeted her 
father during the First World 
War and Viennese who had re­ 
ceived Care packages from her 
grandmother. 
RETURNING HOME, she be­ 
came a budget analyst and, in 
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1951, arrived in San Francisco 
on a Greyhound bus. Here she 
met Warren, an architect from 
Seattle, at night school, and 
they were married in 1954. Bet­ 
sy was born in 1960.

Board refuses to rescind its 
April decision, then it should 
reduce the territory to be ex­ 
cluded, the directors unani­ 
mously declared. 
They also urged that the state 
board review the effect of any 
exclusion of territory after six 
months. 
The state board is to take 
final action on the p r e c i s e 
boundaries of the excluded ter­ 
ritory at its May 19 meeting in 
Eureka. 
Sonoma, Solano and Napa 
counties were annexed to the 
district by the 1970' Legislature, 
effective this coming July 1. 
The 1970 law, however, allowed 
the counties to seek exclusion of 
territory’ 
from 
the 
district, 
which two of them promptly 
did. 
Sonoma supervisors won ten­ 
tative approval from the state 
board of a dividing line gener- 


St. Helena. It would put 047 
square miles in the district, and 
exclude 932 square miles, ac­ 
cording to county figures. 
Such a line also would ex­ 
clude the county’s major lum­ 
ber mills from the Bay Area 
district’s jurisdiction, a point 
that bothered Santa Rosa May­ 
or Gerald M. PooMMvkk “I’m 
not convinced there are two 
s e p a r a t e air basins in the 
county,” he told the board. 
He said that his city council 
had not opposed the county’s 
plea to the state board because 
the council was certain the plea 
would be re jected . 
The district’s chief adminis­ 
trative officer, D. J. Callaghan, 
said that there was no effective 
air pollution control in either 
Yolo or Mendocino counties, ad­ 
jacent to the territory- to be 
excluded from the Bay Area 
district. The result was that 
there would be virtually no air 
pollution control over those por­ 
tions of Sonoma and Solano, 
Callaghan said. 
The Bay Area district has 
argued that air contaminants 
emitted anywhere in the nine- 
county region .affect .air quality 
in other parts of the region.

How A Broken Violin String 


Sparked A Memorable Evening 


By JAMES E. WILLIAMS 
SAN FRANCISCO - A fired 
up Seiji Ozawa, a broken violin 
string, a magnetic guest artist 
plus the towering works of Pa­ 
ganini and Beethoven made last 
night’s San Francisco Sympho­ 
ny Orchestra concert in the Op­ 
era House a memorable one. 
M a e s t r o Ozawa’s creed 
seemed to be “ rim, not walk” 
as he zipped in out of the or­ 
chestra shell to take bows, con­ 
gratulate the orchestra, shake a 
hand or single out an individual 
player. 
From whatever drives the 
tiny conductor, the orchestra 
-seemed to catch fire. Its per­ 
sonnel were in rare form, pro- 
d u c i n g some of the most 
beautiful sounds of the season, 
which is rapidly drawing to a 
close. 
But taken in order, the case 
of the b r o k e n violin string 
seemed to make the concert one 
of those “ togetherness* things 
with the full house rooting for 
its field boss, team and guest. 
It’s a good feeling and pinpoints 
the sheer enjoyment produced 
in these past 21 weeks by Oza­ 
wa. 
It all happened so quickly — 
tne broken violen string, that is 
— the audience gasped, the 
young guest violinist Itzhak 
Perlman turned quickly from 
his chair on a raised platform 
to concert-master Stuart Canin 
for his fiddle, who is turn hand­ 
ed the wounded instrument to 
an associate in back, who im­ 
mediately gave up his instru­ 
ment to the concertmaster and 
then 
began repairs, 
pulling 
from his j a c k e t a case with 
strings. 
The musical chairs business 
broke the tension, Perlman let 
out a laugh, Ozawa stopped the 
orchestra, the guest picked up 
the fast pace of the Violin Con­ 
certo in E Flat (D) Major, Opus 
6 by Paganini to finish the first 
movement — the allegro maes­ 
toso — in complete, unshaken 
virtuosity. 
The audience then broke into 
appreciative applause, the vio­ 
lins were reshuffled and Perl­ 
man, who debuted with the 
symphony two seasons ago, 
went on to conquer the difficult 
work which is one of the real 
showpieces for violin. 
Perlman’s understanding of 


his instrument, at the youthful 
age of 25, is amazing. His tones 
were crystal clear, even in the 
two-string passages. It was an­ 
other one of those complete un­ 
derstandings 
of 
the 
score 
between guest and 
maestro 
which has been evidenced so 
frequently this season. 
Following the final notes, the 
audience leaped to its feet to 
give Perlman, crippled since a 
youngster by polio and shackled 
by braces and crutches, a rare 
and warm ovation. 
What Ozawa captured in the 
Paganini — a full bodied but 
relaxed sound — continued to 
build in the mighty Symphony 
No. 3 in E Flat Major, Opus 55 
— the Eroica — by Beethoven. 
The maestro obtained glowing 
passages from the horns, exqui­ 
site shadings from the violins, 
plus the usual fine work from 
the reeds. The reading was 
“ big league” all the way and 
once again signaled the orches- 


tra’s coming of age again for 
recording sessions. 
The 
evening opened 
with 
Gluck’s Overture to “ Iphigenia 
in Aulis” which is full of lush 
melodies, especially in the low­ 
er strings. Ozawa seemed to let 
the orchestra flow into the 
beautifully 
constructed 
pas­ 
sages. 
Following the Gluck, Ozawa 
presented the string section in 
Wallingford Riegger’s “ Study 
in Sonority, Opus 7.” The work 
is telegraphic with the melody 
launched by the first chair and 
then 
transferred 
to 
other 
chairs. While atonal in nature, 
it has a sensuous feel and is 
wonderfully expressive of early 
20th Century compositions.

MUSIC REVIEW 
How A Broken Violin String 
Sparked A Memorable Evening 
By JAMES E. WILLIAMS 
SAN FRANCISCO - A fired 
up Seiji Ozawa, a broken violin 
string, a "magnetic guest artist 
plus the towering works of Pa­ 
ganini and Beethoven made last 
night’s San Francisco Sympho­ 
ny Orchestra concert in the Op­ 
era House a memorable one. 
M a e s t r o Ozawa’s creed 
seemed to be “mil, not walk** 
as he zipped in, out of the or­ 
chestra shell to take tows, con­ 
gratulate the orchestra, shake a 
hand or single out an individual 
player. 
From, whatever drives the 
tiny conductor,, the orchestra 
-seemed to catch fire. Its per­ 
sonnel. were in rare form,, pro- 
d, u c i n g some of the most 
beautiful sounds of the season, 
'which, is rapidly drawing to a 
close. 
But; taken, in, order, the case 
of the broken, violin string 
seemed to make the concert one 
of those '“"togetherness’ things 
with the full house rooting for 
its field boss, team. and. guest. 
It’s a good feeing and pinpoints 
the sheer enjoyment produced 
in these past .2:1 weeks by Oza­ 
wa.It all happened so quickly — 
toe broken, violen siring, that is 
— the audience gasped, the 
young guest violinist Itzhak 
Perlman turned, quickly from 
his chair on a raised platform 
to concert-master Stuart, Canin 
for his fiddle, who is turn, hand­ 
ed the wounded, inst.ram.ent to 
an, associate in back,, who im­ 
mediately gave up his instru­ 
ment to the coneertmaster and. 
then began repairs, pulling 
from his j a c k e t a case with 
strings. 
The musical chairs business 
broke the tension, Perlman let 
out a, laugh, Ozawa stopped, the 
orchestra, the guest, picked up 
the fast pace of the Violin Con­ 
certo in E Flat CD) Major, Opus 
6 by Paganini to finish the first 
movement — the allegro maes­ 
toso — in complete, unshaken 
virtuosity. 
'The audience then, broke into 
appreciative applause, the vio­ 
lins were reshuffled and Perl­ 
man, who debuted with the 
symphony two seasons ago, 
went, on to conquer 'the difficult 
work which is one of the real 
showpieces for violin,. 
Perlman’s 'understanding of 


his instrument, at the youthful 
age of .25, is amazing. His tones 
were crystal dear, even in the 
two-string passages. It was an­ 
other one of those complete un­ 
derstandings of the score 
'between guest and maestro 
which has been evidenced so 
frequently this season....... 
Following the final notes, 'the 
audience leaped to its feet to 
give Perlman, crippled, since a 
youngster by polio and. shackled 
by braces and cratches, a rare 
and warm, ovation. 
What. Ozawa captured In, the 
Paganini, — a ful bodied but 
relaxed, sound — continued, to 
build in the 'mighty Symphony 
No. 3 in E Flat Major, Opus .55 
— the Erotica — by 'Beethoven... 
The maestro obtained glowing 
passages from the horns, exqui­ 
site shadings from the violins., 
plus the usual fine work from, 
the reeds. The reading was 
“'big league** all the way and 
once again signaled the orches­ 


tra’s coming of age again for 
recording sessions. 
The evening opened with 
Gluck’s Overture to “Iphigema 
in Aulis” which is ful, of lush 
melodies, especially in. 'the low­ 
er strings. Ozawa, seemed to let 
the orchestra flow into the 
beautifully constructed pas­ 
sages. 
Following toe Gluck, Ozawa 
presented, the string section, in 
'Wallingford Megger’s '“Study 
in Sonority, Opus 7.** 'The work 
is telegraphic with the melody 
launched by the first chair and 
then, transferred, to other 
chairs. While atonal in nature, 
it has a. sensuous feel, and is 
wonderfully expressive of early 
20th Century compositions.

Allende Gaining 
Support In Chile

Marxist President Salvador Al- 
1 e n d e , who took office six 
months ago pledging to “start 
Chile down the road to social­ 
ism /1 has done just that— and 
increased his popular following 
considerably in the bargain. 
S o c i a l i s t 
Allende, 
62, 
squeaked to victory last Nov. 3 
in the three-way presidential 
election with a 1.4 per cent 
plurality and only 36 per cent of 
the popular vote. He headed a 
coalition of his own socialists, 
the communists, the radicals 
and three small non-Marxist 
parties. 
In April’s municipal elections 
these forces won 48 per cent of 
the popular vote (50 per cent 
with a little government fudg­ 
ing of the official results to 
eliminate 
independents 
and 
blank ballots). Allende’s Social­ 
ist party vaulted into second 
place with 22 per cent of the 
votes, 
behind the 
reformist 
Christian Democrats (25 per 
cent) passing the hemisphere’s 
oldest Communist party for trie 
first time. 
Despite a great outlay of ef­ 
fort and money the Communists 
moved up only one per cent to 
17. The rightist National Party 
got 18 per cent, a decline of 
f o u r per cent from the 1969 
parliamentary elections. The 
extreme left, but non-Marxist," 
Radical party which gave Al­ 
lende 
his 
narrow 
election, 
plunged to eight per cent. 
Allende’s popular support in­ 
creased, 
his 
opposition 
re­ 
mained apparently hopelessly 
divided between rightists and 
Christian 
Democrats 
—the 
same division of non-Marxist. 
forces which gave him the pres­ 
idency by default. 
Allende listed four 
major 
goals for his “road to social­ 
ism” government: nationaliza­ 
tion of foreign commerce and 
internal distribution; nationali­ 
zation of banks and credits; 
and completion of the agrarian 
reform with expropriation of 
every farm in Chile over 250 
acres. 
* He has made great strides in 
all but the agrarian sector 
where illegal seizures of farms 
by leftist extremist have divert- 
• ed the government effort. 
Some Communists and So- 
ciaplists have participated in 
‘the squatter movements, but 
those 
government 
parties 
quickly quelled this extracurri­ 
cular activity, and Allende fi­ 
nally warned publicly in his 
May Day speech that the sei­ 
zures must cease “because they 
threaten the agrarian reform 
with chaos. ” 
On the positive side of the 
ledger for Allende was assur­ 
ance that his copper nationali­ 
zation bill will be enacted into 
law, probably this month, with 
Christian Democrat 
support. 
Indemnization for the Kenne- 
cott, Anaconda, and Cerro Cor- 
portation installations would be 
at initial investment, less de­ 
preciation and amortizations to 
be paid in 30 annual install­ 
ments at 3 per cent annual in­ 
terest. 
Copper produces 80 per cent 
of Chile’s foreign 
exchange 
earnings, and nationalization is 
so popular that the rightist Na­ 
tional Party has not even op­ 
posed the. measure except to 


predict dire marketing consequ­ 
ence. 


Allende has had mixed suc­ 
cess so far in achieving his goal 
of state control of banks and 
credits. Under the threat of na­ 
tionalization 
legislation 
— 
which has never been presented 
-th e government has bought, 
at premium prices, the control­ 
ling shares of nine of Chile’s 22 
private commercial banks. 
The effort continues. 
Allende put further pressure 
on the hold-out banks last week, 
restricting 
foreign 
exchange 
transactions to seven of the 
state banks. This deprives the 
private banks of a traditional 
source of commission inome. 


The Socialist president vir­ 
tually achieved his objective of 
a state monopoly on imports 
last week by applying 10,000 
per cent deposit requirements, 
on virtually all imports. 


In foreign affairs, Allende 
has established relations with 
Cuba, Red C h i n a , and East 
Germany, and has announced 
he will do so with North Korea 
and North Vietnam. Cuban Pre­ 
mier Fidel Castro has promised 
to visit Chile, which is trading 
beans, garlic and onions for Cu­ 
ban sugar. 


Relations with the United 
States have been cold but cor­ 
rect 


Measures 
which have in­ 
creased 
Allende’s 
popularity 
with Chile’s proletariat majori­ 
ty have included: 


—Effective attempts to deliv­ 
er a free half-liter measure of 
powdered milk to each child 
daily; a reduction of 10 per cent 
in the price of men’s clothing; 
annullment of an electricity 
rate increase conceded by the 
past administrations; dissolu­ 
tion of the riot p o l i c e squad 
which used to break up strikers 
and demonstrating students; 
priority for the popular neigh­ 
borhoods in construction of the 
projected metropolitan subway;, 
a minimum wage for domestic 
servants. 


Allende’s bnly major legisla­ 
tive setback was the govern­ 
ment withdrawal in face of 
certain defeat of the projected 
“Popular Tribunals” a project 
aimed at creating neighborhood 
courts to try “antisocials.”

There are so me p o litician s 
who “carry o n the y o u n g v itali­ 
ty ,” su ch as ex p ressin g co n cern 
fo r en v iro n men t, “a big ban d­ 
wago n that mo st are gettin g o n , 
an d so me are gettin g o ff early 
becau se it’s to o ho t,” he said. 
Briggs 
ex p ressed 
co n cern 
abo u t the middle-aged man , 
with children to su p p o rt, who is 
a ‘ ‘ s l a v e to his jo b,” an d 
d o e s n ’ t hav e a chan ce to 
chan ge his way o f life. 
“So ciety do esn ’t allo w fo r 
chan ge by an in div idu al,” he 
said. The man trap p ed in his 
jo b can ’t risk break in g the 
mo ld if he wan ted to becau se 
“he co u ldn ’t risk n o t feedin g 
his children .” 
Mo re an d mo re y o u n g p eo p le 
“ are in terested in gettin g in a 
lin e o f wo rk they can mo ld to 
their o wn character in stead o f 
mo ldin g their character to the 
jo b, an d they wo u ld lik e to hav e 
a freedo m o f cho ice,” Briggs 
said. 
Befo re then , there are wo r­ 
ries abo u t hav in g en o u gh mo n ­ 
ey to atten d co llege, an d bein g 
accep ted at the co llege o f o n e’s 
cho ice, he said. 
Briggs adv o cated a “sabbati­ 
cal fo r stu den ts,” between high 
scho o l an d the en d o f co llege 
“ju st to get away fro m the do l­ 
dru ms o f classes.” 
Trav elin g an d talk in g to o th­ 
ers du rin g that y ear wo u ld aid 
them in y ears ahead, giv e them 
an o ther 
y ear 
to

life, befo re they were co mmit­ 
ted, he said.

About '200 students turned out 
yesterday for a spontaneous an­ 
tiwar rally at Petaluma High 
School, .although many in the 
crowd were observers and 
some were hecklers. 
Cries of “peace now’’ were 
mixed with “ f i g h t for your 
country” during the 90-minute 
morning rally on the school 
quad. 
Principal Dan Montgomery' 
said it appeared to him most of 
the students were interested 
more in getting out of classes 
than in the rally. The school 
has about 1,500 students, and 
most stayed in class. 
Montgomery said permission 
for the rally was granted to an 
ad hoc committee of antiwar 
students. He said a group which 
supports President Richard II. 
Nixon’s stand on the war has 
been given permission to hold 
its own rally at a future date. 
The principal said that group 
also wishes to pay tribute to 
Indochina veterans, especially 
those who have been wounded.

Novato Student Leader 
Sees 'Confused' Nation

The United States today "is 
more confused than anything 
else,” in the view of an 18-year- 
old student leader from Novato. 
John Briggs, a member of the 
student body council at San Ma­ 
rin High School and of the No­ 
vato 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission, 
cited 
changing 
views toward marriage, work 
and religion. 
But in the long run, he said, 
"I don’t think our generation 
will do anything drastically dif­ 
ferent” than has been done by 
past generations. 
No matter how idealistic peo­ 
ple are when they are young, 
they "always mature to the 
point where they stagnate,” he 
commented. 
There are some politicians 
who "carry on the young vitali­ 
ty,” such as expressing concern 
for environment, “a big band­ 
wagon that most are getting on, 
and some1 are getting off 
because it’s too hot," he said. 
Briggs 
expressed 
concern 
about the middle-aged man, 
with children to support, who is 
a * * s 1 a v e to his job,” and 
d o e s n ’ t have a chance to 
change his way of life. 
"Society doesn’t allow for 
change by an individual,” he 
said. The man trapped in his - 
job can’t risk breaking the 
mold if he wanted to because 
“he couldn’t risk not feeding 
his children.” 
More and more young people 
"are interested in getting in a 
line of work 'they can mold to 
their own character instead of 
molding their character to the 
job, and they would like to have 
a freedom of choice,” Briggs 
said. 
Before then, there are wor­ 
ries about having enough mon­ 
ey to attend college, and being 
accepted at the college of one’s 
choice, he said. 
Briggs advocated a “sabbati­ 
cal for students,” between high 
school and the end of college 
“just to get away from the dol­ 
drums of classes.” 
Traveling and talking to oth­ 
ers during that year would aid 
them, in years ahead, give them 
another 
year 
to 
determine 
which way they are headed in 
life, before they were commit­ 
ted, he said. 


JOHN BRIGGS 
"Maturity equals stagnation” 


Schools teach the three r ’s, 
but “the problem. I see is it 
really doesn’t help you to find 
out where you really want to be 
■pointed to 
, there are so 
many opportunities. 


On marriage, Briggs said 
"more and more young people 
are feeling the marriage license 
really doesn’t constitute m ar­ 
riage . . ... more and more wish 
they could have a loose m ar­ 
riage, but still a great, number 
would rather go through the 
ceremony.” 


Either way, Briggs said, it 
was up to the 'person involved,, 
and he hoped that “society 
won’t pressure them, to con­ 
form.” 


Some young 'people are trying 
a communal living, "a. type of 
living many tried in genera­ 
tions before,” and some leave 
“either dissatisfied or can’t 
take it,” he said. 
Briggs also said there is a 
new approach to religion on. the 
part of .some youths. “Religion 
is really exciting now. It’s ex- 
c i t, i. n g to 'be around, the .kids 
called ‘Jesus Freaks,” but that 
name doesn’t seem to fit. I 
think it’s really a good, 'move­ 
ment.” 
These youths, he believed, 
"are more sincere abut God in 
their own way,” 'than many 
who go to church one day a 
week. 


The idea of ‘ ‘ o n e hour, 
dressed quite well . . . that 
automatically shuts out some 
people right there . . . that’s 
disillusioning for most people,” 
he said. 


Concerning the Vietnam War, 
Briggs commented: 
"Just a 
few years ago I was for the war 
because my brother was in it. 
Now I look upon in as a rotting 
piece of meat hung around our 
neck. I think more and more 
kids are just ignoring the war, 
ignoring that it exists.” 


Instead of the youth concern 
and involvement of the recent 
past, there is now indifference, 
he said. 
Briggs described prejudice as 
a "human reaction” that has 
existed for ages. "It’s a kind of 
d i s e a s e that’s been passed 
down,” he said. "I do believe 
many of the parents have pass­ 
ed down, a great deal of hate; 
more than Mds deserve to re­ 
ceive about Macks..1” 
He said he felt sorry for San 
Marin High School students, 
“mostly middle class Mds” who 
lack interracial experience, be­ 
cause there are few black stu­ 
dents there. 
“They faintly realize poverty, 
but of course, what can a group 
of students do?”1 he asked. 
On drugs, .Briggs said, they 
are "definitely in. use. No mat­ 
ter where you go, you’ll find 
them.” Those who think they 
will enrich themselves by drug 
use “are fooling themselves,” 
he said. 
B r i, g g s felt 'the "hair and 
dress.” debate' is now a. "dead, 
issue, with people finally letting 
them go their own way. It’s the 
kids’,s mind that’s important.” 
As for the future, he believed 
"there are a lot more fields 
open for people to travel along, 
different things to get involved 
in.” 
He hoped that “the govern­ 
ment could be a 1 i 111 e more 
concerned about this country 
and our welfare than, someone 
else’s, but I’d. hate to see isola­ 
tionism.” The government, he 
said, unfortunately “is trying to 
make friends at 'the expense of 
the p e o p 1 e of the United 
States.” 
Briggs, also felt that “ corrup­ 
tion in government needs look­ 
ing into.”

A challenge of Judge Lindsay 
for cause, in. which Miss Davis 
claimed he was a racist, was 
denied, but Magee yesterday fi­ 
nally succeeded in getting the 
court to' recognize a perempto­ 
ry challenge which he made 
first on, his own... 
The question now is whether 
San, Quentin inmate Magee still 
had his one peremptory chal­ 
lenge left or whether he used it 
against Marin Judge E. Warren 
McGuire last December. 
(Magee and Miss Davis are 
charged with murder, kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Aug. 7 shoot-out at 
the Civic Center.) 
Magee has attempted to get 
rid. of every judge assigned, to 
the case, usually on. the same 
grounds he used yesterday. He 
charged. Judge Lindsay 'with 
“driving over my rights' 
be­ 
cause the judge would not halt 
proceedings pending the out­ 


come of petitions for removal of 
his case to federal court. 
(Magee has been denied this 
transfer in the past but, has 
attempted to file new petitions 
which federal judges in San 
Francisco refused to consider. 
Yesterday, Magee told Lind­ 
say he “would spend anything” 
to get 'the judge out of the case 
when Lindsay asked him if he 
wanted, to' use Ms one peremp­ 
tory challenge.. Magee’s court- 
appointed attorney, Ernest L. 
Graves of Los Angeles, at first 
refused to join Magee’s chal­ 
lenge but finally agreed reluc­ 
tantly to do so. Judge Lindsay 
had said he would not recognize 
the challenge unless made by 
Graves. 
Magee .also said that Graves, 
appointed by the judge earlier 
in the day, had been picked by 
Lindsay to keep him from get­ 
ting rid of the judge.

Teen-Agers Put 
To Test With Sample Balloting

Some 200 Terra Linda High 
School seniors were welcomed 
to the ranks of the electorate 
yesterday. 
The 18-year-olds tried out Ma­ 
rin County’s punch-card ballot 
system to vote on three sample 
measures, registered to vote in 
future 
elections 
and 
heard 
speeches by city and county 
officials and spokesmen for 
partisan and nonpartisan polit­ 
ical groups. It was the first 
such teen-age voter rally in 
California, its sponsors said. 
Peter C. M e y e r , Marin 
County elections clerk, gave the 
18-year-old voters 
copies of 
"Why Bother,” a voter infor­ 
mation pamphlet produced by 
his office with the cooperation 
of a wide spectrum of Marin 
County p a r t i s a n s and the 
League of Women Voters. 
The 
students 
balloted 
on 
three measures. The 196 teen­ 
agers who visited official poll­ 
ing booths in the school gymna­ 
sium voted 178 to 13 in favor of 
giving 18, 19 and 20-year-olds 
the right to vote in state and 
local elections as well as feder­ 
al. 
They voted 160 to 22 in favor 
of extending all other adult 
privileges and responsibilities 
to 18-year-olds. 


The closest vote was on a, 
measure asking the students 
whether they would vote for a 
womn for president of the Unit­ 
ed States. The result, 113 to 75 
in favor, was almost exactly in 
the ratio , of female to male 
voters participating. 
Besides Meyer, the students 
heard Judy Ainsworth of the 
League of Women Voters of 
Central Marin; Lotte Schiller, 
Democratic Party spokesman; 
Bert 
D. 
Inman, 
Republican 
Party; San Rafael City Council­ 
man John A. Miskimen, and 
Mrs. Harry R. Luchetta, field 
representative for State Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael. 
Terra Linda Student Body 
President Gordon Walker was 
master of ceremonies. 
Meyer explained that the new 
voters’ booklet resulted from 
his office’s survey of attitudes 
among teen-agers who could be 
voters. 
“Your attitude 
was, 
‘why bother?’,” he reported. 
The booklet was produced af­ 
ter some “hotly debated but 
very productive meetings,” he 
said, with all political factions 
in Marin. It is entirely nonpar­ 
tisan, Meyer declared. 
He urged teen-agers to take 
advantage of the book’s advice 
on how to take active political 
roles on all levels.

Meyer read a. letter from As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley, 
R-San Rafael, who said he re­ 
gretted inability to attend the 
rally. 
Bagley said he hoped that the 
necessary 38 states soon would 
ratify the constitutional amend­ 
ment giving 18-year-olds the 
vote in local and state elections, 
in addition to their new right to 
vote on federal issues. Califor­ 
nia and 19 other states have 
ratified the amendment, he not­ 
ed. 
Republican 
Inman 
joined 
Democrat Mrs. Schiller in urg­ 
ing the students to become ac­ 
tive in partisan work. Inman 
noted that to the beginner, "the 
political 
arena is somewhat 
frightening... all of us went 
t h r o u g h it. But he told the 
young people, "you’ll discover 
you’re 
part 
of 
government 
when your first income tax bill 
arrives.” 
Mrs. Ainsworth explained the 
women voters’ program, trac­ 
ing it back to suffragettes who 
locked their bedroom doors as 
part of their campaign for the 
vote. But the league members 
are not necessarily part of Wom­ 
en’s Liberation, she said. "On 
the 50th anniversary of the wom­ 
en’s francise,” she answered a 
questioner, "Women’s Lib was 
picketing in the Civic Center; 
we were registering voters.” 
Councilman Miskimen urged 
young voters not to forget that 
they will have "great influ­ 
ence” in local government, and 
pointed out that "local govern­ 
ment had great influence on 
you — your schools, whether 
your neighborhood has homes 
or apartments, whether Pep- 
perland (a San Rafael rock hall) 
is open.” 
Meyer said he plans to have 
similar school assemblies for 
teen-age voters in all Marin 
County schools next fall. 
Meyer and the political volun­ 
teers 
met 
with government 
classes in Sir Francis Drake 
High S c h o o l last week, and 
were to meet today with three 
sets of government classes in 
Redwood High School. 
Meyer said the "Why Both­ 
er?” 
booklet 
was 
produced 
from election department voter 
education funds, and would be 
available in quantity at cost, 
which is 45 cents per copy. He 
said it is the only such pam­ 
phlet for teen-age and other 
new voters.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Merger 
committees of the National and 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tions met sep arately tod ay to 
d iscu ss the feasibility of an im­ 
med iate 
amalgamation 
that 
cou ld end the escalating money 
war for college p lay ers. 


An NBA committee head ed 
by Abe Pollin, p resid ent of the 
Baltimore Bu llets, and its ABA 
cou nterp art, chaired by Wen­ 
d ell Cherry , Kentu cky Colonels’ 
owner, hav e been meeting fo r 
the last fou r weeks in an effort 
to secu re p eace in the p ros and 
p r e s e n t a u nited front that 
wou ld bid for congressional ap ­ 
p rov al of a merger. 


It was rep orted sev eral weeks 
ago that all bu t two of the NBA 
owners were g u n g - h o for a 
merger. Their p ocket books 
were emp ty ing becau se of the 
telep hone 
nu mber 
contracts 
being signed and they are all 
aware of the u p ro ar that will be 
created when fans hear men­ 
tion of ticket p rice increases to 
make u p the d eficit in the clu b 
treasu ries. 


Sam Schu lman, owner of the 
Seattle 
Su p erSonics 
and 
a 
member of the NBA merger 
committee, has been p red icting 
all along that a merger was 
forthcoming, now and not in the 
d istant fu tu re. 


All the ABA owners are for 
the consolid ation that, if effect­ 
ed , wou ld create a 28 -team 
leagu e — 17 from the NBA and 
11 from the ABA. 


“Frankly , we’re not far ap art 
from what I hear, said an ABA 
sp okesman. 
The one hu ge road block that 
mu st be circu mv ented is the 
p lay ers’ feelings that a merger 
wou ld cu t into their chances for 
fat salaries. The NBA Play ers 
Association contend s a merger 
wou ld be an anti-tru st v iolation 
and inju riou s to their liv lihood . 
Fo r a time, the Board s of 
Gov ernors of both leagu es were 
fearfu l Congress wou ld be sy m­ 
p athetic to the p lay ers’ charge 
and if the s i t u a t i o n were 
p resented before the legislatu re 
it wou ld not grant basketball 
the immu nity from anti-tru st 
laws that p ro football and base­ 
ball enjoy . 
Ap p arently , the owners are 
p rep ared to risk congressional 
d isap p rov al since it may be 
their only chance for many of 
them to emerge fr#m the red . 
Only a few of the NBA clu bs 


are said to be making money , 
inclu d ing the New York Knicks 
and 
Milwau kee 
Bu cks 
who 
p lay ed before sellou t crowd s all 
season. The ABA is hu rting, 
too, at the gate and try ing d es­ 
p erately to recov er throu gh the 
signing of big name collegians. 


ABA 
Commissioner 
Jack 
Dolp h refu sed to p o rtray a p osi­ 
tiv e v iewp oint tod ay ov er a p os­ 
sible merger. He d id say , “I 
hav e alway s felt that a consoli- 
' d ation of the NBA and ABA was 
inev itable and I anticip ate a 
mov e in that d irection in the 
near fu tu re.” 


An ind ication that merger 
committees are working ov er­ 
time toward a common solu tion 
was emp hasized by Ben Ker- 
ner, owner of the old St. Lou is 
H a w k s , who said he had an 
op p ortu nity to bu y into one of 
the 
top 
attend ance-d rawing 
NBA teams bu t shelv ed a d eci­ 
sion becau se, “if a merger 
comes abou t, I may not want 
any p art of it.” 


“If I owned a franchise, I’d 
v ote against the merger,” Ker- 
ner said . “I ju st can’t see a 28- 
team leagu e.” 


In ad d ition to p ay ing big 
p rices for college p lay ers, both 
leagu es hav e been hu rt by p lay ­ 
er ju mp ings. Zelmo Beaty gav e 
the Utah Stars a boost toward 
the ABA title when he ju mp ed 
from the Atlanta Hawks. Rick 
Barry , a fo rmer NBA scoring 
champ ion, hu rt San Francisco ’s 
title hop es when he signed an 
ABA contract.

Ralph 
Giovannielo, and 'will, begin ne­ 
gotiating 'with representatives 
of both groups soon. 
'The 
superintendent 
said, 
board members hope to arrive 
•at a contract agreement 'with, 
non-teachers personnel before 
July 1. No t a r g e t 'date for 
agreement with teachers was 
mentioned, he said. 
Teachers based 'their salary 
request on 'the median of five 
school, 'districts in Marin,: Kent- 
field, Mil Valley, Ross, San 
.Rafael, and Sausaltio. 
The total t e a c h e r salary 
budget for next year would go 
up 8.8 'per cent over this year if 
the teachers" proposal were ac­ 
cepted, although individual 
teachers may "receive more or 
less 'than 'that amount. 
Giovanniello said teachers 
also asked that health care and 
dental plans, which now cover 
only the employee .himself, 'be

Juan Morichal Winning Again But He's Not Satisfied

FRANCISCO 
(UPI)— 
Juan Marich&l is winning again 
but he isn’t satisfied. 


Wednesday he stopped the 
Pittsburgh Pirates on three hits 
for his fourth victory of the 
year compared to two losses as 
the Giants scored a 2-1 victory 
to stay comfortably atop the 
National League West. 


“I didn’t have good control at 
the start,” said Marichal. “I 


missed too many pitches and I 
walked too many men.” 
Marichal walked three bat­ 
ters in all, which for him is 
some sort of tragedy. The Mari­ 
chal of old—before the 1970 col­ 
lapse—hardly ever walked a 
batter, let alone three in one 
game. For example, he walked 
only 54 batters in 300 innings in 
1969. Over his big league career 
of nearly 3,000 innings before 
this season., 'the high-kicking 
righthander walked a total of 


551 men, which f j g u r e s out 
roughly to one pass every six 
innings. 


‘‘All my pitches were work­ 
ing in this game,” Marichal 
said, ‘‘but my best pitch was 
my fastball.” 


Still, it was a fastball which 
“got away” that Bob Robertson 
hit for a long home run in the 
second inning for the only run 
Marichal gave up. 
“"That was a bad pitch,” Juan 


said. “I never s h o u l d have 
made it.” 
A single by Willie Stargell 
and a double by Bob Oliver in 
the sixth were the only other 
hits Marichal gave up. Over the 
last three innings, he faced only 
10 men and in the eighth and 
ninth the Pirates failed to get 
the ball out of the infield. 
While most N.L, pitchers dis­ 
like working in Candlestick 
Park with its tricky winds and 
cold drafts, Marichal, a native 


of the Dominican Republic, 
feels right at home. 
“It’s my No. 1 park,” he said. 
“I like pitching in Candlestick 
better than in any other park I 
know of. You get used to the 
wind and I p r e f e r the cool 
weather to heat.” 
His victory over the Pirates 
snapped a personal two-game 
losing streak. Marichal lost at 
home to the Cardinals on April 
20 after winning! Ms first three 
starts and then dropped a 6-2 


decision to the Pirates in Pitts­ 
burgh. 


Ken Henderson gave Mari­ 
chal all the help he n e e d e d 
Wednesday. His fifth inning sin­ 
gle drove in San Francisco’s 
first run for a 1-1 tie and his 
infield out in the seventh scored 
what proved to be the winning 
run. 


“It’s about time I help a lit­ 
tle,” said Henderson, another 
modest M ow who now has 11 


rbi’s on the season. Henderson 
is still hurting and at times is 
unable to grip the bat the way 
he’d like. It all goes back last 
month to when he injured his 
right thumb sliding into third. 
Even though the thumb throbs 
at times, Henderson is playing.

Pro Basketball 
Merger Possible 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Merger. 
committees of the National and 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tions met separately today to 
discuss the feasibility of an im­ 
mediate 
amalgamation 
that 
could end the escalating money 
war for college players. 


An NBA committee headed 
by Abe Pollin, president of the 
Baltimore Bullets, and. its ABA 
counterpart, chaired by Wen­ 
dell Cherry, Kentucky Colonels’ 
owner, have 'been, meeting for 
the last four weeks in an effort 
to secure peace in the pros and 
p r e s e n t a united front that 
would bid for congressional ap­ 
proval of a merger. 


It was reported several weeks 
ago that all but two of the NBA 
owners were g u n g - h o for a 
merger. Their pocket books 
were emptying because of the 
telephone 
number 
contracts 
being signed and they are all 
aware of the uproar that will be 
created when fans hear men­ 
tion of ticket price increases to 
make up the deficit in, 'the club 
treasuries. 


Sam Schulman, owner of the 
Seattle 
SuperSonics 
and 
a 
member of the NBA merger 
committee, has been predicting 
all along that a merger was 
forthcoming, now and not in the 
distant future. 


All the ABA owners are for 
the consolidation that, if effect­ 
ed, would create a 28-team 
league — 17 from the NBA and 
11 from the ABA. 


“Frankly, we’re not far apart 
from what I hear, said an ABA 
spokesman. 
. The one huge roadblock that 
must be circumvented is the 
players’ feelings that a merger 
would, cut into their chances for 
fat salaries. The NBA Players 
Association contends a merger 
would be an anti-trust violation 
and injurious to their livlihood. 
For a time, the Boards of 
Governors of both leagues were 
fearful Congress would be sym­ 
pathetic to the players’ charge 
and if the s i t u a t i o n were 
presented before the legislature 
it would not grant basketball 
the immunity from anti-trust 
laws that pro football and base­ 
ball enjoy. 
Apparently, the owners are 
prepared to risk congressional 
disapproval since it may be' 
'their only chance for many of 
them to emerge from, the red,. 
Only a few of the NBA clubs 


are said to be making money, 
including the New York Knicks 
and Milwaukee 
Bucks who 
played before sellout crowds all 
season. The ABA is hurting, 
too, at the gate and trying des­ 
perately to recover through the 
signing of big name collegians. 


ABA 
Commissioner 
Jack 
Dolph refused to portray a posi­ 
tive viewpoint today over a .pos­ 
sible merger. He did, say, “I 
have always felt 'that a. consoli- 
‘ dation of the NBA and ABA. was 
inevitable and I anticipate a 
move in that direction in the 
near future.” 


An indication that merger 
committees are working over­ 
time toward a common solution 
was emphasized by Ben Ker- 
ner, owner of the old St. Louis 
H a w k s , who said he had an 
opportunity to buy into one of 
the 
top 
attendance-drawing 
NBA teams but shelved a deci­ 
sion because, “if a merger 
comes about, I may not want 
any part of it.” 


“If I owned a. franchise, I’d 
vote against the merger,11 Ker- 
ner said. “I just can’t see a 28- 
team league.” 


In addition to paying big 
prices for college players, both 
leagues have been hurt by play­ 
er jumpings. Zelmo Beaty gave 
the Utah Stars a boost toward 
the ABA title when he jumped 
from the Atlanta Hawks. Rick 
Barry, a former NBA scoring 
champion, hurt San Francisco’s 
title hopes when he signed an 
ABA contract. Joe Caldwell put 
spark into the Carolina Cougars 
when he slipped away from the 
Hawks. 


Conversely, Connie Hawkins 
made Phoenix an. NBA contend­ 
er when he jumped from, the 
ABA.

A Vote For Mid-Sea son All-Sta r Ga me

This year two post season all- 
star baseball games will be 
played involving Marin County 
high 
school 
students, 
which 
brings up a good question. Why, 
when the m ajor leagues stage 
their all-star game as a cele­ 
bration of the season’s halfway 
point, must high school wait 
until the season is over, includ­ 
ing the shouting, to hold theirs? 
The answer can be found in 
the archaic and hypocritical 
reasoning of the California In­ 
terscholastic Federation, which 
like Avery Brundage and the 
IOC means well but as often as 
not screws things up. In the 
area of all-star competition, the 
CIF demands that games be 
limited to the post season, dur­ 
ing which time, because of an 
NCAA rule, 
only graduating 
seniors are eligible to play. 
There is little doubt that, say, 
a mid season all-star game be­ 
tween the northern and south­ 
ern teams of the Marin County 
Athletic League would pack Al­ 
bert Park with more than 2,000 
fans. And there would be tre­ 
mendous advantages to such a 
game, for players, fans and the 
general public. 
In the first place, it would 
give players who are doing well 
at mid year, including under­ 
classmen (the only restriction 
on them is that they c a n n o t 
play after the school year is 
over), a chance for all-star rec­ 
ognition. Those who continue to 
play well the rest of the way 
would also get the customary 
all-league nod at season’s end. 
Secondly, such a game would 
generate fan interest, an expe- 
cially important factor if one 
team is running away with the 
championship. And lastly, mon­ 
ey r a i s e d from ticket sales 
could go to charity. 
But there are grave objec­ 
tions by the authorities to all- 
star 
games. 
Phil 
Hempler, 
commissioner 
of 
the 
North 
Coast S e c t i o n (NCS), says, 
“ Neither the CIF nor the NCAA 
approve of all-star competition 
for which there would be no 
control whatsoever. There’s so 
much all-star competition that 
could be set up a r o u n d the 
country which would bring all­ 
stars together during the school 
year.” 
Presumably, that refers to 
hypothetical situations such as 
Ford or some other large com­ 
pany sponsoring an All-Ameri- 
“ can all-star game, in the sam e 
mold as the punt, pass and kick 
competition. That line of Quix­ 
otic thought seems more than a 
trifle absurd when you consider 
that your Little League son has 
the name of a town merchant 
on the back of his uniform. If 
that isn’t promotion, what is? 
The rules against underclass­ 
men playing in post season 
gam es are just as specious. As 
a matter of fact, they are based 
on the same logic. As Hempler 
says, “ It would be the type of

The origi­ 
nal date for the game happened 
to be before San Rafael High’s 
graduation ceremony, and be­ 
cause of that, the CIF said no 
dice. After a protracted and 
fruitless 
argument, 
Endriss 


moved the game back a week. 
Marin Catholic coach Gary 


Hughes, who was responsible in 
large part for the first MCAL 
all-star game last year, says, 
“ I would be for anything that 
would promote baseball, and I 
think an all-star game would. 
I’d like to see anything to get 
the people out to watch base­ 


ball, because baseball in this 
county is great.” 
Hughes also offers another in­ 
novation post season playoffs, 
which might go hand in hand 
with an all-star game. 
“ I think if you could get a 


mid season all-star game, then 
you should come back with a 
playoff system at the end,” he 
says. Such a system would pos­ 
sibly involve the top four teams 
in the league, and would last a 
week or so. 
The CIF, 
fortunately, has 


nothing against playoffs, but, 
once again, red tape has kept 
any proposals from getting off 
the ground.

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HIGH SCHOOL BASEBALL 
A Vote For Mid-Season All-Star Game 


By DAVID EINSTEIN 
This year two post season all- 
star baseball games will be 
played involving Marin County 
high 
school 
students, 
which 
brings up a good question. Why, 
when the major leagues stage 
their all-star game as a cele­ 
bration of the season’s halfway 
point, must high school wait 
until the season is over, includ­ 
ing the shouting, to hold theirs? 
The answer can be found in 
the archaic and hypocritical 
reasoning of the California In­ 
terscholastic Federation, which 
like Avery Brundage and the 
IOC means well but as often as 
not screws things up. In the 
area of all-star competition, the 
GIF demands that games be 
limited to the post season, dur­ 
ing which time, because of an 
NCAA rule, only graduating 
seniors are eligible to play. 
There is little doubt that, say, 
a mid season all-star game be­ 
tween the northern and south­ 
ern teams of the Marin County 
Athletic League would pack Al­ 
bert Park with more than 2,000 
fans. And there would be tre­ 
mendous advantages to such a 
game, for players, fans and the 
general public. 
In the first place, it would 
give players who are doing well 
at mid year, including under­ 
classmen (the only restriction 
on them is that they c a n n o t 
play after the school year is 
over), a chance for all-star rec­ 
ognition. Those who continue to 
play well the rest of the way 
would also get the customary 
all-league nod at season’s end. 
Secondly, such a game would 
generate fan interest, an expe- 
cially important factor if one 
team is running away with the 
championship. And lastly, mon­ 
ey r a i s e d from ticket sales 
could go to charity . 
But there are grave objec­ 
tions by the authorities to all- 
star 
games. 
Phil 
Hempler, 
commissioner 
of 
the 
North 
Coast S e c t i o n (NCS), says, 
“Neither the CIF nor the NCAA 
approve of all-star competition 
for which there would be no 
control whatsoever. There’s so 
much all-star competition that 
could be set up a r o u n d the 
country which would bring all­ 
stars together during the school 
year.” 
Presumably, that refers to 
hypothetical situations such as 
Ford or some other large com­ 
pany sponsoring an AU-Ameri- 
—can all-star game, in the same 
mold as the punt, pass and kick 
competition. That line of Quix­ 
otic thought seems more than a 
trifle absurd when you consider 
that your Little League son has 
the name of a town merchant 
on the back of his uniform. If 
that isn’t promotion, what is? 
The rules against underclass­ 
men playing in post season 
games are just as specious. As 
a matter of fact, they are based 
on the same logic. As Hempler 
says, “ It would be the type of

thing that would be so com- , 
pletely open, thse outstanding 
boys would be used in promo­ 
tions which the amateur rules 
just do not approve of.

Marin Catholic coach Gary 
Hughes, who was responsible in 
large part for the first MCAL 
all-star game last year, says, 
“ I would be for anything that 
would promote baseball, and I 
think an all-star game would. 
I’d like to see anything to get 
the people out to watch base­

Hughes also offers another in­ 
novation post season playoffs, 
which might go hand in hand 
with an all-star game. 
“I think if you could get a 
mid season all-star game, then 
you should come back with a 
playoff system at the end,” he 
says.

What Is It That 
Youth Has To Say? 
Over and over again, we are 
told that youth has something 
to say, and adulthood must lis­ 
ten.Wherever the youth revolu­ 
tion, generation gap, or what- 
e v e r you wish to call it is 
discussed, this advice pops up: 
Listen to what youth has to tell 
you! Often it is accompanied 
by the assurance that “you'd 
be surprised" at the excellent 
ideas of youth. 
This same t h e m e has oc­ 
curred repeatedly in letters to 
the Independent-journal’s “rap 
session” contest. But almost 
without exception, it has been 
in letters from those over 30 — 
the generations that, according 
to the Tom H a y d e n s of the 
youth revolution, are not to be 
trusted. 
FEW OF THE YOUNG peo­ 
ple under 21 have even submit­ 
ted letters. And those letters 
received have suggested “es­ 
tablishment-type” approaches 
to bridging the so-called gener­ 
ation gap: Community “rap 
sessions," publicity for youth 
activities, including young peo­ 
ple in decision-making bodies. 
These are s c a r c e l y new 
ideas. Getting t o g e t h e r to 
“rap" has certainly been tried 
repeatedly. Newspapers, radio 
stations and other media have 
been going out of their way to 
publicize youth activities for as 
long as we can remember. 
Putting young people on deci­ 
sion-making bodies is a newer 
approach, but so far has not 
appeared to make a lot of dif­ 
ference. 
It may be, of course, that the 
I-J's “rap letter contest” is not 
a fair gauge. It may be that 
few under 21 have written their 
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ideas to the contest because 
few under 21 read the I-J. Var­ 
ious surveys have indicated 
that few u n d e r 21 read any 
newspaper. 
However, during the same 
p e r i o d we have heard from 
high school students in the dis­ 
pute over disqualification of a 
Redwood High School track 
team member, which escalated 
into resignations of a couple of 
the track coaches. On matters 
that closely concern them, it 
seems, young people write let­ 
ters to the e d i t o r and state 
their feelings quite plainly. 
WE ARE LEFT wondering 
how much truth there is to the 
often-heard admonition that we 
must listen to youth to receive 
its pearls of wisdom. 
Does youth really have some­ 
thing to say — something, that 
is, beyond shouted generalities 
such as “Nixon is a hawk,” 
“the war is immoral,” or “do 
your own thing”? 
We know that a lot of people 
do have something to say, for 
we've heard them say it. But 
generally it has turned out to 
be not so very different from 
what their elders are saying, or 
at least thinking. 
COULD IT BE that the gen­ 
eration gap, like some other 
things, really is an invention of 
spotlight-hungry people who 
find satisfaction to their egos 
by setting up a din for any 
“cause’’ that appears likely to 
attract a following? 
Maybe further letters in the 
“rap” contest — which runs 
until May 24 — will prove oth­ 
erwise. Maybe the youth revo-

substance than sound.

Sharp Increase In Abortions 
Spurs Attempt To Change Law 
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By RUS WALTON 
SACRAMENTO — Since Nov. 8, 1967, 
there have been approximately 90,000 
murders in California. Wilfull, premedi­ 
tated murders. But no one was indicted. 
No one stands convicted. The murders 
were legal. 
Furthermore, it is predicted that dur­ 
ing 1971 there will be another 116.000 
murders. These, too, will be legal. The 
law says they are. 
They are not called murder. They are 
called abortions. The purposeful, clinical 
termination of a pregnancy. Termination 
of a life. What one cannot do with a gun. 
or a switch blade or a club, the law 
allows with a suction tube or a 10-inch 
currette. 
ALL OF THIS CAME with the passage 
of the California Therapeutic Abortion 
Act.Under certain situations — such as 
rape, or incest, or when the life of the 
woman might be: lost if pregnancy went 
the full term — in these cases, there is a 
strong argument for abortion. 
But liberalized abortion laws which 
permit abortions on request? This mocks 
the sanctity of human life. 
Perhaps it's all a part of liberating 
women. Liberating them from the res­ 
ponsibilities of their deeds —- or, mis­ 
deeds. Now you can have the s i z z l e . 
Without the steak. 
AT THE TIME the bill was b e i n g 
debated, proponents argued it would not

result in any great increase in abortions. 
It’s main purpose, they claimed, was to 
permit those who were then seeking ille­ 
gal abortions to have abortions in medi­ 
cally approved and sterile conditions. 
Here is the record, so far: 1968 — 5,000 
legal abortions; 1969 — 15,000; 1970 — 
70,000; 1971 — (est.) 116,000. 
For 1970 the State Department of Pub­ 
lic Health reported that 99 per cent were 
for reason of rape or incest or because 
full-term pregnancy would gravely im­ 
pair the physical health of the woman. 
In 98 per cent of the cases, the reason 
for the abortion was listed as “mental 
health.” There are those who feel that it 
is too easy to get away with the “mental 
health” bit; that “mental health” is to 
abortions as “mental cruelty” is to di­ 
vorce — a quick and easy way out of a 
mistake. .And so a life is taken. Legally. 
There were more abortions than births 
in the age group 15 to 19. .And, more than 
one-third of all abortions were paid for 
by the taxpayer — through Medi-Cal. 
AN INCREASING number of Californi­ 
ans are upset about all of this. 
One of these is Assemblyman Robert 
Burke, R-Huntington Beach. Burke re­ 
cently introduced a series of bills which 
would tighten provisions of the 1967 law. 
Among other t h i n g s , Burke’s bill 
would: 
— prohibit abortions after the 10th 
week of pregnancy 
— allow mental health, as a bonafide 
reason only if the woman had been re­ 
ceiving psychiatric treatment prior to her 
pregnancy. 
He also has introduced a resolution 
calling for a study of abortion practices 
since the 1967 law went into effect. 
Already Burke .has been treated to a 
storm of virulent and organized opposi­ 
tion. Which is not so strange in this 
strange day and age. 
TODAY ONLY NATURAL law protects 
the unborn child. And in a society where 
legalese is often, a substitute for morali­ 
ty, n a t u r a l law is lost in a haze of 
permissiveness, 
irresponsibility 
and 
mixed-up values. 
Ecology. That’s the big thing today. 
Save the trees and fish, the birds and 
bees. For future generations. 
And, those future generations? Those 
who would inherit the earth — with the 
trees and birds, and bees. They are dis- 
p o s a b 1 e .

WASHINGTON WINDOW 
Fellow Citizens Real 
Targets Of Dissidents 


By LOUIS CASSELS 
WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Constitu­ 
tion guarantees my right to dissent from 
the policies of the U. S. government. 
It does not give me the right to inflict 
hardship or inconvenience on you in or­ 
der to dramatize my discontent. 
This important distinction was over­ 
looked or ignored by the people (let’s 
stop calling them, “kids” — the term is 
wildly inappropriate) who made an abor­ 
tive attempt this week to shut down the 
machinery of the federal government. 
THESE PEOPLE believe that the war 
in Indochina is a wicked waste of human 
life. That is a perfectly legitimate point 
of view. It is shared, according to the 
latest public opinion polls, by a clear 
majority of Americans. 
They also feel—with reason— that 
President Nixon has been unresponsive, 
and even openly contemptuous, of peace­ 
ful demonstrations of opposition, to the 
war.So, they say, the time has come to 
resort to direct action to d i s r u p t the 
functioning of the government and com­ 
pel it to halt the war. 
It is this third step in their logic which 
calls for careful consideration. 
THERE CERTAINLY may be circum­ 
stances in which moral duty may drive a 
person to take hostile action against his 
government. Our forefathers felt that 
such circumstances existed in 1776, and 
most of us would be highly sympathetic 
with any Russian, Czech, Pole or main­ 
land Chinese who felt that such circum­ 
stances exist in his country today. 
But let us be very- clear on the point: 
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any deliberate attempt to disrupt the 
functioning of a government, for whatev­ 
er motive, is by definition an act of 
revolution. To argue that the U. S. gov­ 
ernment should be disrupted is exactly 
tantamount to saying that its authority is 
illegitimate and should be overthrown. 
Undoubtedly, many of the disruptionists 
who assembled in Washington this week 
are prepared to make just that argu­ 
ment. But when they do, they part, com­ 
pany with the vast m a j o r i t y of 
Americans who are opposed to the Viet­ 
nam war. 
THE WAR IN VIETNAM may be a 
disastrous mistake, but it would be a far 
greater disaster to undermine, paralyze 
or overthrow a system of government 
which, for all its defects, remains the 
best guarantor of social order and human 
freedom man ever has been ablt to de­ 
vise.Of course, there was never any real- 
danger that this raggledy-taggledy band 
of bluejeaned protesters would overthrow 
or seriously disrupt the U.S. government. 
The one thing they could and did accom­ 
plish was to inflict a lot of harassment, 
inconvenience and some real hardship on 
individuals who live in Washington and 
have to go on getting to work and making 
a living even when the streets are filled 
with trash cans and tear gas. 
So their real target, in the end, was not 
the war. or the government, or the Nixon 
administration,, but their fellow citizens 
—many of whom disapprove of the war 
as strongly as they. 
It seems a poor way to make your 
point.

The Henry Cabot Lodge commission 
has recommended the admission of Red 
China to the United Nations and the State 
Department has suggested that the ques­ 
tion of Taiwan, might 'be settled by negoti­ 
ating between. Chiang’s government and 
the Communist Peoples Republic of 
China. 
At the same time, the United States 
has said time and again it has no inten­ 
tion of reneging on its treaty commit­ 
ments to defend Chiang’s government 
against “aggression” nor its support of 
the Taiwan regime. 
SO LONG AS Chiang Kai-shek and Mao 
Tse-tung are alive, the two-China policy 
stands almost no chance, Both leaders 
have said they will not join or remain in 
the United Nations so long as the other is 
recognized. 
If anything. Red China is more intran­ 
sigent than Chiang’s Republic of China

vessel, Velero IV, Bischoif and 
Henyey studied gulf bottom 
characteristics at hundreds of 
“stations” in the northern gulf. 


. These studies led Bischoff to 
speculate further that the San 
Andreas Fault line, now under 
gulf waters running south from 
the mouth of the Colorado Riv-, 
er, was the river’s channel 
thousands of years ago, during 
lowered sea level of the last 
glacial period. 


The same geological spread­ 
ing forces which are related to 
the San Andreas are believed to 
be implicated in the westward 
“drift” of the Baja California 
peninsula, which is continuing 
at the rate of a few inches per 
year. 


It has been estimated by oth­ 
er researchers that there has 
been as much as 300' miles total 
land displacement along the 
California San Andreas Fault in 
the last 60 million years. 


“For some time, scientists 
have been puzzled about the 
continuation of the San Andreas 
south of the Imperial Valley. 
Relationships between the fault 
zone and underwater geological 
features such as the East Pacif­ 
ic Rise, which enters the south­ 
ern p o r t i o n of the Gulf of 
California, have been theorized, 
but not enough detailed infor­ 
mation was available,” Bis­ 
choff said. 


Using sophisticated seismic 
gear aboard USC’s research 


two such spreading centers: 
The one they discovered in the 
gulf, and another, known to' ex­ 
ist off the Oregon coast near the 
California border. 


The gulf spreading center is 
pushing the earth surface west 
of the fault in a northwesterly 
direction, and the offshore Ore­ 
gon spreading center is pushing 
the land east of the fault zone in 
a southeasterly direction, the 
USC geologists believe.

Draft Protesters 


San Rafael Office Is 
Disrupted By Sit-In 


Thirty-seven peace demonstrators were ar­ 
rested yesterday for unlawful assembly after 
they refused to disperse from a sit-in at the San 
Rafael office of the U.S. Selective Service. 
According to San Rafael police, the protesters 
— including four juveniles — were arrested at 
about 2:45 p.m. after ignoring warnings they 
disband their body blockage of a corridor at the 
federal building at 910 D Street. 
As the group chorused “Give 
Peace a Chance,” a dozen hel- 
meted police officers moved in 
to arrest the demonstrators one 
by one. 
“Will you disperse?” the offi­ 
cers calmly asked each protes­ 
ter. “Disperse or you will be 
arrested.” 
The demonstrators, most of 
whom appeared to be college 
students, merely shook their 
heads and continued singing. 
As each protester was placed 
under arrest, he rose to his feet 
and moved quietly with hands 
behind head POW fashion to an 
awaiting bus. 
Among those arrested were 
two San Rafael men who ran 
unsuccessfully last month for 
public office. They are Jam es 
Kimo Campbell, 20, of 50 Fre­ 
mont Road, who ran for the 
Marin Junior College District 
board and Richard Allan Razni- 
kov, 24, of 12 Chateau Place, 
who lost in his bid to become 
mayor of San Rafael. 
The sit-in, the first major 


protest action at the Marin 
draft board, according to police 
chief Joseph J. Brusatori, was 
the culmination of a morning- 
long demonstration which be­ 
gan at the College of Marin. 
Earlier about 300 persons 
gathered at the college to lower 
the school’s American flag to 
half staff in tribute to Marin’s 
war dead and four students 
slain last year by Ohio National 
Guardsmen at Kent State Uni­ 
versity. 
At about 10 a.m., a splinter 
group of about 100 marched 
from 
the 
Kentfield 
campus 
along Sir Francis Drake Boule­ 
vard, over Wolf Grade and into 
San Rafael. 
S w a r m i n g into the draft 
board office, they presented 
employees there a letter claim­ 
ing: “Our government would 
rather risk social decay and 
revolution at home than admit 
a colossal mistake (the war).” 
The letter, signed by most of 
the demonstrators, asked draft 


board employees to resign their 
positions and “help restore the 
conscience of America.” 
The demonstrators — some of 
whom wore military fatigues 
and said they were former GIs 
— then moved out of the office 
and began the corridor sit-in. 
. 
At one point about 50 persons 
participated in the hand-holding 
blockade as another 30 or so 
stood by voicing support. 
San Rafael police, who an­ 
nounced they would not take 
action until a complaint was 
received, stationed two officers 
inside the building to control 
the crowd. 
As the 11:30 a.m. s i t - i n 
lengthened past noon, the offi­ 
cers talked and joked goodna- 
turedly with the protesters. 
At one point, a conservative­ 
ly-dressed youth attempted to 
pick his way t h r o u g h the 
sprawled bodies to the selective 
service office. 
“Stop him,” someone said as 
the 
demonstrators 
clustered 
tightly at the office entrance. 
The youth, somewhat awed 
by the protest, merely shook his 
head at one officer, did an 
about-face and left the building. 
“Let’s hear it for the people,” 
one youth s h o u t e d and the 
group applauded.

complaint 
was 
made at 2:10 by Col. Richard 
E. Davis of the selective serv­ 
ice’s Bay Area headquarters in 
San Francisco after the protes­ 
ters refused to allow the local 
board’s 
executive

Boston Takes Spotlight 
In Nationwide Protests 


Pollution Control 
Statistics Hit 


MARK VS. DOLLAR

SAN FRANCISCO - An an­ 
nual report, again claiming air 
pollution controls in the Bay 
Area are doing a great job, was 
shot down yesterday. 


The report by the staff of the 
Bay Area Air Pollution Control 
District glowingly cited a 17 per 
cent reduction in total emis­ 
sions from all sources in the 
six-county district from 1969 to 
1970. (Another pollution control 
district story, page 16.) 
But a majority of district di­ 
rectors, in an unprecedented 
challenge to the annual report, 
declared they did not believe 
the claim. 
The annual inventory of all 
significant air 
contamination 
sources in the past has been 
used by the staff and board to 
promote their claims that dis­ 
trict regulations were working 
well. But the composition of the 
12-member board has changed 
radically with the addition of 
new members who have shown 
a tendency to question the staff 
on virtually everything. 
The strongest criticism was 
by director Nevin K. Hiester, 
Portola Valley city councilman 
and an expert on air pollution. 
“I don’t really believe the 1970 
results — I don’t really believe 
things in 1970 were better than 
in 1969,” he said. 
Any measurable drop in air 
pollution, Dr. Hiester suggest­ 
ed, “must have been due to 


some other fortunate set of cir­ 
cumstances,” and not to the 
effectiveness of district regula­ 
tions or air pollution control 
equipment. 
“I guess you’d have to say 
that I am an unbeliever,” he 
said. “I know that air pollution 
equipment just doesn’t work 
that well.” 
Dr. Hiester, a member of the 
board for the past year, is a 
chemical engineer and head of 
air and water pollution work at 
the Stanford Research Institute. 
His first work with the institute 
22 years ago was on the smog 
problem in Los Angeles. 
Director Wyman Hicks, a 
Sausalito city councilman, not­ 
ed that the annual report dealt 
only in tons of five m ajor pollu­ 
tants but ignored the relative 
health effects of some of the 
more poisonous ones. 
He urged that an independent 
expert judge the district’s per­ 
formance and evaluate the data 
in the report. Since the dis­ 
trict’s staff both enforces the 
regulations and evaluates their 
effectivesness, 
Hicks 
said, 
“there’s a tendency to say how 
well we’re doing.” 
Chief Administrative Officer 
D. 
J. 
Callaghan 
reluctantly 
agreed to consider Hicks’s pro­ 
posal, but said he did not know 
“who else has the capability” 
to evaluate the data.

Dollar Crisis Spreads To Japan 


BONN (UPI) -T h e West Ger­ 
man government said today it 
was postponing its decision on 
the monetary crisis involving 
marks and dollars until it could 
seek joint action with France 
and the other four members of 
the European Common Market. 
The money crisis spread to 
Japan where banks suspended 
trading in the German mark 
because of its strength against 
the dollar. Between $300 and 
$350 million flooded in to buy 
Japanese yen and the Bank of 
Japan intervened with massive 
purchases to keep the dollar 
within one per cent of the offi­ 


cial exchange of 360 yen to the 
d o l l a r . Tokyo’s foreign ex­ 
change banks awaited govern­ 
ment guidance on whether to 
resume dollar exchanges Fri­ 
day. 
Government 
sources 
ex­ 
pressed pessimism on chances 
of Paris joining in a common 
move to stem the flood of dol­ 
lars inundating Germany and 
other West European nations. 
France under Charles de Gaulle 
attacked the dollar but in re­ 
cent months has tried to sup­ 
port it. 
Official money markets in 
Germany remained closed for 


the second day. Unofficial trad­ 
ing in dollars was sparse and 
nervous, commercial banks re­ 
ported. At noon a dollar was 
bringing only 3.57 marks com­ 
pared with the o f f i c i a l ex­ 
change rate of 3.66 marks. This 
meant a mark was worth 28.2 
cents instead of 27.3 cents.

tween teaching philosophies. He 
pointed out that Basil Scalabri- 
ni, a bearded, long-haired third- 
grade teacher is even more in­ 
formal than Miss Poeta but is 
highly regarded at Wolfe Grade 
School. 
Sca.la.brim, who is also a 
member of the San Anselmo 
School District Board, testified 
in defense of Miss Poeta yester­ 
day. 
'Miss Poeta, is accused of ina­ 
bility to control her classes and 
lack of proper organization. 
Called to the witness stand by 


Godino. Superintendent Bacich 
testified he has nothing against 
informal classroom teaching. 
“ But I would characterize Miss 
Pocta’s 
classroom, 
as 
loose 
rather than informal,” said 
Bacich. He explained she does 
not seem to have a definite goal 
or plan of action for students. 


Principal Smith told the hear­ 
ing officer that Miss Poeta did 
not deal sternly enough with 
misbehaving pupils and allowed 
students to walk around at will. 


Eugene Hensch, principal for 
two years before Smith, said 
he, too. was concerned with- 
lack of proper planning in Miss 
Pocta’s class. He acknowledged 
that she showed some improve­ 
ment in the second year but 
needed more improvement to 
rate tenure. 
But parents and other teach­ 
ers disagree. They paraded to 
the witness stand yesterday to 
d e s c r i b e Miss Poeta as a 
“beautiful” 
teacher 
who 
worked wonders with pupils, es­ 
pecially the problem children 
and slow learners. 
Mary Mariis, vice president 
of the W o l f e Grade Parent- 
Teacher Association, said Miss 
Poeta, instead of belittling a 
problem child, would quietly 
point to good behavior by other 
students and get better results 
than through scolding. Mrs.. 
Mariis said she also saw the 
teacher take her pupils to one 
corner and captivate them by 


strumming on her guitar and 
having them recite poems in 
tune with the music. 
Margaret Drake, clinical psy­ 
chologist, whose child was in 
Miss Pocta’s class, testified 
that the teacher motivates chil­ 
dren and makes them enthu­ 
siastic. 
Under questioning by Berg, 
Mrs. Drake described how Miss 
P o e t a dealt with a boy who 
spilled a glass of juice at a 
party. “A tense, authoritarian 
teacher might have scolded him 
in front of everyone. But she 
just asked him quietly to pick it 
up. It never became a problem, 
and no one became tense.” 
“She doesn’t handle such a, 
situation as a discipline mat­ 
ter,” said Mrs. Drake. “ She 
handles it as a learning situa­ 
tion.” 
Every teacher and parent 
who took the stand heaped sim­ 
ilar praise on Miss Poeta for 


being an effective teacher with 
control over her classes at all 
times. 
Attorney Berg said more than 
30 parents and teachers, includ­ 
ing almost every teacher in 
Wolfe 
Grade School, 
volun- 
t e e r e d to speak up for Miss 
Poeta. With the third day of the 
hearing completed, yesterday, 
Berg said he still has 10 or 15 
more witnesses to call. 
Hearing officer Winton con­ 
tinued the hearing to 9:30 a.m. 
June 8 in, the planning commis­ 
sion chambers at the Civic Cen­ 
ter. 
When the hearing is complet­ 
ed in June, Winton said he will 
write a, proposed decision on 
Miss Poeta and submit it to the 
the Kentfield School District 
board of trustees, which has the 
final say on whether or not the 
probationary teacher will be re­ 
hired for the c o m i n g school 
year.

Tax Reform Cry 
In Reagan Flap

alike today blamed California’s 
tax structure and not Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan for the fact he paid 
no state income tax despite 
being a millionaire with a $44,- 
100 salary. 


New cries were heard for tax 
reform 
—from 
Los 
Angeles 
Mayor Sam Yorty, U.S. Sen. 
Alan Cranston and California 
legislators of both parties. 


“It’s not the governor’s fault 
he doesn’t have any tax liabili­ 
ty,” said Sen. Nicholas C. Pe- 
tris, D-Oakland. The governor 
is doing what is perfectly legal 
and proper under the law. Our 
problem is that the law is bad.“ 


But the liberal Democrat did 
observe that Reagan was like 
the welfare recipients he de­ 
plores who take advantage of 
legal loopholes to gain higher 
relief checks. 
“It’s e x a c t l y the same 
thing,” Petris said, “except the 
governor’s situation applies to 
people at the top of the income 
level and welfare applies to 
those at the bottom.” 


The 
California 
Welfare 
Rights Organization designated 
Reagan “the highest paid wel­ 
fare recipient in the state” and 
facetiously termed him “one of 
the ‘truly needy. ’ ” Meanwhile, 
Reagan—who disclosed Tues­ 
day he paid no state income tax 
for 1970 because of investment 
losses —refused to say whether 
he also paid no federal tax. A 


state tax official said he “prob­ 
ably” didn’t. 
The governor scolded inquir­ 
ing newsmen for an “invasion 
of privacy” and admonished 
one persistent reporter, “aren’t 
you ashamed enough?” 


Cranston joined many of his 
Democratic colleagues in blam­ 
ing the system and not the gov­ 
ernor. 
“I do not suggest he evaded 
the law,” the Senator told a 
Sacramento news conference at 
which he called for closing both 
state and federal tax loopholes. 
The franchise tax board re­ 
ported that in 1969 there were 
71,500 taxpayers in the $40,000 
to $50,000 income bracket who 
paid some tax. Only 176 did not. 
Reagan’s salary recently rose 
to $49,100 and under normal cir­ 
cumstances his state income 
tax for the current year would 
be $2,794. 
Assembly Democratic leader 
Walter A. Karabian of Monte­ 
rey Park recalled that Reagan 
in 1969 told the legislature, “the 
burden of taxation should fall 
equally on all taxpayers in pro­ 
portion to their income.” 
Reagan was first asked about 
his tax status during his weekly 
news conference after a student 
radio station at Sacramento 
State College broadcast a ru­ 
mor he had paid no income tax. 
“I was confident of the infor­ 
mation because it came from a 
personal observation,” said the 
student broadcaster, journalism 
major Rosemarie King. She 
would not elaborate. 


Border Sealed 


NEW DELHI (UPI) -R adio 
Pakistan said today federal 
army troops have sealed off 
East Pakistan’s southeastern 
b o r d e r with India and were 
“mopping up” rebel Bengali 
forces in the interior of the 
region. 
The official radio also an­

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
government told automakers to­ 
day it would fully enforce strict 
antipollution standards even if 
it meant the Americans would 
have to pay more for cars that 
may run less efficient. 
William D. Ruckelshaus, ad­ 
ministrator of the federal Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency, 
made the statement at the start 
of EPA hearings on progress by 
the industry toward reaching 
standards calling for virtual 
elimination of auto exhaust pol­ 
lutants by the time 1975 and 
1976 cars are made. 
The standards, enacted by 
Congress last year, require a 90 
percent reduction in pollutants 
compared with emission levels 
from 1970 and 1971 models.

Postmaster At San Geronimo

The signboard over the San 
Geronimo Post Office is weath­ 
ered, the letters shades lighter 
than when Dorothy Giambasti­ 
ani took over as postmaster 23 
years ago.

Inside the post office are the 
familiar FBI posters, but they 
are mostly old “shoot-em-up” 
stuff with few recent additions. 
The b a c k door of the post 
office was just a 10-second walk 
from 
Mrs. 
Giambastiani’s 
kitchen, but last weekend she 
left the post office and home 
behind to retire to a new home 
near a daughter and son-in-law 
in Aumsville, Ore. 
The post office remains open, 
served 
by 
officer-in-charge 
Joan 
Falk of 25 Tamarack 
Drive, San Geronimo. 
“ I feel sad about leaving,” 
she said last week while sorting 
letters. “The post office has 
become a part of my life. I ’m 
going to miss my friends.” 
She isn’t planning on sitting 
home. “ I have five acres up 
there so I’ll have plenty to keep 
me busy.

Dr. Hiester added that de­ 
spite the tonnage figures, ‘‘I 
don’t really know what’s hap­ 
pening.” He also objected to the 
failure to round off the figures, 
citing a claim that automobiles 
generated 6,130 tons of contami­ 
nants a day. 
“We’re fooling ourselves and 
fooling the people who read 
them,” he said of such precise 
figures. 
Callaghan acknowledged that 
the figures were engineering es­ 
timates, but good estimates, ac- 
c u r a t e within 15 per cent of 
actual tonnages. 
His claim of accuracy was 
challenged by Dr. David Mage, 
a chemical engineer and profes­ 
sor at San Jose State College. 
Mage said his measurements 
last month of Carbon monoxide 
in San Jose were 120 per cent 
higher than those at the same 
time by the district elsewhere 
in the same city. 
Director Dianne Feinstein, a 
San Francisco supervisor, and 
board chairman Victor Calvo, a 
Santa Clara supervisor, stated 
their disbelief of the staff’s 
claim of a 17 per cent cut in 
emissions. So did director Wil­ 
liam R. Jelavich, a Mountain 
View city councilman, who pro­ 
posed 
that major industries 
monitor their emissions contin- 
ously instead of having district 
inspectors check them periodi­ 
cally.

M r s . Will Siri of the West

This was despite a 49 per cent 
growth of population and a 96 
per cent increase in the number 
of automobiles since 1955, it 
said. 
If no air pollution controls 
had been imposed, the total 
would have grown to 16,700 tons 
a day last year, according to 
the report. 
It attributed the 1970 drop in 
emissions to the closing of two 
major industrials plants, the 
prohibition of backyard burn­ 
ing, the continuing shift by oil 
refineries 
and power plants 
from oil to gas fuel, and im­ 
proved 
controls 
on 
vehicle 
emissions. 
The report detailed contami­ 
nants by the 90 sources emit­ 
ting over one-tenth of a ton a 
day, all but nine of them emit­ 
ting under 10 tons a day. 
Of these nine, the top five 
accounted for almost one third 
of the 1,479 tons from all sta­ 
tionary sources. They were:

Rogers In 
Israel With 
Cairo Plan 


JERUSALEM 
(UPD-Secre- 
tary of State William P. Rogers 
arrived in the Israeli capital 
today with a new peace plan 
from Cairo. He told the Israelis 
they had met the agonies of 
war and now must meet the 
agony of making peace. 
Rogers’ arrival statement in 
Tel Aviv where he landed on a 
flight from Cairo via Cyprus 
served to bring out the differ­ 
ences of opinion between Wash­ 
ington 
and 
Jerusalem 
over 
what has been termed in Wash­ 
ington as Israel’s intransig­ 
ence. 
Cairo dispatches also indicat­ 
ed sharp differences between 
the United States and Egypt 
over a Middle East settlement. 
“This is an unusual time in 
our history,” Rogers said in Tel 
Aviv. “The nations in this area 
have the opportunity to take 
wise and decisive action. There 
are risks in agreeing to peace— 
-there are greater risks in fail­ 
ing to do so.” 
A crowd estimated by police 
at 70 persons appeared at the 
U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv with 
signs reading “ R o g e r s Go 
Home?” The demonstrators op­ 
pose the Rogers plan calling for 
withdrawal from Arab territo­ 
ry. But bigger demonstrations 
in Jerusalem were canceled by- 
police request. 
Rogers, cheered by American 
tourists at the King David Hotel 
in Jerusalem, began his Israeli 
mission by talking first with 
David Ben-Gurion, one of the 
founders of the Israeli republic 
and a man who has joined Rog­ 
ers in asking for Israeli with­ 
drawals in favor of a lasting 
peace. 
Rogers, who conferred earlier 
today in Cairo with President 
Anwar Sadat, quoted President 
Nixon as saying Israel’s securi­ 
ty can come finally only from 
peace with the Arabs. 
Rogers, 
carrying 
a 
letter 
from Nixon to Prime Minister 
Golda Meir, said he wascon- 
vinced there may not be a “bet­ 
ter opportunity for a long time 
to come” to settle the Arab- 
Israeli conflict.

guilders. 
Trading in marks was suspend­ 
ed in Japan to bolster the dol­ 
lar’s value. 
Britain, France, Italy and the 
Scandinavian countries contin­ 
ued to support the dollar by 
buying it at the lowest rate they 
could. 
The dollar is in a unique posi­ 
tion in international economic 
affairs because all other cur­ 
rencies in non-Communist coun­ 
tries are valued officially in 
terms of dollars. The United 
States, therefore, could not de­ 
value the dollar, as other coun­ 
tries have their currencies, be­ 
cause any revaluation automat- 
i c a l l y 
w o u l d 
b r i n g 
corresponding changes in the 
worth of other currencies. 
If the m ark revalued upward, 
however, the dollar would buy 
fewer marks and the e f f e c t 
would be one of a dollar deval­ 
uation. 
It was inconceivable to many 
Americans flooding European 
c a p i t a l s at the start of the 
heavy tourist season that Euro­ 
peans were rolling in the wel­ 
come mat for the almighty dol­ 
lar. Some reacted with open 
resentment and anger. 
“We may cut our trip short 
and may even be prepared to 
say to hell with Europe and 
God bless America,” Ted Mar- 
kovic, a film editor from Glen 
Rock, N.J., said in Paris. 
Mrs. Sally Senator of Pitts­ 
burgh, also in Paris, summed 
up her group’s feelings this 
way: “The (Europeans) love 
the almighty dollar as we see 
it. They grab every penny out 
of it. They’ve forgotten the 
Marshall plan.” 
W h i l e banks in Paris and 
London continued to accept dol­ 
lars, their counterparts in West 
Germany, 
Switzerland, 
The 
Netherlands, Austria, Belgium 
and Portugal closed their doors 
to American money. Some ho­ 
tels also refused dollars. 
But 
Americans 
generally 
were able to make other ar­ 
rangements. 
In London, American tourists 
jammed the American Express 
office to cash in their dollars 
for pounds.

German Shipowners both ad­ 
vised the government against 
either an upward revaluation or 
a floating mark. They said ei­ 
ther move would reduce the 
competitiveness of German ex­ 
porters and shipowners, without 
striking at the cause of infla­ 
tion, which they consider to be 
unjustified wage demands. 
During the last monetary cri­ 
sis in September, 1969, the Bonn 
government decided on a tem­ 
porarily floating m ark as a sol­ 
ution. After allowing it to float 
for just under four weeks, it 
was given a new fixed parity 
near the price at which it had 
levelled off in free trade. 
The American dollar was the 
object of the heavy currency 
speculation that swept Europe 
this week, and it took so bad a 
buffeting that the West Ger­ 
man 
government 
closed 
all 
money and gold markets until 
Monday. Switzerland, Belgium, 
Holland and Austria also re­ 
fused to buy U.S. dollars. 
The money crisis moved on to 
Asia 
today 
when 
Japanese 
banks and markets opened fol­ 
lowing a o n e - d a y holiday 
Wednesday. The Japanese cen­ 
tral bank bought more than 
$200 million in the morning ses­ 
sion of the foreign exchange 
market. 
Japanese Finance Minister 
Takeo F u k u d a said the yen 
would not be revalued upward 
a 11 h o u g h it was one of the 
“strong” currencies being ex­ 
changed for dollars. 
The reason the dollar is under 
attack is that people want to 
sell dollars to buy other curren­ 
cies —German marks, Swiss 
francs or Japanese yen. Bank­ 
ers, businessmen and specula­ 
tors in E u r o p e have been 
betting either the m ark would 
be revalued upward or the dol­ 
lar would be devalued. 
While Germany’s economy is. 
booming, the United States has 
made deep outlays on the war 
in Indochina and its balance of 
payments deficit has been wor­ 
sening. 
Devaluation of the dollar was 
unlikely since it would not only 
lose value a g a i n s t s u c h 
“strong” 
currencies 
as 
the 
mark, but also against all other 
currencies.

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Secretary Of State To Challenge Campaign Ruling 


LOS ANGELES (UPI)-Se- 
cretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. said today he would 
appeal directly to the state 
supreme court a lower court 
ruling that permits secret 
contributions to campaigns for 
or against measures on election' 
ballots. 
“ If the lower court decision is 


allowed to stand, California 
voters will soon witness the 
most dishonest campaigns in 
America,” Brown told a news 
conference at the Ambassador 
Hotel. 
“The decision invites every’ 
special interest group in the 
country to rush into California 
and trick the voters with 


fraudulent advertising.” 
Brown had brought suit to 
force disclosure of campaign 
funds used to defeat Proposition 
18 in the Nov. 3 election. It 
would have permitted use of a 
portion of gasoline tax funds for 
smog control and for develop­ 
ment of a rapid transit system 
in the metropolitan areas of the 


state. 
Oil companies had bitterly 
fought the proposition. Among 
the defendants was a group 
called “Californians Against the 
Street and Road Tax Trap.” 
Superior Court Judge Arthur 
K. Marshall ruled Tuesday that 
the Elections Code section 
under which the suit was 


brought was unconstitutional. 
He said the section discriminat­ 
ed against contributors to 
campaigns involving initiative 
measures and favored donors to 
individual candidates. 
Brown said he was taking the 
“extraordinary step” of bypass­ 
ing the lower appelate courts 
because the matter was of such 


extreme urgency. 
“Big corporations that pollute 
our air and water now have 
official court authority to run 
ballot campaigns behind a cloak 
of secrecy and I believe the 
Supreme Court must immedi­ 
ately correct this by upholding 
the public’s right to know 
exactly who is supporting and 


opposing ballot measures,” he 
said. 
The lawsuit had been filed 
against three oil companies 
charging they gave a total of 
$95,000 in anonymous contribu­ 
tions in the campaign against 
Proposition 18. 
Marshall dismissed the suit 
after defense attorneys, includ­ 


ing those for Gulf, Mobil and 
Standard of California, chal­ 
lenged the constitutionality of 
the law. 
Brown said his appeal will be 
filed early this week.

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Hunting Dogs 
Are Interesting 


By SHERMAN WAUCER 
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The Hunting Dogs make up a 
constellation that is also dim 
and rather difficult to trace out, 
but t h e r e are a great many 
objects of telescopic interest 
within its borders. 
The dogs belong to Bootes 
(the Herdsman or Bear Driver) 
and are restrained by a leash 
as they chase the Great Bear 
around the pole star. The north­ 
ern dog is named Asterion and 
the other is Chara. 
To locate the Hunting Dogs, 
face southward at 9 p.m. and 
look at the region of sky that is 
almost exactly overhead. 
The constellation does have 
one fairly bright second-magni­ 
tude star, Cor Caroli (the Heart 
of Charles. It was named for 
Charles II of England at a time 
when it was the fashion to cur­ 
ry favor with royalty by nam­ 
ing a star or planet for them. 
Herschel, you may remember, 
tried to name the p 1 a n e t he 
discovered, Uranus, for George 


III of England, without success. 
There is a star cluster (M-3) 
in this constellation which you 
might see as a faint hazy spot, 
but only if conditions are ideal 
and you have good eyesight. It 
is made up of thousands of suns 
and is known as the Whirlpool 
Nebula. It is more than 60 light- 
years across.

A spokesman for the Niagara 
M o h a w k Power Corp. said 
Wednesday the 55 1,000-watt 
light bulbs that decorated the 
top of the building were turned 
off at the request of the Rev.

A ceiling on Mill Valley's 
population was looked on favor­ 
ably last night by city council- 
men and planning commission­ 
ers.

adjourned meeting, 
councilmen, commissioners and 
audience members said a popu­ 
lation limit was necessary in 
Mill Valley. 
“We’ve got to recognize that 
there is an optimum population 
beyond which the quality of life 
is bound to deteriorate,” said 
Planning Commissioner Ivan S. 
Poutiatine.

SANTA ROSA — The Sonoma 
County supervisors have chosen 
colleague Henry Spomer to rep­ 
resent their board in negotia- 
t i o n s to form a north coast 
regional government. 


Spomer, whose name was 
picked in a hat-drawing, won 
out over Robert Theiller, who 
also had sought the position. 


Spomer’s job will be to form 
g u i d e l i n e s for Sonoma’s 
planned hookup with an alli­ 
ance that is to include Mendoci­ 
no, L a k e , Del Norte and 
Humboldt 
counties. 
Sonoma 
voters chose at the polls last 
month to withdraw from the 
Association of Bay Area Gov­ 
ernments. 
In other business Tuesday, 
supervisors rezoned a 300-acre 
parcel near Lichau Road in Co- 
tati from unclassified to rural 
residential for a subdivision of 
1.25-acre lots. County Planning 
Director George Kovatch un­ 
successfully urged that the ap­ 
proval. be accompanied by a 
requirement for a development 
plan. 


Councilmen generally agreed, 
but took no step last night ei­ 
ther to set a figure or embark 
on a study to determine what 
that figure might be. 
Despite the lack of action, the 
theme of clamping a size lid on 
the city persisted through the 
discussion of a new density for­ 
mula. 
Planning Commissioner Paul 
E. Rosenthal explained that the 
density formula, if approved by 
the council after being devel­ 
oped in final form, would base 
density on the number of bed­ 
rooms rather than units per 
acre. 
“ The present system (units 
per acre) is based essentially on 
the number of kitchens, be­ 
cause a unit is defined as a 
dwelling structure with a kitch­ 
en,” he said. 
But the i m p a c t on the 
community is affected by other 
factors: access to the property, 
slope of the land, amount of 
open space in the development 
and, most important, the size of 
units and number of bedrooms. 
“ I have a lot of reservations 
about this proposal,” Rosenthal 
admitted. “It needs some work, 
but the planning commission 
wanted approval in principle 
before it puts the idea into an 
ordinance.” 
The basic appeal of the new 
system. Rosenthal said, is that 
it spells out variables — access, 
open space and such — and 
thus eliminates “horsetrading,” 
wherein the city and developers 
trade density increases for open 
space and other amenities. 
Councilmen told the planners 
to submit more data on how the 
new system would work — in­ 
cluding specific figures on the 
relative weight of different­ 
sized units — and return to the 
council. 
Mayor George E. Wickham 
said the council will take anoth­ 
er look at the m atter when it 
has 
the additional data, in 
about a month. 


Larkspur 
City 
councilmen 
rushed last night to beat the 
waning fiscal year calendar 
and save $40,000 in urban thor­ 
oughfare funds. 


City Engineer Roy H. Hoff­ 
man was ordered to call for 
bids on a major remodeling of 
the Magnolia Avenue-Doherty 
Drive intersection, estimated to 
cost $140,000 and give the city 
its first traffic light. 


City Mgr. Kent B. Bathurst 
explained that the work must 
be contracted before July 1 or 
the state and federal urban 
thoroughfare funds would be 
lost. He told the council that 
accumulated 
city 
and 
state 
highway funds plus **a couple 
of months of next year’s gas 
tax funds” should suffice. He 
admitted 
having 
misgivings 
about cash flow during the con­ 
tract period. 


The council voted a series of 
related actions for the project. 
It approved $56,000 out-of-court 
condemnation suit settlement 
with C. T. H. Wright for ap­ 
proximately 7,000 square feet of 
property on both sides of Doh­ 
erty Drive at the intersection, 
ordered the road work bids to 
include alternates for extending 
new sewer lines from the cor­ 
ner to Henry Hall School, and 
approved hiring a traffic con­ 
sultant for up to $3,500 to design 
the $35,000 set of computerized 
traffic signals for the busy in­ 
tersection. The traffic signals 
on Sir Francis Drake Boulevard 
are in county territy, Bathurst 
explained, 
when 
questioned 
whether the Magnolia Avenue 
lights would be the city’s first. 
Proposals for multiple-resi­ 
dential development near the 
boardwalk and for a supermar­

Earl E. Sullaway, secretary-

are 
“ incapable of supporting their 
families at the most minimal 
level, based on Federal Bureau 
of Labor statistics.” 
“ If the governor cannot see 
his way clear to recommending 
a cost-of-living in crease,” he 
said, “ then we request th at 
some allowance be m ade for 
survival.” 
Sullaway said such a raise 
“ would provide a guarantee 
th at thousands of state em ­ 
ployes and their families could 
continue to exist.” 


U.S. Budget Deficit 
May Hit $19 Million

George P. Shultz, director of 
the Office of Management and 
Budget for the Nixon adminis­ 
tration, predicts the federal def­ 
icit for the business year ending 
June 30 will be more than $19 
billion—a figure that would be 
the second largest since World 
War II. 
In January the administra­ 
tion had projected a $18.6 bil­ 
lion deficit for the current fiscal 
year. The largest red ink year 
since World War II was 1968, 
when the deficit was $25.2 bil­ 
lion.

Progress of women toward 
equality with men in radio and 
television is disappointing ac­ 
cording to Jeanne Toncre of 
Mill Valley, who returned Fri­ 
day from the 20th annual con­ 
vention in Washington, D.C., of 
American Women in Radio and 
Television. 
Mrs. Toncre, who is director 
of women’s community affairs 
for KRON-TV, is the newly 
elected president of the Golden 
Gate Chapter of the organiza­ 
tion. 
• “A panel program, ‘Focus on 
Women,’ was the highlight of 
the convention, which attracted 
650 women broadcasters from 
all sections of the Uited States' 
and several foreign countries,” 
Mrs. Toncre said. 


“MODERATOR WAS Betty 
Groebli, broadcaster for NBC in 
Washington, 
D.C. 
Panelists 
were Jo Foxworth, president of 
her own advertising agency and 
past national advertising wom­ 
an of the year; Xandra Kay- 
den, director of development 
for the women’s action pro­ 
gram of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare; 
and 
Marguerite 
Rawalt 
(a 
member of the National Organ­ 
ization for Women), attorney 
and member of the President’s 
Commission on the Status of 
Women, 1961-63 and Citizens 
Advisory Council on the Status 
of Women, 1963-68. 
“The consensus was that dis­ 
crimination against women is 
widespread in broadcasting. It 
was noted that in the entire 
United States there are less 
than 300 women broadcasters 
on radio and television, with 
Nancy 
Dickerson, 
Barbara 
Walters and Pauline Frederick 
about the only women broad­ 
casters on network TV, in com­ 
parison with men who are all 


over the tubes,” Mrs. Toncre 
said. 
The w o m e n said the same 
discrimination was evident be­ 
hind the scenes too, Mrs. Ton­ 
cre said. 
All agreed that there should 
be equal pay for equal work,” 
she said. “Some felt that wom­ 
en should do more about im­ 
proving their situation, but the 
q u e s t i o n was how. Many 
thought too aggressive methods 
only arouse antagonism.” 
ESPECIALLY 
FRUSTRAT­ 
ING, Jeanne said, was the lack 
of sympathy for women’s posi­ 
tion, revealed in a panel com­ 
posed of prominent men in the 
broadcasting field. 
“Typical of the way they 
skirted the issues,” she said, 
“was the attitude of Vincent 
Wasilewski, president of the 
National Association of Broad­ 
casters, who said, ‘I am fond of 
women — I have a wife and 
four daughters — and a woman 
attorney on my staff.’ 
“The men said little more 
than that ‘the ladies have come 
a long w a y . ’ They acted as 
though they were r u n n i n g 
scared,” she commented. 
Jeanne said the only sympa­ 
thy for the women’s position 
came from a man from another 
country, John Akar, who until 
last week was the ambassador 
from Sierra Leone to the United 
States. He was moderator and 
keynote speaker for the men’s 
panel on “Future Trends in 
Communications.” 
Mrs. Toncre said the general 
feeling at the end of the conven­ 
tion was that, though women in 
broadcasting 
have 
accom­ 
plished much, they are still 
way down at the bottom of the 
list in making progress toward 
equal rights and opportunities. 
The women were received by 
Mrs. Richard M. Nixon. 


Kitchen 
Safety Rules 
For Children 


How can you make the kitch­ 
en safer for your children? 
Your children probably know 
a lot about kitchen safety — but 
don’t take their knowledge for 
granted. 
Children forget easily, and 
they like to experiment and 
play. If by chance they haven’t 
completely understood 
about 
kitchen safety, you may not 
know it until it’s too late. 
So, help your children re­ 
member these safety rules and 
help them practice. 
TEACH THEM that a range 
and oven aren’t playthings — 
that top burners get very hot 
and can burn fingers. 
Tell them that the range and 
oven control knobs are not to be 
played with. 
Keep m a t c h e s out of the 
reach of children. 
Remember that kids today 
see knives used in movies and 
on TV — so be sure that your 
kitchen knives are safely out of 
the reach of playful youngsters. 
It might be wise to let the kids 
feel the edge and point of a 
knife while you hold their hands 
— so they can understand that 
it is sharp and you can hurt 
someone. 


IF YOU have any large kitch­ 
en appliances (such as an emp- 
1 
ty refrigerator, or a freezer or 
even a large oven) don’t ever 
let your children play inside 
them. All too often children ac­ 
cidently lock themselves inside 
their “special hideout.”

“If you can love them 
while they’re with you 
and then let them go, 
that’s a good attitude,” 
says foster mother Shir­ 
ley Pollock, who has 
welcomed three home­ 
less boys into her fami­ 
ly, knowing that they 
would leave her. 


To g i v e a home to a boy 
whose parents temporarily can­ 
not provide one for him and to 
fill-in her own family, Mrs. 
Warren Pollock of Mill Valley 
applied six years ago for her 
“License to Conduct a Boarding 
Home for Children.” 
“Doesn’t that sound like Oliv­ 
er Twist?” laughs Shirley as 
she takes a moment’s rest in 
her Scott Valley home, which 
has an organ, a guitar, two cats 
with kittens, a dog bought for 
her foster sons and a gentle 
horse visiting in the backyard. 
The Pollocks made 
their 
house a foster home to provide 
their daughter, Betsy, with a 
brother and because, “God 
knows there is a need for it.” 
When it looked like Betsy would 
be an only child, the Pollocks 
went to the Departemnt of Pub­ 
lic Social Services for a foster 
son. It was not a shortcut to 
adoption, since foster children 
are temporary. The agency’s 
aim is to reunite families, she 
says, adding that age and cir­ 
cumstances prevented the Pol­ 
locks from c o n s i d e r i n g 
adoption. 
“THERE ARE all sorts of 
reasons you get these kids. A 
parent might be institutional­ 
ized. The mother might be in 
the hospital. Or the child might 
have parents who delight in 
beating kids. Then the courts 
get involved until the trouble is 
ironed out,” says Shirley. 
For the first month with a 
new foster son, Shirley is very 
careful and tries to be profes­ 
sional. After that, “It’s fami- 
1 y . ’ ’ When she has some 
problem she can’t cope with, 
Shirley consults the child’s case 
worker. 
“They’re professionals. There 
is help. You are not left floun­ 
dering,” she says. 
Shirley has experienced noth­ 
ing but friendliness and cooper­ 
ation from her f o s t e r son’s 
parents. The boys would often 
visit their parents on weekends. 
If his mother were in the hospi­ 
tal, Shirley would think it was 
quite natural for his father to 
come to her home to put the 
boy to bed every night. But she 
wouldn’t want a parent sitting 
at her kitchen table all day, 
says Shirley, adding that “from 
what I’ve heard, sometimes it 
is the parents who are the prob­ 
lems.” 
“IT MAKES YOU feel good 
to hear from the boy later,” 
says the foster mother. She has 


received phone calls and cards 
from her first foster son who 
lived with the Pollocks for 14 
months: 
“Hi! Remember me? How 
are things?” 
The voice of that boy, who is 
“doing fine now,” brought back 
to Shirley the scene six years 
ago when a resentful, argumen­ 
tative and rude eight-year-old 
arrived with his few things in a 
box. He was upset because his 
homelife was upset, explains 
the foster mother. He adjusted 
after a tough summer. It took 
him awhile to get used to Shir­ 
ley and her discipline, which 
was not what he was used to 
before. 
“He would slam every door 
in the house when I sent him to 
his room,” she remembers. 


SINCE THEN Shirley feels 
she has 1 e a r n e d a lot more 
about children and mentally 
apologizes to him for cutting his 
Beatle haircut and putting him 
to bed at 7:30 p.m. 


Her husband Warren, an ar­ 
chitect, adds, 


“After a month and a half he 
settled in then he was part of 
the family. At first he called us 
‘Mr. and Mrs.,’ but soon it was 
‘Mom and Dad.’ He knew he 
belonged and was part of the 
scheme. We treated him exact­ 
ly the same as we treat Betsy.” 
Betsy, five years old when 
her first foster brother arrived, 
inquired why his own parents 
didn’t take care of him. Her 
mother explained that, for the 
time being, his parents could 


not take care of him so they 
were. 
The t i n y girl told this at 
school until the boy pleaded 
with his foster mother. 
“Can’t you make her be qui­ 
et!” 
Shirley heartily agreed and 
said that family problems are 
nobody’s business. 
HER PARENTS feel that, ex­ 
cept for normal sibling rival­ 
ries, Betsy has accepted her 
foster brothers very well, possi­ 
bly because the first foster 
brother arrived when she was 
so young. It isn’t always easy 
for Betsy and sometimes she 
complains: 
“Why do I have to have such 
a dumb brother?” (But she has 
always said “brother.”) 
A foster child receives a mod­ 


est food and clothing allowance 
and his medical and dental bills 
are paid by Medi-Cal. 
“But if you think people get 
into it for the money, forget it,” 
says Warren Pollock. 
The Foster Parents Associa­ 
tion exchanges clothing for 
growing foster children. It was 
organized so foster parents 
could help one another and 
could act as a lobbying group 
about their problems. 
ONE GRIEVANCE, Shirley 
says, is that it is unreasonable 
to expect a private home to 
have the same fire prevention 
facilities as a large institution. 
After their first foster son left 
them, Shirley and Warren rest­ 
ed for three m o n t h s before

We don’t have a Family 
S e r v i c e Agency or Mental 
Health Clinic in our town. 
Where can salaried people go 
when they need psychotherapy?

Perhaps if I 
print it often enough, areas now 
lacking in mental health clinics 
or Family Service Agencies will 
see the need and meet it.

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“breaking in a new colt.” They 
are listed with the agency as 
wanting a boy younger than 
Betsy because, as Shirley says, 
she is not expert, only a harried 
mother who is not ready to cope 
with a teen-ager’s problems. 
When the agency suggested 
they take in a first grade boy 
the same age as Betsy, Warren 
wanted to meet the boy first. A 
“freckled, blue-eyed doll” came 
with his father for the introduc­ 
tion, carrying his Halloween 
costume. The boy asked if he 
could stay and the Pollocks told 
him they would let him know on 
Monday. As the car turned 
around in front of their house, 
the Pollocks said to each other: 
“Why wait until Monday?” 
Betsy took her new twin by 
the hand to school to show him 
off. Her mother says that this 
second foster son was not re­ 
sentful. He was from a large, 
close family and he knew they 
would be reunited soon. Also, 
his father, a widower, would 
gather all his children from 
their foster homes and take 
them out on Sundays. 
“A man gets in a bind and 
goes looking for help,” says 
Shirley sympathetically. 
He was their foster son for 16 
months. The Pollocks have re­ 
cently received a letter from 
him and Betsy urges her moth­ 
er to hurry up and write back. 
SHIRLEY FEELS more re­ 
laxed with her third foster son 
who has lived with them for 
two years, since he was four 
years old. Coming home from 
kindergarten, he stops briefly 
in the house to lisp, 
“Mommie, will you go to the 
open house at school tonight?” 
And then he is off to climb a 
tree. 
This one will be hard to let 
go, Shirley says. 
These foster sons have filled- 
in her family and re-created the 
atmosphere Shirley knew as 
one of three children in Glen­ 
coe, 111. 
“One Christmas we had all 
ages of relatives-who-were-not- 
strangers, from a great-great 
grandmother of 93 to a year-old 
baby. Later I came out here 
where I didn’t know anybody,” 
says Shirley. 
She attended New Trier High 
School in Winnetka, 111. She re­ 
ceived her bachelor’s degree in 
modern languages at Grinnell 
College in Iowa. On a tour of 
Europe, Shirley visited Luxem- 
bourgers who had billeted her 
father during the First World 
War and Viennese who had re­ 
ceived Care packages from her 
grandmother. 
RETURNING HOME, she be­ 
came a budget analyst and, in 


1951, arrived in San Francisco 
on a Greyhound bus. Here she 
met Warren, an architect from 
Seattle, at night school, and 
they were married in 1954. Bet­ 
sy was born in 1960. 


Shirley is learning to play the 
organ and guitar, and has sung 
in choral groups like Commu­ 
nity Chorus at College of Ma­ 
rin. She says she “grew up in 
church choirs.” 


The Pollocks enjoy camping 
in the high Sierra. 
In 1968 they bought a Corona­ 
do 25 sailboat “after Shirley 
had had only one sailing les­ 
son.” Warren had sailed years 
ago in Seattle. The family en­ 
joys living aboard ship on their 
vacations on the Delta. While 
cruising the children stay in the 
cabin or wear life jackets on 
deck. 
‘ ‘ Th e boy has loved the 
boat,” says his foster mother.

Exclusion Appeal 
By Smog Board

SAN FRANCISCO — Bay 
ally from Bodega Bay to Mount 
Area Air Pollution Control Dis­ 
trict directors appealed yester­ 
day to the state to rescind its 
decision to exclude large por­ 
tions of S o n o m a and Solano 
counties from the district. (An­ 
other pollution control district 
story, page 1) 
But if the state Air Resources 
Board refuses to rescind its 
April decision, then it should 
reduce the territory to be ex­ 
cluded, the directors unani­ 
mously declared. 
They also urged that the state 
board review the effect of any 
exclusion of territory after six 
months. 
The state board is to take 
final action on the p r e c i s e 
boundaries of the excluded ter­ 
ritory’ at its May 19 meeting in 
Eureka. 
Sonoma, Solano and Napa 
counties were annexed to the 
district by the 1970 Legislature, 
effective this coming July 1. 
The 1970 law, however, allowed 
the counties to seek exclusion of 
territory’ 
from 
the 
district, 
which two of them promptly 
did. 
Sonoma supervisors won ten­ 
tative approval from the state 
board of a dividing line gener- 


St. Helena. It would put 647 
square miles in the district, and 
exclude 932 square miles, ac­ 
cording to county figures. 
Such a line also would ex­ 
clude the county’s major lum­ 
ber mills from the Bay Area 
district’s jurisdiction, a point 
that bothered Santa Rosa May­ 
or Gerald M. Poznanovich. “I’m 
not convinced there are two 
s e p a r a t e air basins in the 
county.” he told the board. 
He said that his city council 
had not opposed the county’s 
plea to the state board because 
the council was certain the plea 
would be rejected. 
The district’s chief adminis­ 
trative officer, D. J. Callaghan, 
said that there was no effective 
air pollution control in either 
Yolo or Mendocino counties, ad­ 
jacent to the territory to be 
excluded from the Bay Area 
district. The result was that 
there would be virtually no air 
pollution control over those por­ 
tions of Sonoma and Solano, 
Callaghan said. 
The Bay Area district has 
argued that air contaminants 
emitted anywhere in the nine- 
county region affect air quality 
in other parts of the region.

Relations Committee.

breakers.”

lines and prey on the jobs of 
Californians” — already pro­ 
hibited by federal law. 
Spokesmen for the California 
Conference of Employers and 
the California Newspaper Pub­ 
lishers Association called the 
bill “a compulsory closing law” 
and “a turkey” introduced and 
voted down repeatedly for the 
past 10 years. 
Former State Labor Commis­ 
sioner Sigmund Arywitz of the 
Los Angeles County Federation 
of Labor testified violence is 
associated with strikebreakers 
because “these people are not 
nice. Some carry guns.” 
Committee member William 
Ketchum, R-Paso Robles, asked 
if it were strikebreakers who 
killed a nonunion printer at the 


aminer and systems design en­ 
gineer Allan W. Daly of the San 
Rafael Independent-Joumal. 
“I don’t know . . . we’re not 
policemen,”

Henning, secretary-treasurer ot 
the California Labor Federa­ 
tion. 
The slaying of Los Angeles 
printer Maurice Maynard is un­ 
solved; Frank J. Thurber, a 
member of the Newspaper Mai­ 
lers Union, was convicted of 
murdering Daly, who had never 
worked for a newspaper before. 
The mailers union is an affili­ 
ate of San Francisco Typo­ 
graphical Union 21, which has 
been on strike against the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal since Jan. 7, 
1970. Daly was fatally wounded 
in his San Francisco home on 
July 4,1970.

How A Broken Violin String 
Sparked A Memorable Evening

SAN FRANCISCO - A fired 
up Seiji Ozawa, a broken violin 
string, a magnetic guest artist 
plus the towering works of Pa­ 
ganini and Beethoven made last 
night’s San Francisco Sympho­ 
ny Orchestra concert in the Op­ 
era House a memorable one. 
M a e s t r o Ozawa’s creed 
seemed to be “run, not walk” 
as he zipped in out of the or­ 
chestra shell to take bows, con­ 
gratulate the orchestra, shake a 
hand or single out an individual 
player. 
From whatever drives the 
tiny conductor, the orchestra 
-seemed to catch fire. Its per­ 
sonnel were in rare form, pro- 
d u c i n g some of the most 
beautiful sounds of the season, 
which is rapidly drawing to a 
close. 
But taken in order, the case 
of the b r o k e n violin string 
seemed to make the concert one 
of those “togetherness’ things 
with the full house rooting for 
its field boss, team and guest. 
It’s a good feeling and pinpoints 
the sheer enjoyment produced 
in these past 21 weeks by Oza­ 
wa. 
It all happened so quickly — 
tne broken violen string, that is 
— the audience gasped, the 
young guest violinist 
Itzhak 
Perlman turned quickly from 
his chair on a raised platform 
to concert-master Stuart Canin 
for his fiddle, who is turn hand­ 
ed the wounded instrument to 
an associate in back, who im­ 
mediately gave up his instru­ 
ment to the concertmaster and 
then 
began 
repairs, 
pulling 
from his j a c k e t a case with 
strings. 
The musical chairs business 
broke the tension, Perlman let 
out a laugh, Ozawa stopped the 
orchestra, the guest picked up 
the fast pace of the Violin Con­ 
certo in E Flat (D) Major, Opus 
6 by Paganini to finish the first 
movement — the allegro maes­ 
toso — in complete, unshaken 
virtuosity. 
The audience then broke into 
appreciative applause, the vio­ 
lins were reshuffled and Perl­ 
man, who debuted with the 
symphony two seasons ago, 
went on to conquer the difficult 
work which is one of the real 
showpieces for violin. 
Perlm an’s understanding of 


his instrument, at the youthful 
age of 25, is amazing. His tones 
were crystal clear, even in the 
two-string passages. It was an­ 
other one of those complete un­ 
derstandings 
of 
the 
score 
between 
guest and 
maestro 
which has been evidenced so 
frequently this season. 
Following the final notes, the 
audience leaped to its feet to 
give Perlman, crippled since a 
youngster by polio and shackled 
by braces and crutches, a rare 
and warm ovation. 
What Ozawa captured in the 
Paganini — a full bodied but 
relaxed sound — continued to 
build in the mighty Symphony 
No. 3 in E Flat Major, Opus 55 
— the Eroica — by Beethoven. 
The maestro obtained glowing 
passages from the horns, exqui­ 
site shadings from the violins, 
plus the usual fine work from 
the reeds. The reading was 
“ big league” all the way and 
once again signaled the orches­ 


tra's coming of age again for 
recording sessions. 
The 
evening 
opened 
with 
Gluck’s Overture to “Iphigenia 
in Aulis” which is full of lush 
melodies, especially in the low­ 
er strings. Ozawa seemed to let 
the orchestra flow into the 
beautifully 
constructed 
pas­ 
sages. 
Following the Gluck, Ozawa 
presented the string section in 
Wallingford Riegger’s “Study 
in Sonority, Opus 7.” The work 
is telegraphic with the melody 
launched by the first chair and 
then 
transferred 
to 
other 
chairs. While atonal in nature, 
it has a sensuous feel and is 
wonderfully expressive of early 
20th Century compositions.

Allende Gaining 
Support In Chile 


Thursday, May 6, 1971 


SANTIAGO, 
Chile 
(UPI)— 
Marxist President Salvador Al- 
1 e n d e , who took office six 
months ago pledging to “start 
Chile down the road to social­ 
ism,” has done just that— and 
increased his popular following 
coLSiderably in the bargain. 
S o c i a l i s t 
Allende, 
62, 
squeaked to victory last Nov. 3 
in the three-way presidential 
election with a 1.4 per cent 
plurality and only 36 per cent of 
the popular vote. He headed a 
coalition of his own socialists, 
the communists, the radicals 
and three small non-Marxist 
parties. 
In April’s municipal elections 
these forces won 48 per cent of 
the popular vote (50 per cent 
with a little government fudg­ 
ing of the official results to 
eliminate 
independents 
and 
blank ballots). Allende’s Social­ 
ist party vaulted into second 
place with 22 per cent of the 
votes, 
behind the 
reformist 
Christian Democrats (25 per 
cent) passing the hemisphere’s 
oldest Communist party for trfe 
first time. 
Despite a great outlay of ef­ 
fort and money the Communists 
moved up only one per cent to 
17. The rightist National Party 
got 18 per cent, a decline of 
f o u r per cent from the 1969 
parliamentary elections. The 
extreme left, but non-Marxist, 
Radical party which gave Al­ 
lende 
his 
narrow 
election, 
plunged to eight per cent. 
Allende’s popular support in­ 
creased, 
his 
opposition 
re­ 
mained apparently hopelessly 
divided between rightists and 
Christian 
Democrats 
—the 
same division of non-Marxist, 
forces which gave him the pres­ 
idency by default. 
Allende listed four major 
goals for his “road to social­ 
ism” government: nationaliza­ 
tion of foreign commerce and 
internal distribution; nationali­ 
zation of banks and credits; 
and completion of the agrarian 
reform with expropriation of 
every farm in Chile over 250 
acres. 
He has made great strides in 
all but the agrarian sector 
where illegal seizures of farms 
by leftist extremist have divert- 
• ed the government effort. 
Some Communists and So- 
ciaplists have participated in 
'the squatter movements, but 
those 
government 
parties 
quickly quelled this extracurri­ 
cular activity, and Allende fi­ 
nally warned publicly in his 
May Day speech that the sei­ 
zures must cease “because they 
threaten the agrarian reform 
with chaos.” 
On the positive side of the 
ledger for Allende was assur­ 
ance that his copper nationali­ 
zation bill will be enacted into 
law, probably this month, with 
Christian Democrat support. 
Indemnization for the Kenne- 
cott, Anaconda, and Cerro Cor- 
portation installations would be 
at initial investment, less de­ 
preciation and amortizations to 
be paid in 30 annual install­ 
ments at 3 per cent annual in­ 
terest. 
Copper produces 80 per cent 
of Chile’s foreign exchange 
earnings, and nationalization is 
so popular that the rightist Na­ 
tional Party has not even op­ 
posed the. measure except to 


predict dire marketing consequ­ 
ence. 
^ 


Allende has had mixed suc­ 
cess so far in achieving his goal 
of state control of banks and 
credits. Under the threat of na­ 
tionalization 
legislation 
_ 
which has never been presented 
—the government has bought, 
at premium prices, the control­ 
ling shares of nine of Chile’s 22 
private commercial banks. 
The effort continues. 
Allende put further pressure 
on the hold-out banks last week, 
restricting foreign 
exchange 
transactions to seven of the 
state banks. This deprives the 
private banks of a traditional 
source of commission inome. 


The Socialist president vir­ 
tually achieved his objective of 
a state monopoly on imports 
last week by applying 10,000 
per cent deposit requirements, 
on virtually all imports. 


In foreign affairs, Allende 
has established relations with 
Cuba, Red C h i n a , and East 
Germany, and has announced 
he will do so with North Korea 
and North Vietnam. Cuban Pre­ 
mier Fidel Castro has promised 
to visit Chile, which is trading 
beans, garlic and onions for Cu­ 
ban sugar. 


Relations with the United 
States have been cold but cor­ 
rect. 


Measures which have in­ 
creased Allende’s popularity 
with Chile’s proletariat majori­ 
ty have included: 


—Effective attempts to deliv­ 
er a free half-liter measure of 
powdered milk to each child 
daily; a reduction of 10 per cent 
in the price of men’s clothing; 
annullment of an electricity 
rate increase conceded by the 
past administrations; dissolu­ 
tion of the riot p o l i c e squad 
which used to break up strikers 
and demonstrating students; 
priority for the popular neigh­ 
borhoods in construction of the 
projected metropolitan subway;, 
a minimum wage for domestic 
servants. 


Allende’s 6nly major legisla­ 
tive setback was the govern­ 
ment withdrawal in face of 
certain defeat of the projected 
‘‘Popular Tribunals” a project 
aimed at creating neighborhood 
courts to try “antisocials.”

Novato Student Leader 
Sees 'Confused' Nation

The United States today “ is 
more confused than anything 
else,” in the view of an 18-year- 
old student leader from Novato. 
John Briggs, a member of the 
student body council at San Ma­ 
rin High School and of the No­ 
vato 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission, 
cited 
changing 
views toward marriage, work 
and religion. 
But in the long run, he said, 
“ I don’t think our generation 
will do anything drastically dif­ 
ferent” than has been done by 
past generations. 
No matter how idealistic peo­ 
ple are when they are young, 
they “ always mature to the 
point where they stagnate,” he 
commented. 
There are some politicians 
who “ carry on the young vitali­ 
ty,” such as expressing concern 
for environment, “ a big band­ 
wagon that most are getting on, 
and some are getting off early 
because it’s too hot,” he said. 
Briggs 
expressed 
concern 
about the middle-aged man, 
with children to support, who is 
a ‘ ‘ s l a v e to his job,” and 
d o e s n ’ t have a chance to 
change his way of life. 
“ Society doesn’t allow for 
change by an individual,” he 
said. The man trapped in his 
job can’t risk breaking the 
mold if he wanted to because 
“ he couldn’t risk not feeding 
his children.” 
More and more young people 
“ are interested in getting in a 
line of work they can mold to 
their own character instead of 
molding their character to the 
job, and they would like to have 
a freedom of choice,” Briggs 
said. 
Before then, there are wor­ 
ries about having enough mon­ 
ey to attend college, and being 
accepted at the college of one’s 
choice, he said. 
Briggs advocated a “ sabbati­ 
cal for students,” between high 
school and the end of college 
“ just to get away from the dol­ 
drums of classes.” 
Traveling and talking to oth­ 
ers during that year would aid 
them in years ahead, give them 
another 
year 
to 
determine 
which way they are headed in 
life, before they were commit­ 
ted, he said.

“Maturity equals stagnation” 


Schools teach the three r’s, 
but “the problem I see is it 
really doesn’t help you to find 
out where you really want to be 
pointed to . . . there are so 
many opportunities. 


On marriage, 
Briggs 
said 
“ more and more young people 
are feeling the marriage license 
really doesn’t constitute mar­ 
riage . . . more and more wish 
they could have a loose mar­ 
riage, but still a great number 
would rather go through the 
ceremony.” 


Either way, Briggs said, it 
was up to the person involved, 
and he hoped that “ society 
won’t pressure them to con­ 
form.” 


Some young people are trying 
a communal living, “ a type of 
living many tried in genera­ 
tions before,” and some leave 
“ either dissatisfied or can’t 
take it,” he said. 
Briggs also said there is a 
new approach to religion on the 
part of some youths. “ Religion 
is really exciting now. It’s ex- 
c i t i n g to be around the kids 
called ‘Jesus Freaks,” but that 
name doesn’t seem to fit. I 
think it’s really a good move­ 
ment.” 
These youths, he believed, 
“ are more sincere abut God in 
their own way,” than many 
who go to church one day a 
week. 


The idea of ‘ ‘ o n e hour, 
dressed quite well . . . that 
automatically shuts out some 
people right there . . . that’s 
disillusioning for most people,” 
he said. 


Concerning the Vietnam War, 
Briggs commented: 
“ Just a 
few years ago I was for the war 
because my brother was in it. 
Now I look upon in as a rotting 
piece of meat hung around our 
neck. I think more and more 
kids are just ignoring the war, 
ignoring that it exists.” 


Instead of the youth concern 
and involvement of the recent 
past, there is now indifference, 
he said. 
Briggs described prejudice as 
a “ human reaction” that has 
existed for ages. “ It’s a kind of 
d i s e a s e that’s been passed 
down,” he said. “ I do believe 
many of the parents have pass­ 
ed down a great deal of hate; 
more than kids deserve to re­ 
ceive about blacks.” 
He said he felt sorry for San 
Marin High School students, 
“ mostly middle class kids” who 
lack interracial experience, be­ 
cause there are few black stu­ 
dents there. 
“ They faintly realize poverty, 
but of course, what can a group 
of students do?” he asked. 
On drugs, Briggs said they 
are “ definitely in use. No mat­ 
ter where you go, you’ll find 
them.” Those who think they 
will enrich themselves by drug 
use “ are fooling themselves,” 
he said. 
B r i g g s felt the “ hair and 
dress” debate is now a “ dead 
issue, with people finally letting 
them go their own way. It’s the 
kids’s mind that’s important.” 
As for the future, he believed

The government, he 
said, unfortunately “is trying to 
make friends at the expense of 
the p e o p l e of the United 
States.” 
Briggs also felt that “ corrup­ 
tion in government needs look­ 
ing into.” 


Firecracker 
Blast At Bank

Magee Again Halts Hearing 


By MARY LEYDECKER 


It looked for a while yester­ 
day as if Angela Y. Davis were 
finally going to get a hearing on 
motions in her case, but the 
court session came to another 
halt 
when 
her 
codefendant 
Ruchell Magee challenged the 
latest judge. 
Judge Alan A. Lindsay of 
Alameda County, sitting in Ma­ 
rin Superior Court, then re­ 
cessed the case until Monday. 
A challenge of Judge Lindsay 
for cause, in which Miss Davis 
claimed he was a racist, was 
denied, but Magee yesterday fi­ 
nally succeeded in getting the 
court to recognize a perempto­ 
ry challenge which he made 
first on his own.. 
The question now is whether 
San Quentin inmate Magee still 
had his one peremptory chal­ 
lenge left or whether he used it 
against Marin Judge E. Warren 
McGuire last December. 
(Magee and Miss Davis are 
charged with murder, kidnap­ 
ping and conspiracy in connec­ 
tion with the Aug. 7 shoot-out at 
the Civic Center.) 
Magee has attempted to get 
rid of every judge assigned to 
the case, usually on the same 
grounds he used yesterday. He 
charged Judge Lindsay with 
“ driving over my rights” be­ 
cause the judge would not halt 
proceedings pending the out­ 


come of petitions for removal of 
his case to federal court. 
(Magee has been denied this 
transfer in the past but has 
attempted to file new petitions 
which federal judges in San 
Francisco refused to consider. 
Yesterday, Magee told Lind­ 
say he “ would spend anything” 
to get the judge out of the case 
when Lindsay asked him if he 
wanted to use his one peremp­ 
tory challenge. Magee’s court- 
appointed attorney, Ernest L. 
Graves of Los Angeles, at first 
refused to join Magee’s chal­ 
lenge but finally agreed reluc­ 
tantly to do so. Judge Lindsay 
had said he would not recognize 
the challenge unless made by 
Graves. 
Magee also said that Graves, 
appointed by the judge earlier 
in the day, had been picked by 
Lindsay to keep him from get­ 
ting rid of the judge. The judge 
was not going to recognize the 
challenge unless made by the 
attorney. 
Magee was also backed by 
Graves yesterday in his desire 
to 
represent 
himself, 
with 
G r a v e s asking for an early 
hearing on Magee’s competen­ 
cy. (Magee was ruled not capa­ 
ble of defending himself at a 
hearing last year.) 


In addition to deciding wheth­ 
er Magee still has a perempto­ 
ry challenge, Judge Lindsay 


asked the lawyers to present 
arguments Monday on whether 
if Magee uses his challenge, 
Miss Davis will also have one. 
He cited a Los Angeles case, 
where it was ruled that two 
defendants had but one peremp­ 
tory challenge between them. 
Howard Moore, chief counsel 
for Miss Davis, tried yesterday 
after the challenge was raised, 
to have Lindsay listen to a mo­ 
tion that Miss D a v i s be re­ 
leased on bail. 
The judge said he would if 
Moore would agree to be bound 
by his decision even with the 
challenge issue unsettled. When 
Moore refused to make such an 
agreement, the case was con­ 
tinued to Monday. 
It also came out in court yes­ 
terday that the five Marin Su­ 
perior Court judges have never 
officially 
disqualified 
them- 
s e l v e s from the case, even 
though an outside judge was 
asked to hear motions. 
After 
Judge 
Lindsay 
told 
Moore this, Moore a n g r i l y 
termed this a “fraud.”

Teen-Agers Put New Franchise 
To Test With Sample Balloting

Some 200 Terra Linda High 
School seniors were welcomed 
to the ranks of the electorate 
yesterday. 
The 18-year-olds tried out Ma­ 
rin County’s punch-card ballot 
system to vote on three sample 
measures, registered to vote in 
future 
elections 
and 
heard 
speeches by city and county 
officials and 
spokesmen for 
partisan and nonpartisan polit­ 
ical groups. It was the first 
such teen-age voter rally in 
California, its sponsors said. 
Peter C. M e y e r , Marin 
County elections clerk, gave the 
18-year-old 
voters 
copies 
of 
“ Why Bother,” a voter infor­ 
mation pamphlet produced by 
his office with the cooperation 
of a wide spectrum of Marin 
County p a r t i s a n s and the 
League of Women Voters. 
The 
students 
balloted 
on 
three measures. The 196 teen­ 
agers who visited official poll­ 
ing booths in the school gymna­ 
sium voted 178 to 13 in favor of 
giving 18, 19 and 20-year-olds 
the right to vote in state and 
local elections as well as feder­ 
al. 
They voted 160 to 22 in favor 
of extending all other adult 
privileges and responsibilities 
to 18-year-olds. 


The closest vote was on a 
measure asking the students 
whether they would vote for a 
womn for president of the Unit­ 
ed States. The result, 113 to 75 
in favor, was almost exactly in 
the ratio . of female to male 
voters participating. 
Besides Meyer, the students 
heard Judy Ainsworth of the 
League of Women Voters of 
Central Marin; Lotte Schiller, 
Democratic Party spokesman; 
Bert 
D. 
Inman, 
Republican 
Party; San Rafael City Council­ 
man John A. Miskimen, and 
Mrs. Harry R. Luchetta, field 
representative for State Sen. 
Peter H. Behr, R-San Rafael. 
Terra Linda Student Body 
President Gordon Walker was 
master of ceremonies. 
Meyer explained that the new 
voters’ booklet resulted from 
his office’s survey of attitudes 
among teen-agers who could be 
voters. 
“ Your 
attitude was, 
‘why bother?’,” he reported. 
The booklet was produced af­ 
ter some “hotly debated but 
very productive meetings,” he 
said, with all political factions 
in Marin. It is entirely nonpar­ 
tisan, Meyer declared. 
He urged teen-agers to take 
advantage of the book’s advice 
on how to take active political 
roles on all levels.

Meyer read a letter from As­ 
semblyman William T. Bagley, 
R-San Rafael, who said he re­ 
gretted inability to attend the 
rally. 


Bagley said he hoped that the 
necessary 38 states soon would 
ratify the constitutional amend­ 
ment giving 18-year-olds the 
vote in local and state elections, 
in addition to their new right to 
vote on federal issues. Califor­ 
nia and 19 other states have 
ratified the amendment, he not­ 
ed. 
Republican 
Inman 
joined 
Democrat Mrs. Schiller in urg­ 
ing the students to become ac­ 
tive in partisan work. Inman 
noted that to the beginner, “the 
political 
arena 
is somewhat 
frightening. . . all of us went 
t h r o u g h it. But he told the 
young people, “ you’ll discover 
you’re 
part 
of 
government 
when your first income tax bill 
arrives.” 
Mrs. Ainsworth explained the 
women voters’ program, trac­ 
ing it back to suffragettes who 
locked their bedroom doors as 
part of their campaign for the 
vote. But the league members 
are not necessarily part of Wom­ 
en’s Liberation, she said. “ On 
the 50th anniversary of the wom­ 
en’s francise,” she answered a 
questioner, “ Women’s Lib was 
picketing in the Civic Center; 
we were registering voters.” 
Councilman Miskimen urged 
young voters not to forget that 
they will have “ great influ­ 
ence” in local government, and 
pointed out that “local govern­ 
ment had great influence on 
you — your schools, whether 
your neighborhood has homes 
or apartments, whether Pep- 
perland (a San Rafael rock hall) 
is open.” 
Meyer said he plans to have 
similar school assemblies for 
teen-age voters in all Marin 
County schools next fall. 
Meyer and the political volun­ 
teers 
met 
with 
government 
classes in Sir Francis Drake 
High S c h o o l last week, and 
were to meet today with three 
sets of government classes in 
Redwood High School. 
Meyer said the “ Why Both­ 
er?” 
booklet 
was 
produced 
from election department voter 
education funds, and would be 
available in quantity at cost, 
which is 45 cents per copy. He 
said it is the only such pam­ 
phlet for teen-age and other 
new voters.

He said the board declined to 
act on the proposal he present­ 
ed at its Tuesday meeting and 
asked him to present a more 
complete plan for review at its 
May 19 meeting. 


The proposal by Shepherd 
would involve combining some 
administrative 
positions and 
moving all authority records 
and clerical personnel to the 
main office at 429 Drake Ave­ 
nue in Marin City. 
The leased housing office 
would remain in San Rafael 
under the new plan, he said, 
but much of the leased housing 
paperwork would be taken care 
of in Marin City and the di­ 


rector of the program would 
report to the main office each 
day, then go to San Rafael to 
handle lease negotiations and 
contract work. 
The authority currently has a 
full-time 
manager 
for 
the 
county’s four senior citizens’s 
housing p r o j e c t s (Novato, 
Homestead Valley, Northgate 
and Santa Venetia), according 
to Shepherd. 
If his plan is adopted, Shep­ 
herd said the housing manager 
would become a roving trouble 
shooter for all public housing in

GROWTH, a complex phenomenon, consists 
of a number of processes that must work in 
harmony to produce a normal creature. The 
various parts of the body seldom grow at the 
same rate or at the same time. Some organs 
complete their development before others 
have begun to do so. The thymus gland, foi 
example, attains its maximum size in early 
childhood, whereas the sex organs do not stir 
until puberty. The way in which teeth appear 
is an excellent example of nature’s harmony. 
Teeth erupt, at the precise mo­ 
rn e n t the jaw has room for 
them. 
ALL SPECIES of life begin 
as a s i n g l e cell be it man, 
mouse, 
elephant 
or 
whale. 
Thereafter, the rate of growth 
varies 
considerably 
and 
at 
birth, some animals are more 
developed than others. Follow­ 
ing birth, milk is the natural 
food for all mammals. The. 
quantity ingested determines 
the rate of early growth and 
each type of milk meets the 
genetic growth requirements of 
the particular animal. The ulti­ 
mate size of a species depends 
upon heredity and the pituitary 
gland. 
MUCH HAS BEEN written on 
how nutrition affects growth. 
Since most research is done on 
laboratory animals, we are not 
always sure that the findings 
are applicable to man. The diet 
may be adequate but for a 
number of good reasons is not 
completely absorbed. Many fa­ 
cets of nutrition seldom are 
considered. 
DURING INFANCY, for ex­ 
ample, nutrition contributes to 
the growth and development of 
the child. Food is a source of 
energy and if the room temper­ 
ature is far below normal, some 
of the edibles used to maintain 
body temperature are not de­ 
voted to growth. This is u small 
point 
but 
demonstrates 
the 
complex facets of nutrition. 
THE EFFECT of undernutri­ 
tion of growth varies with the 
stage of development the body 
has reached when the diet is 
inadequate. It is here that 
growth harmony is disturbed 
because certain organs have 
very high priorities for the 
available nutrients at different 
periods of life.

Outlines For Salary Increases 


Salary increases of 8.8 per 
cent for teachers and 8.5 per 
cent for non-teaching personnel 
have been submitted to the 
Reed School District board. 
Trustees took the requests un­ 
der 
consideration, 
Tuesday 
night, according to Supt. Ralph 
Giovanniello, and will begin ne­ 
gotiating with representatives 
of both groups soon. 
The 
superintendent 
said 
board members hope to arrive 
at a contract agreement with 
non-teachers personnel before 
July 1. No t a r g e t date for 
agreement with teachers was 
mentioned, he said. 
Teachers based their salary 
request on the median of five 
school districts in Marin: Kent- 
field, Mill Valley, Ross, San 
Rafael and Sausaltio. 
The total t e a c h e r salary 
budget for next year would go 
up 8.8 per cent over this year if 
the teachers’ proposal were ac­ 
cepted, 
although 
individual 
teachers may receive more or 
less than that amount. 
Giovanniello 
said teachers 
also asked that health care and 
dental plans, which now cover 
only the employee himself, be 
extended to include his depend­ 
ents. 
In addition, teachers asked 
that three additional steps be 
added to the salary schedule for 
those teaching more than 15 
years in the district. 
The teachers said they hope 
for a contract settlement before 
September and that in the event 
of a late settlement — such as 
occurred this year, when agree­ 
ment was reached April 6 — the 
district should pay interest on 
retroactive salary increases. 
Non-teaching employees sub­ 
mitted two proposed salary 
schedules to trustees, one call­ 
ing for 3.5 per cent raises and 
the other for an added 5 per 
cent 
cost-of-living 
increase 
which would bring salaries to 
8.5 per cent above this year.

Juan Marichal Winning Again But He's Not Satisfied

Juan Marichal is winning again 
but he isn’t satisfied. 


Wednesday he stopped the 
Pittsburgh Pirates on three hits 
for his fourth victory of the 
year compared to two losses as 
the Giants scored a 2-1 victory 
to stay comfortably atop the 
National League West. 


“I didn’t have good control at 
the start,” said Marichal. “I 


missed too many pitches and I 
walked too many men.” 
Marichal walked three bat­ 
ters in all, which for him is 
some sort of tragedy. The Mari­ 
chal of old—before the 1970 col­ 
lapse—hardly ever walked a 
batter, let alone three in one 
game. For example, he walked 
only 54 batters in 300 innings in 
1969. Over his big league career 
of nearly 3,000 innings before 
this season, the high-kicking 
righthander walked a total of 


551 men, which f j g u r e s out 
roughly to one pass every six 
innings. 


“All my pitches were work­ 
ing in this game,” Marichal 
said, “but my best pitch was 
my fastball.” 


Still, it was a fastball which 
“got away” that Bob Robertson 
hit for a long home run in the 
second inning for the only run 
Marichal gave up. 
“That was a bad pitch,” Juan 


said. “I never s h o u l d have 
made it.” 
A single by Willie Stargeli 
and a double by Bob Oliver in 
the sixth were the only other 
hits Marichal gave up. Over the 
last three innings, he faced only 
10 men and in the eighth and 
ninth the Pirates failed to get 
the ball out of the infield. 
While most N.L. pitchers dis­ 
like working in Candlestick 
Park with its tricky winds and 
cold drafts, Marichal, a native 


of the Dominican Republic, 
feels right at home. 
“It’s my No. 1 park,” he said. 
“I like pitching in Candlestick 
better than in any other park I 
know of. Ypu get used to the 
wind and I p r e f e r the cool 
weather to heat.” 
His victory over the Pirates 
snapped a personal two-game 
losing streak. Marichal lost at 
home to the Cardinals on April 
20 after winning his first three 
starts and then dropped a 6-2 


decision to the Pirates in Pitts­ 
burgh. 


Ken Henderson gave Mari­ 
chal all the help he n e e d e d 
Wednesday. His fifth inning sin­ 
gle drove in San Francisco’s 
first run for a 1-1 tie and his 
infield out in the seventh scored 
what proved to be the winning 
run. 


“It’s about time I help a lit­ 
tle,” said Henderson, another 
modest fellow who now has 11 


rbi’s on the season. Henderson 
is still hurting and at times is 
unable to grip the bat the way 
he’d like. It all goes back last 
month to when he injured his 
right thumb sliding into third. 
Even though the thumb throbs 
at times, Henderson is playing. 


“The way we are going,” he 
says, “it’s no time to sit down.” 


Today is an off day in the 
schedule and all the Giants sit 
down to dinner with about 850 


other folks to help teammate 
Willie Mays celebrate his 40th 
birthday.

DONOHUE ZIPS 


High Speed 
Indy Testing 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (UPI) 
—Mark 
Donohue 
apparently 
has scrapped his high-speed 
testing and started to work on 
his plans for the 500-mile auto 
race itself. 
But some of the drivers would 
like to have the extra miles per 
hour the Media, Pa., speedster 
is registering even with a full 
load of fuel. 
Donohue toured the Indianap­ 
olis Motor Speedway’s 2 l-2mile 
track Wednesday for 20 laps 
unofficially over 170 miles per 
hour. Eighteen were over 172 
m.p.h.—faster than the official 
one and four-lap average set by 
Joe Leonard of San Jose, Calif., 
in a turbocar in 1968.

Pro Basketball 
Merger Possible 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Merger. 
committees of the National and 
American Basketball Associa­ 
tions met separately today to 
discuss the feasibility of an im­ 
mediate 
amalgamation 
that 
could end the escalating money 
war for college players. 


An NBA committee headed 
by Abe Pollin, president of the 
Baltimore Bullets, and its ABA 
counterpart, chaired by Wen­ 
dell Cherry, Kentucky Colonels’ 
owner, have been meeting for- 
the last four weeks in an effort 
to secure peace in the pros and 
p r e s e n t a united front that 
would bid for congressional ap­ 
proval of a merger. 


It was reported several weeks 
ago that all but two of the NBA 
owners were g u n g - h o for a 
merger. Their pocket books 
were emptying because of the 
telephone 
number 
contracts 
being signed and they are all 
aware of the uproar that will be 
created when fans hear men­ 
tion of ticket price increases to 
make up the deficit in the club 
treasuries. 


Sam Schulman, owner of the 
Seattle 
SuperSonics 
and 
a 
member of the NBA merger 
committee, has been predicting 
all along that a merger was 
forthcoming, now and not in the 
distant future. 


All the ABA owners are for 
the consolidation that, if effect­ 
ed, would create a 28-team 
league — 17 from the NBA and 
11 from the ABA. 


“Frankly, we’re not far apart 
from what I hear, said an ABA 
spokesman. 
The one huge roadblock that 
must be circumvented is the 
players’ feelings that a merger 
would cut into their chances for 
fat salaries. The NBA Players 
Association contends a merger 
would be an anti-trust violation 
and injurious to their livlihood. 
For a time, the Boards of 
Governors of both leagues were 
fearful Congress would be sym­ 
pathetic to the players’ charge 
and if the s i t u a t i o n were 
presented before the legislature 
it would not grant basketball 
the immunity from anti-trust 
laws that pro football and base­ 
ball enjoy. 
Apparently, the owners are 
prepared to risk congressional 
disapproval since it may be 
their only chance for many of 
them to emerge frtm the red. 
Only a few of the NBA clubs 


are said to be making money, 
including the New York Knicks 
and Milwaukee Bucks who 
played before sellout crowds all 
season. The ABA is hurting, 
too, at the gate and trying des­ 
perately to recover through the 
signing of big name collegians. 


ABA 
Commissioner 
Jack 
Dolph refused to portray a posi­ 
tive viewpoint today over a pos­ 
sible merger. He did say, “I 
have always felt that a consoli- 
' dation of the NBA and ABA was 
inevitable and I anticipate a 
move in that direction in the 
near future.” 


An indication that merger 
committees are working over­ 
time toward a common solution 
was emphasized by Ben Ker- 
ner, owner of the old St. Louis 
H a w k s , who said he had an 
opportunity to buy into one of 
the 
top 
attendance-drawing 
NBA teams but shelved a deci­ 
sion because, “if a merger 
comes about, I may not want 
any part of it.” 


“If I owned a franchise, I’d 
vote against the merger,” Ker- 
ner said. “I just can’t see a 28- 
team league.” 


In addition to paying big 
prices for college players, both 
leagues have been hurt by play­ 
er jumpings. Zelmo Beaty gave 
the Utah Stars a boost toward 
the ABA title when he jumped 
from the Atlanta Hawks. Rick 
Barry, a former NBA scoring 
champion, hurt San Francisco’s 
title hopes when he signed an 
ABA contract. Joe Caldwell put 
spark into the Carolina Cougars 
when he slipped away from the 
Hawks. 


Conversely, Connie Hawkins 
made Phoenix an NBA contend­ 
er when he jumped from the 
ABA.

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HJGH SCHOOL BASEBALL 


A Vote For Mid-Season All-Star Game 


By DAVID EINSTEIN 
This year two post season all- 
star baseball games will be 
played involving Marin County 
high 
school students, 
which 
brings up a good question. Why, 
when the major leagues stage 
their all-star game as a cele­ 
bration of the season’s halfway 
point, must high school wait 
until the season is over, includ­ 
ing the shouting, to hold theirs? 
The answer can be found in 
the archaic and hypocritical 
reasoning of the California In­ 
terscholastic Federation, which 
like Avery Brundage and the 
IOC means well but as often as 
not screws things up. In the 
area of all-star competition, the 
CIF demands that games be 
limited to the post season, dur­ 
ing which time, because of an 
NCAA rule, only graduating 
seniors are eligible to play. 
There is little doubt that, say, 
a mid season all-star game be­ 
tween the northern and south­ 
ern teams of the Marin County 
Athletic League would pack Al­ 
bert Park with more than 2,000 
fans. And there would be tre­ 
mendous advantages to such a 
game, for players, fans and the 
general public. 
In the first place, it would 
give players who are doing well 
at mid year, including under­ 
classmen (the only restriction 
on them is that they c a n n o t 
play after the school year is 
over), a chance for all-star rec­ 
ognition. Those who continue to 
play well the rest of the way 
would also get the customary’ 
all-league nod at season’s end. 
Secondly, such a game would 
generate fan interest, an expe- 
cially important factor if one 
team is running away with the 
championship. And lastly, mon­ 
ey r a i s e d from ticket sales 
could go to charity. 
But there are grave objec­ 
tions by the authorities to all- 
star 
games. 
Phil 
Hempler, 
commissioner 
of 
the 
North 
Coast S e c t i o n (NCS), says, 
“Neither the CIF nor the NCAA 
approve of all-star competition 
for which there would be no 
control whatsoever. There’s so 
much all-star competition that 
could be set up a r o u n d the 
country which would bring all­ 
stars together during the school 
year.” 
Presumably, that refers to 
hypothetical situations such as 
Ford or some other large com­ 
pany sponsoring an All-Ameri- 
“can all-star game, in the same 
mold as the punt, pass and kick 
competition. That line of Quix­ 
otic thought seems more than a 
trifle absurd when you consider 
that your Little League son has 
the name of a town merchant 
on the back of his uniform. If 
that isn’t promotion, what is? 
The rules against underclass­ 
men playing in post season 
games are just as specious. As 
a m atter of fact, they are based 
on the same logic. As Hempler 
says, “It would be the type of 


thing that would be so com-, 
pletely open, thse outstanding 
boys would be used in promo­ 
tions which the am ateur rules 
just do not approve of. 
To use Little League as the 
heavy once more, how can you 
restrict high school boys on the 
one hand, while allowing a Lit­ 
tle League World Series on the 
other? Granted, the NCAA has 
nothing to do with the latter, 
but shouldn’t the ethics in­ 
volved be the same at all lev­ 
els? 
The fact is, most people — 
coaches, players and fans — 
would love to see an all-star 
game during the mid season 
lull. The problem is that so 
much red tape is involved in 
trying to get the rules changed, 


that by the time you reach the 
CIF, you forgot what you came 
for. 
A major problem seems to be 
that the officers of the CIF,

U.S. Steel Hikes Prices 
On Sheet, Strip Steel

In Washington, a spokesman 
for the President’s Council of 
Economic Advisers said the 
price increases were “not par­ 
ticularly surprising” and the 
steel industry “apparently con- 
s i d e r s this their annual in- 
c r e a s e . ’ ’ He said a much 
greater worry to econmic plan­ 
ners is the possibility of further 
increases this year to offset 
higher wage costs. 
The price boosts on flat rolled 
products are close to the level 
which the Nixon administration 
apparently found

when construction steel prod­ 
ucts went up last March. One 
producer had posted increases 
of $16 to $17 per ton on con­ 


struction steels, "but later sub­ 
stituted increases of $9 to $12 
per ton after U.S. Steel came in 
at that level.

Over and over again, we are 
told that youth has something 
to say. and adulthood must lis­ 
ten. 
Wherever the youth revolu­ 
tion. generation gap, or what- 
e v e r you wish to call it is 
discussed, this advice pops up: 
Listen to what youth has to tell 
you! Often it is accompanied 
by the assurance that “you'd 
be surprised" at the excellent 
ideas of youth. 
This same t h e m e has oc­ 
curred repeatedly in letters to 
the Independent-Journal’s “ rap 
session'’ contest. 
But almost 
without exception, it has been 
in letters from those over 30 — 
the generations that, according 
to the Tom H a y d e n s of the 
youth revolution, are not to be 
trusted. 
FEW OF THE YOUNG peo­ 
ple under 21 have even submit­ 
ted letters. And those letters 
received have suggested “es­ 
tablishment-type’ ' 
approaches 
to bridging the so-called gener­ 
ation 
gap: 
Community 
"rap 
sessions," publicity for youth 
activities, including young peo­ 
ple in decision-making bodies. 
These are s c a r c e l y new 
ideas. Getting t o g e t h e r to

Sharp Increase In Abortions 
Spurs Attempt To Change Law 


By RUS WALTON 
SACRAMENTO — Since Nov. 8. 1967, 
there have been approximately 90,000 
murders in California. Wilfull, premedi­ 
tated murders. But no one was indicted. 
No one stands convicted. The murders 
were legal. 
Furthermore, it is predicted that dur­ 
ing 1971 there will be another 116.000 
murders. These, too. will be legal. The 
law says they are. 
They are not called murder. They are 
called abortions. The purposeful, clinical 
termination of a pregnancy. Termination 
of a life. What one cannot do with a gun, 
or a switch blade or a club, the law 
allows with a suction tube or a 10-inch 
currette. 


ALL OF THIS CAME with the passage 
of the California Therapeutic Abortion 
Act. 
Under certain situations — such as 
rape, or incest, or when the life of the 
woman might be lost if pregnancy went 
the full term — in these cases, there is a 
strong argument for abortion. 
But liberalized abortion laws which 
permit abortions on request? This mocks 
the sanctity of human life. 
Perhaps it's all a part of liberating 
women. Liberating them from the res­ 
ponsibilities of their deeds — or, mis­ 
deeds. Now you can have the s i z z l e . 
Without the steak. 


AT THE TIME the bill was b e i n g 
debated, proponents argued it would not

result in any great increase in abortions. 
It's main purpose, they claimed, was to 
permit those who were then seeking ille­ 
gal abortions to have abortions in medi­ 
cally approved and sterile conditions. 
Here is the record, so far: 1968 — 5.00C 
legal abortions; 1969 — 15,000; 1970 — 
70.000; 1971 — (est.) 116,000. 
For 1970 the State Department of Pub­ 
lic Health reported that 99 per cent were 
for reason of rape or incest or because 
full-term pregnancy would gravely im­ 
pair the physical health of the woman. 
In 98 per cent of the cases, the reason 
for the abortion was listed as “mental 
health.” There are those who feel that it 
is too easy to get away with the “mental 
health’’ bit; that “•mental health” is to 
abortions as “mental cruelty” is to di­ 
vorce — a quick and easy way out of a 
mistake. And so a life is taken. Legally. 
There were more abortions than births 
in the age group 15 to 19. .And, more than 
one-third of all abortions were paid for 
by the taxpayer — through Medi-Cal. 


AN INCREASING number of Californi­ 
ans are upset about all of this. 
One of these is Assemblyman Robert 
Burke, R-Huntington Beach. Burke re­ 
cently introduced a series of bills which 
would tighten provisions of the 1967 law. 
Among other t h i n g s , Burke's bill 
would: 
— prohibit abortions after the 10th 
week of pregnancy 
— allow mental health as a bonafide 
reason only if the woman had been re­ 
ceiving psychiatric treatment prior to her 
pregnancy. 
He also has introduced a resolution 
calling for a study of abortion practices 
since the 1967 law went into effect. 
Already Burke .has been treated to a 
storm of virulent and organized opposi­ 
tion. Which is not so strange in this 
strange day and age. 


TODAY ONLY NATURAL law protects 
the unborn child. And in a society where 
legalese is often a substitute for morali­ 
ty, n a t u r a l law is lost in a haze of 
permissiveness, 
irresponsibility 
and 
mixed-up values. 
Ecology. That’s the big thing today. 
Save the trees and fish, the birds and 
bees. For future generations. 
And, those future generations? Those 
who would inherit the earth — with the 
trees and birds, and bees. They are dis- 
p o s a b 1 e . In the bottom of a surgical 
bucket.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e Constitu­ 
tion guarantees my right to dissent from 
the policies of the U. S. government. 
It does not give me the right to inflict 
hardship or inconvenience on you in or­ 
der to dramatize my discontent. 
This important distinction was over­ 
looked or ignored by the people Get’s 
stop calling them “kids” — the term is 
wildly inappropriate) who made an abor­ 
tive attempt this week to shut down the 
machinery of the federal government. 
THESE PEOPLE believe that the war 
in Indochina is a wicked waste of human 
life. That is a perfectly legitimate point 
of view. It is shared, according to the 
latest public opinion polls, by a clear 
majority of Americans. 
They also feel—with reason— that 
President Nixon has been unresponsive, 
and even openly contemptuous, of peace­ 
ful demonstrations of opposition to the 
war. 
So, they say, the time has come to 
resort to direct action to d i s r u p t the 
functioning of the government and com­ 
pel it to halt the war. 
It is this third step in their logic which 
calls for careful consideration. 
THERE CERTAINLY may be circum­ 
stances in which moral duty may drive a 
person to take hostile action against his 
government. Our forefathers felt that 
such circumstances existed in 1776, and 
most of us would be highly sympathetic 
with any Russian, Czech, Pole or main­ 
land Chinese who felt that such circum­ 
stances exist in his country today. 
But let us be very clear on the point:

any deliberate attempt to disrupt the 
functioning of a government, for whatev­ 
er motive, is by definition an act of 
revolution. To argue that the U. S. gov­ 
ernment should be disrupted is exactly 
tantamount to saying that its authority is 
illegitimate and should be overthrown. 
Undoubtedly, many of the disruptionists 
who assembled in Washington this week 
are prepared to make just that argu­ 
ment. But when they do, they part com­ 
pany with the vast m a j o r i t y of 
Americans who are opposed to the Viet­ 
nam war. 
THE WAR IN VIETNAM may be a 
disastrous mistake, but it would be a far 
greater disaster to undermine, paralyze 
or overthrow a system of government 
which, for all its defects, remains the 
best guarantor of social order and human 
freedom man ever has been ablt to de­ 
vise. 
Of course, there was never any real- 
danger that this raggledy-taggledy band 
of bluejeaned protesters would overthrow 
or seriously disrupt the U.S. government. 
The one thing they could and did accom­ 
plish was to inflict a lot of harassment, 
inconvenience and some real hardship on 
individuals who live in Washington and 
have to go on getting to work and making 
a living even when the streets are filled 
with trash cans and tear gas. 
So their real target, in the end, was not 
the war, or the government, or the Nixon 
administration, but their fellow citizens 
—many of whom disapprove of the war 
as strongly as they. 
It seems a poor way to make your 
point. 


Tw o Chinas' Policy Doomed 
While Chiang And Mao Live

HONG KONG (UPI)—There is one 
thing that the Republic of China (Taipei) 
and the Peoples Republic of China (Pe­ 
king) agree upon 100 per cent—Taiwan is 
an integral part of China. 
Also Tibet and areas under dispute 
with the Soviet Union. 
But which China? The China of Presi­ 
dent Chiang Kai-shek of the Republic of 
China or the China of Chairman Mao 
Tsetung of the Peoples R e p u b l i c of 
China? 
There’s the rub. 
IT IS CLEAR that the United States is 
moving closer to some accommodation 
with the Communist regime now ruling 
the 700-million people on the mainland of 
China. 
The Henry Cabot Lodge commission 
has recommended the admission of Red 
China to the United Nations and the State 
Department has suggested that the ques­ 
tion of Taiwan might be settled by negoti­ 
ating between Chiang’s government and 
the 
Communist Peoples 
Republic of 
China. 
At the same time, the United States 
has said time and again it has no inten­ 
tion of reneging on its treaty commit­ 
ments to defend Chiang’s government 
against “aggression” nor its support of 
the Taiwan regime. 


SO LONG AS Chiang KaUshek and Mao 
Tse-tung are alive, the two-China policy 
stands almost no chance, Both leaders 
have said they will not join or remain in 
the United Nations so long as the other is 
recognized. 
If anything, Red China is more intran­ 
sigent than Chiang’s Republic of China

LOS ANGELES - Discovery 
that the San Andreas Fault and 
its related branches apparently 
end in the northern portion of 
the Gulf of California was re­ 
ported today by University of 
Southern California scientists. 
The find sheds new light on 
the ultimate causes of Califor­ 
nia’s killer earthquakes, ac­ 
cording to James L. Bischoff 
and Thomas L. Henyey, who 
recently completed the most de­ 
tailed scientific study of the 
gulf’s northern area ever un­ 
dertaken. 
The USC researchers say 
they pinpointed the end of this 
system of faults in the gulf floor 
under relatively shallow water 
about 60 miles southeast of the 
mouth of the Colorado River. 
Before this discovery, location 
of the San Andreas’ southern 
end and its relation to the Gulf 
of California were mysteries. 
Analyses of data gathered on 
a month-long cruise in north­ 
ern gulf waters indicate that the 
.fault’s end is butted up against 
a formation geologists call a 
“spreading center.”

The one they discovered in the 
gulf, and another, known to ex­ 
ist off the Oregon coast near the 
California border. 


The gulf spreading center is 
pushing the earth surface west 
of the fault in a northwesterly 
direction, and the offshore Ore­ 
gon spreading center is pushing 
the land east of the fault zone in 
a southeasterly direction, the 
USC geologists believe. 


Hence the mechanics of a 
major 
earthquake: 
Sudden 
movement caused by bursts of 
energy released along the San 
Andreas Fault. The land sur­ 
face west of the fault is going 
north and that to the east of the 
fault is going south. 


It has been estimated by oth­ 
er researchers that there has 
been as much as 300 miles total 
land displacement along the 
California San Andreas Fault in 
the last 60 million years. 


“For some time, scientists 
have been puzzled about the 
continuation of the San Andreas 
south of the Imperial Valley. 
Relationships between the fault 
zone and underwater geological 
features such as the East Pacif­ 
ic Rise, which enters the south­ 
ern p o r t i o n of the Gulf of 
California, have been theorized, 
but not enough detailed infor­ 
mation was available,” Bis­ 
choff said. 


Using sophisticated seismic 
gear aboard USC’s research 


vessel, Velero IV, Bischoff and 
Henyey studied gulf bottom 
characteristics at hundreds of 
“stations” in the northern gulf. 


. These studies led Bischoff to 
speculate further that the San 
Andreas Fault line, now under 
gulf waters running south from 
the mouth of the Colorado Riv-. 
er, was the river’s channel 
thousands of years ago, during 
lowered sea level of the last 
glacial period. 


The same geological spread­ 
ing forces which are related to 
the San Andreas are believed to 
be implicated in the westward 
“drift” of the Baja California 
peninsula, which is continuing 
at the rate of a few inches per 
year.

Godino, Superintendent Bacich 
testified he has nothing against 
informal classroom teaching. 
“ But I would characterize Miss 
Pocta’s

as 
loose 
rather than informal,” said 
Bacich. He explained she does 
not seem to have a definite goal 
or plan of action for students. 


Principal Smith told the hear­ 
ing officer that Miss Pocta did 
not deal sternly enough with 
misbehaving pupils and allowed 
students to walk around at will.

Mary Martis, vice president 
of the W o l f e Grade Parent- 
Teacher Association, said Miss 
Pocta, instead of belittling a 
problem child, would quietly 
point to good behavior by other 
students and get better results 
than through scolding. 
Mrs. 
Martis said she also saw the 
teacher take her pupils to one 
corner and captivate them by 


strumming on her guitar and 
having them recite poems in 
tune with the music. 
Margaret Drake, clinical psy­ 
chologist, whose child was in 
Miss Pocta’s class, 
testified 
that the teacher motivates chil­ 
dren and makes them enthu­ 
siastic. 
Under questioning by Berg, 
Mrs. Drake described how Miss 
P o c t a dealt with a boy who 
spilled a glass of juice at a 
party. “A tense, authoritarian 
teacher might have scolded him 
in front of everyone. But she 
just asked him quietly to pick it 
up. It never became a problem, 
and no one became tense.” 
“She doesn’t handle such a 
situation as a discipline m at­ 
ter,” said Mrs. Drake. “She 
handles it as a learning situa­ 
tion.” 
Every teacher and parent 
who took the stand heaped sim­ 
ilar praise on Miss Pocta for 


being an effective teacher with 
control over her classes at all 
times. 
Attorney Berg said more than 
30 parents and teachers, includ­ 
ing almost every teacher in 
Wolfe 
Grade 
School, 
volun- 
t e e r e d to speak up for Miss 
Pocta. With the third day of the 
hearing completed yesterday, 
Berg said he still has 10 or 15 
more witnesses to call. 
Hearing officer Winton con­ 
tinued the hearing to 9:30 a.m. 
June 8 in the planning commis­ 
sion chambers at the Civic Cen­ 
ter. 
When the hearing is complet­ 
ed in June, Winton said he will 
write a proposed decision on 
Miss Pocta and submit it to the 
the Kentfield School District 
board of trustees, which has the 
final say on whether or not the 
probationary teacher will be re­ 
hired for the c o m i n g school 
year.
